Washington, D. C., May 15.—[Special.]— 
Efforts are being made to have the national 
government in some mysterious way under- 
taxe the regulation of the dairies of the 
country, just as it has managed to super- 
yise the packing houses. 

There will be a great deal of difficulty in 
@nding @ law by which the federal govern- 
ment can undertaxe to inspect the milk of 
the country. There is milk produced in In- 
giana and sold in Chicago. Some of the 
product of the cow is transported across 
fwo or three states. In such isolated cases 
i might be possible for the government under 
the interstate commerce law to go into the 
business of inspection and regulation, but 
for the most part milk is sold in the state in 
which it is produced, and the federal gov- 
ernment has no real jurisdiction. 

The demand for inspection and regulation, 
however, is becoming general, and physi- 
cians, philanthropists, and others are insist- 
ing that some genera! system must be adopt- 
ed to guarantee to the people purity of the 
commonest food for children.

Some Dairies Called Big Menace. 


The attention of the federal authorities has 
been called repeatedly to the condition of 
some of the dairies of the country. The 
statement is made that in many cases these 
dairies are much more of a menace to the 
public health than the packing houses ever 
were at their worst. This comes about be- 
cause to a large extent the packing house 
product is subjected to heating processes 
before it is eaten, which largely, if not en- 
tirely, destroys possible infection. 

Chicken soup has been made out of the re- 
mote portions of a pig, dirt has been intro- 
duced freely at times into packing house 
products and there have been possibilities of 
infection, not so much as to the products as to 
the people engaged in manufacturing them, 
which have shocked the country. 

In the case of milk it is largely consumed 
without cooking. It is not kept, as a rule, in 
cold storage, and such germs or living crea- 
tures as may be contained in It are not com- 
monly destroyed by freezing in the hands of

At the meeting of the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
eulosis, held here this week, the statement 
Was made by Nathan Straus, brothet of the 
former secretary of commerce and labor, that 
investigation in Washington showed one tu- 
bercular sample of milk out of every eighteen 
gubmitted for examination. As there were 
several samples submitted from somé dairies 
it was found that one out of every ten dairies 
Supplied milk which was at times tuber- 


Danger in Mixing of Milk. , 

(° course every dairy has a great many 
cows as a source of supply. Some of these 
may be infected and some not. The danger 
comes from the mixing of the milk, which is 
necessary in a large trade, and from the ap- 
parént inability either of federal, state, coun- 
ty, or municipal authority to make proper in- 
spéection of the cews themselves. 

This condition is by no means peculiar to 
Washington or the District of Columbia, and 
infection which may exist in milk is not atall 
limited to the bacilli of tuberculosis. Evgy 
health officer in every city has at times be- 
tome aware that typhoid epidemfcs could be 
faced distinctly to the use of suspicious 
milk. In New York a health officer recently 
reported an increase of 33 per cent in cases 
ef tuberculosis in spite of the vigorous cam- 
paign made in that city to check the ravages 
@f the disease. 

In his paper here, Mr. Straus, who has been 
in the pure milk camipaign for a long time, 
gaid amone other things: 

+ “Prevention that deals only with infection 
that may come from the tubercular patient 
and ignores the mischief wrought by the 
tubercular dairy cow is the sort that we have 
had, and it has failed to prevent a 33 per cent 
increase in the number of victims of the dis- 
ease. This association would be untrue fo 
the international congress for which it is re- 
Sponsible if it were to rest content with this 
fort of prevention. For that congress unani- 
Mously decreed that measures are to be con-

“PINK TEA” IS DISTURBED 


Judicial Aspirants Approve Dic- 
tum Voiced by John Me- 
Gillen, Roger’s Lieu- 
tenant. 


Neither Congressman Lorimer nor any 
Other Republican will’ be elected United 
States senator with Democratic votes if 
Roger Sullivan can prevent it. Flat and un- 
mistakable warnings to beware of such an 
alliance were transmitted yesterday from 
the Democratic boss to every Democratic 
member of the legislature whose political 
destinies the said political boss controls. 

The orders which apparently are not lightly 
to be disregarded became public property at 
the pink tea given by the Democratic county 
central committee to the Democratic judicial 
candidates at the Sherman house in the after- 
noon. 

John McGillen, secretary of the central 
committee and one of Roger Sullivan's chief 
Neutenants, delivered the warnings from the 
platform,and working himself up into a splen- 
did fury called down manifold maledictions 
upon the Democratic assemblyman who shal! 
be so bold as to vote for a Republican sena- 


} torial candidate, 


“Ignominious oblivion awaits an act of 
perfidy on the part of any Democratic legis- 
lator in this matter,’’ thundered McGillen, 
and then he called for a rising vote on the 
indorsement of the sentiments he had ex- 
pressed. 

Legislators Seemingly Dazed. 

Ail the judicial candidates, visiting lawyers, 
and precinct captains uprose unanimously. 
The only persons who retained their seats 
were sundry Democratic members of the 
legislature, among them Representatives 
Lantz and Hruby. Some thought the legisla- 
tors looked dazed. 

Coming on top of the telegraphic dispatches 
from Springfield describing the plans being 
made to attempt the election of Congressman 
Lorimer with Democratic votes and also de- 
scribing the aid and succor being extended to 
the congressman by Roger Sullivan, the ut- 
terance of Secretary McGillen became at once 
the dominant political sensation of the day. 

It transformed the meeting for the judges, 
at which politics is studiously avoided, into 
something that was not so much like a pink 
tea as a Donnybrook fair, The judicial can- 
didates were forgotten, the politicians fell to 
quizzing each other, and adjourned tn hand- 
fuls to the hall to discuss it further. 

There was no question in the mind of any 
politician present that McGillen had spoken 
with the express sanction and direction of 
Roger Sullivan, who had been present at the 
opening of the reception, but departed soon 
afterward. Mr. McGillen admitted not only 
that he spoke with the approval of Mr. Sulll- 
van but added that the boss earlier in the day 
had expressed himself in only slightly less 
lurid terms than the secretary had used from 
the platform. 


Trying to Guess the Meaning. 

All manner of speculation on the meaning 
of the move was rife at once. Some thought 
that Mr. Sullivan, who now is classed as a 
reformer, had listened to the voices of the 
uplifters who declared that a bipartisan al- 
liance on the senatorship would be naughty 
if not positively disgraceful. Others opined 
that the Democrats who intended to help 
elect a Republican senator were of the tribe 
that follows the leadership of Representative 
Lee O'Neill Browne, the rival of Mr. 5ul- 
livan as a down state boss.

FEARS FOR THE ETHIOPIAN. 


Thinks Roosevelt Boy’s Gifts to Natives 
Will Corrupt Them. 


Lucy Page Gaston, superintendent of the 
Anti-Cigaret league, expressed great regret 
yesterday over a report to the effect that 
Kermit Roosevelt has taken 6.000 cigarets, 
325 pipes, and a great quantity of tobacco into 
Africa to be given as presents to the natives. 

“I can hardly believe the report,’’ she said. 
**In view of the prestige of the Roosevelt ex- 
pedition, the scattering of such gifts will 
undoubtedly mean the rapid spread of the 
cigaret’ habit among the natives in Africa. 
Some other presents might have been used. 

*“ What makes it hard for me to under- 
stand is that such presents should be taken 
unlese the former president and his son are 
addicted to the tobacco habit themselves. 
Several years ago, Carrie Nation came into 
this affice and tore a picture of President 
Roosevelt from the wall, asking me what I 
meant by having the photograph of a cigaret 
smoker in the headquarters of our Yeague. 
Bhe said she knew Mr. Roosevelt used to- 
bacco, 


ceived a reply from Secretary Loeb in which 
it was stated the president never used tobacco 
in any form. 


Hears Mrs. Longworth Smokes. 

*“ Then came the reports that his daughter, 
Mrs. Longworth, uses cigarets. I recall re- 
cently reading a report that her husband has 
insisted that she diminish the number of 
cigarets she smokes. Now comes this report 
that Kermit has taken all this tobacco into 
Africa with him to give to the natives. 
“TT am most interested in these reports re- 
garding the Roosevelt children, as the stories 
regarding their doings have such a wide 
reaching effect. In Mrs. Longworth’s case 
| the reports are particularly disastrous, as the 
cigaret habit seems to be increasing among 
women. 

“ Only this morning I was talking with a 
North Side woman who has madea donation 
to our cause. She was telling me about a 
woman acquaintance who cannot get along 
for an hour without a cigaret. In my trips 
through the red light district the girls tell 
me the first effort made in the attempt to 
have them go wrong is to get them to smoke a 
cigaret. 

‘If Kermit Roosevelt did not smokea pipe 
or cigarets himeelf, it does not seem to me 
that he would have thought of such things as

United States Secret Operative Lawrence 
Ritchie will never have a closer cal! for his 
life—and escape—than he had last night, 
when the bullet of an assassin passed through 
his hat within an inch of his head. The attack 
Was made while Ritchie and a fellow opera- 
tive, Peter G. Drautzberg, were waiting for 
an elevated train on the Metropolitan at 
Desplaines avenue station at Forest Park.

The attergpt to kill Ritchie and Drautz- 
berg, it is believed by the police, was the re- 
sult of their activity against counterfeiters, 
three gangs of which have been arrested by 
them within three months. 


Scores Hear the Shot. 

The attempt occurred less than a hundred 
yards from the entrance to Forest Park 
amusenmient grounds, where the secret serv- 
ice operatives had spent the evening. The 
shot was heard by several scores, who aided 
Ritchie and Drautzberg in searching the 
brush and prairie. bs 

Capt. Thomas I. Porter of the federal secret 
service was notified and two secret service 
men were sent to the suburb to assist the 
Forest Park police. 

Ritchie and Drautzberg left the amuse- 
ment park at 10:30 o’clock and walked tothe 
platform at Desplaines avenue to board a 
Metropolitan train for Chicago. 


Within an Inch of His Life. 

They were talking when a shot was fired 
from the brush, about twenty yards from 
the platform. The bullet pierced Ritchie’s 
hat. Both men ran to the brush, but could 
not see the would-be assassin. 

“JT think the assassin would have fired 
more shots,” said Drautzberg, “‘ had we not 
started toward the bushes after the firing of 
the first shot. An itch lower and Ritchie 
might have been killed.”

$97,200 in Four Weeks? 


“He sold stock to the extent of $10,000 to 
Martin, pledzed stock to the extent of $5,000 
to the Colonial Trust and Savings bank, $5,000 
to Sarah J. Brown, and fifty shares, repre- 
senting $10,000, to Robinson. He got $2,200 
from the bank in exchange of worthless 
motes, thus taking in cash and stock $97,200 
from the bank within four weeks of its or- 
ganization.

None of these offenses has 
been prosecuted in view of the fact that a 
conviction against him was obtained by the 
Bank of America. In the statement which 


+he’ has served upon us, and which he now 
_ Presents to the board, pretending that it com- 
plies with the request of the governor made 
on April 30, 1908, he continues to protest, 
4m the face of indisputable facts and records, 


that he paid for 125 shares of the capital 
Stock of the bank, but he now here denies 
that he took more shares of stock than he 
paid for, and he falsifies the record as to the 
Martin transaction and the Savage transac- 
tion, and as to the amount of money which 
he deprived from the bank.”’ 


Receiver’s View of Stock Deals. 


In detailed explanation of the stock trans- 
actions of Smith the statement of Receiver 
Healy and Attorneys Darrow and Master

“As bearing upon the claim made by 
Smith is his statement that he paid for 125 
shares of the capital stock of said bank, the 
exact facts are as follows: On Nov. 22, 1905, 
more than a week before the Bank of Amer- 
ica was organized, Smith presented to the 
State bank of Chicago, and executed in its 
favor, a note for the payment of $25,375, due 
ninety days after date, and which was signed 
by himself, by Sorrow, and by Pierce, and 
indorsed by himself. 

* This note was numbered 81,976, and there 
Were placed as collateral security for said 
mote on that date the three certificates 
hereinbefore mentioned, of the capita! stock 
of the Bank of America. 

“On that date this note was discounted 
by Smith with the State Bank of Chicago, 
and the proceeds of it, amounting to $24,994, 
were placed to his credit, and remained there 
until Dec. 1, 1905, when he drew a check for 
$24,994. payable to the Bank of America, 
and which was credited on the books of that 
bank to the stock subscription of said 
Smith. 


Claims Clever Offset of Funds. 


“As before noted, Pferce on Nov. 23, 1905, 
had borrowed $20,000 of his uncle, George J. 
Robinson, with which to pay his stock sub- 
scription; and on Dec. 23, 1905. Pierce caused 
the Bank of America to loan the said Robin- 
son the sum of $20,000 on his note executed on 
that date, and payable three months there- 
after, thus taking out of the treasury of the 
Bank of America all that Pierce had ever 
paid in on account of his stock subscription. 

“On Jan. 24, 1906, Pierce drew a check for 
$4414 against the fund in the State bank, 
realized by pledging the property of the Bank 
of America, as hereinbefore detailed, and 
which Pierce applied on the same date on the 


~ paid note of Robinson. 


“On the same day he drew another check 
for $5,000 on the same fund, payable to the 
State Bank of Chicago, and had the same ap- 
plied upon his said note, numbered 83,419, 


thus reducing it to the sum of $20,000. 


“This was the condition of affairs at the 
State bank in reference to these loans until 
Feb. 19, 1906, four days after the appoint- 
ment of the receiver Thus instead of Smith 
paying $25,000 for his stock, or any other 
sum, Smith’s original loan made from the 
State bank was really paid by the $15,875 
drawn by a check of Pierce against a fund 
realized by pledging the property of the Bank 
of America and of the balance of $10,000 re- 
maining in the bank to the credit of Pierce 
obtained from the property of the Bank of 
America $4,414 was applied on the note of his 
uncle, on account of deals hereinafter set 
forth, and the balance remaining, $5,000, was 
credited on the note 83,419, which was given 
together with the collateral of the bank by 
Pierce and Smith as already detailed.”’ 


Smith’s Answers in Detail.

(I am not sure whether the above inquiry 
—** How he acquired it "<is for the purpose 
of ascertaining how I acquired the stock or 
how I acquired the money I paid for the 
stock. If the latter, then my answer is, I 
borrowed it of the State bank, as elsewhere 
explained.) ' 

Fourth inquiry—The collateral he placed in 
the State bank of Chicago with which to 
secure his subscription? 

Answer—I did not place any collateral! in 
the bank “to secure subscription,’’ but I 
made a loan at the State bank of $25,275 on 
Nov. 22, 1905, placing in the bank a note for 
that amount (providing by its terms that 
collageral before deposited on former loans 
might be held as collateral to the note), I 
had at the date of this note in the bank an 
excess of collateral on former loans in first 
mortgages on real estate amounting to $10,- 
720. And as further security for this loan I 
promised at the time of making the loan to 
bring to the bank as soon as the Bank of 
America opened for business 150 shares of 
its stock, which I did on Dec. 4, 1905. 


Repaid Loan by Checks. 

Fifth inquiry—How he repaid the loan to the 
State Bank of Chicago? 

Answer—I paid $10,000 on Dec. 29, 1905, by 
purchasing a check for that amount which 
I bought from the Bank of America, payable 
to the order of the State bank, anc a balance 
was paid on Jan. 19, 1906 (more than a month 
before it fell due) in the manner heretofore 
explained to the board (by a check made by 
Jerome V. Pierce on the State bank). 

Sixth Inquiry—What became of the 125 
shares subscribed for by himself? What did 
he do with them? 

Answer—I took only 125 shares myself and 
a portion of the remainder of my trustees 
subscription was taken by other subscribers 
and the balance of it remained in the bank 
in the possession of Jerome V. Pierce, the 
cashier, as unpaid stock to be held by himin 
the manner heretofore stated to the board. 
The stock which I took myself was after- 
wards given as collateral by me, fifty shares 
to the State bank, twenty-five shares to Sarah 
J. Brown, and twenty-five shares to the Co- 
lonial Trust and Savings bank. The other 
twenty-five shares I retained until it was 
taken by W. B. Martin under his contract in 
the manner already explained to the board. 


Takes Up That $83,000 Item. 


Seventh inquiry—Amount of money he re- 
ceived from the Bank of America, the $83,000 
received from the bank, and others? 

Answer—lI did not receive $83,000 from the 
Bank of America. I did, however, receive the 
money for certain first mortgages on real 
estate, which I sold to the bank on different 
dates amounting on their face to $40,900 (not 
including accrued interest and deducting in 
favor of the bank 1% per cent), as follows: 

On Dec. 5. 1005, I sold $14,300. On the same day 
was credited in my account $2,000. 

Received cashier’s check to order of Smith and 
Brown, $5,000. 

Received two cashier's checks aggregating $7,272 
—$14, 272. 

On Dec. 11, 1906, I sold $14,800 and was credited 
with $14,161. 

On Dec. 14, 1905, I sold $1,200 and the same was 
credited on that day to my accoum. 

On Dec. 15, 1905, I sold $6.341 and was credited 
with the same on same date in my aecount. 

On Jan. 2, 1906, I sold $1,500 and was credited 
with $1,656 in my account on the same date. 

On Jan. 15, 1006, I ld $3,548 and the same 
@emoum was that day eplaiten on my account. 

Loans from the Bank of America: 

On Dec. 4, 1905, I put into the bank Mary Dufficy’s 
note of shat date, on demand guaranteed by my- 
self and secured by $22,000 of second mortgages 
(which belonged to me) for $15,000. 

On the same day my account wes credited with 
the same amount. 

On Dec. 29, 1905, I pleced in the bank Mary 
Dufficy’s note of that date, on demand, guaranteed 
by myself and secured by $15,500 of second mort- 
gages (which belonged to me), $10,000. 

For and on Dec. 30, 1905, I received a cashier's 
check for that same payable to the order of the 
state bank. 

Total amount received by me from the two Dufficy 
joans and from the sale of first mortgages as shown 
above is $66,179. 


His Accounting for the Fund. 


“ Of the above fund,’’ continues Mr. Smith's 
statement, “there was deposited with the 
State bank $7,272; there was paid to Smith & 
Brown $5,000; there was deposited in Bank of 
America, $43,906; there was a cashier's check 
- bought by me of the Bank gf America, pay- 
able to the order of the State bank, $10,000. 
Total, $66,179. , 

“ As evidence of what disposition was made 
by me of this money I will present my de- 
posit book in the Bank of America, in which 
it appears that $28,906 was deposited at dif- 
ferent dates in the Bank of America, and 
the mount paid to Smith & Brown in 
check of Bank of America dated Dec. 5, 
1905, on State bank, $5,000. How this money 
was used by me will appear from my checks 
drawn upon the respective banks, which will 
be presented to the board. 

‘‘The proceeds of the $15,000 Dufficy notes 
was credited on the date it was made in my 
account with the Bank of America, and on 
Dec. 29, 1905, I delivered the $10,000 Dufficy 
note guaranteed by myself, and secured by 
second mortgages to the bank, and received 
therefore from the bank a check for $10,000 
payable to the order of the State bank, which 
I gave on that date to the State bank to 
apply on payment of my ninety day loan 
made Nov. 22, 1906. 


Pays Out Big Sum in One Day. 


“On Dec. 4, 1905, the same day I received 
the $15,000, I paid it out by checks as follows: 


To the Equitable Trust and Savings bank, $5,000. 
(The amount I then owed thet bank.) 

To B A. Shedd a note he held of mine, $2,000. 
To D. G. Drake for borrowed money, $1,500. 

To the American Trust and Savings bank, $6,501. 

Recapitulation.—Amount of first mortgages sold 
to bank, $41,179. 

Amount of Mary Dufficy note dated Dec. 4, 1905, 
deposited $15, 000. * 

Amount of Mary Dufficy note dated Dec. 29, 
1905, deposited $10.000.

Received from the bank, in cashiers’ checks and 
credits in my account, $41,206.

Two Items Still Unadjusted. 


*‘ Not included in above are the two follow- 
ing items still unadjusted—one arising under 
the Martin contract, which was in process of 
being performed when the bank was closed, 
leaving ingmy hands $5,000. It has not yet 
been determined to whom this belongs. And 
the other item arose out of an error made in 
an exchange of notes referred to in R. W. 
How’s testimony on page 276 of abstract (on 
the Haight note), which by mistake left in 
my hands $2.872, which were funds of the 
bank. Afterwards, I paid over to the bank 
on Dec. 29, 1905, $973 by my check of that 
date to the order of the Metropolitan Trust 
and Savings bank and the balance of said 
money was:in my hands when the bank 
closed. 

“TI placed in the Bank of America as col- 
lateral to the two Dufficy loans (aggregating 
$25,000) as near as I can ascertain second 
mortgages amounting, without accrued inter- 
est, to $37,500, which cost me that amount, and 
they were worth their face. 

“ They have all been taken and sold, which 
causes a loss to me of $12,500. I paid $25,000 
for stock, the whole of which has been can- 
celed and is a total loss to me of $25,000. On 
January 19, 1906, I bought thirty shares of 
stock at par from F.. M. Savage for $6,000 to 
be used in the performance of the Martin con- 
tract, and will lose all of this excepting what- 
ever dividend may be paid by tne receiver, 
perhaps 30 per cent, $4.200. Total; $41,700.

Every precaution possible was taken to in- 
sure the fairness of the primary, and it is 
the beljef of the association managers that 
the result is a pretty accurate estimate of the 
comparative fitness of the judicial candidates 
as viewed from the standpoint of the aver- 
age practicing attorney. The names of the 
candidates—Republican, Democratic, and 
Socialist—were printed on the ballots in al- 
phabetical order without party designation. 
Each yoter voted for fourteen candidates, 
and ballots marked for more or less were dis- 
qualified.

Withhold Views on Lid. 


Judicial candidates have not asa rule 
taken kindly to the inquiries made by Chair- 
man W. A. Brubaker of the Prohibition coun- 
ty committee seeking to discover their atti- 
tude on the Sunday closing law. Many let- 
ters are being received from the nominees for 
Circuit and Superior court judges, and at 
least one of the candidates considers that he 
has been insulted by the inquiry. 

Candidate Murray, the man who broke the 
Democratic slate, says in his letter to Mr. 
Brubaker: ‘I desire to say that I should 
consider it not only an insult to the electors 
generally but as unjust and unworthy cn 
the part of any judicial candidate to state in 
advance what his course would be on the 
bench in passing on any question whatever 
which may come before him for decision as 
a judge, or to give his opinion concerning the 
merits or demerits of any law he might be 
called on to construe.

‘In reply to your communication of the 
12th inst., I beg to say that as a judge on 
the bench it would be improper for me to 
answer the questions, since they. directly in- 
volve matters which may come before me at 
any time in litigation,”” writes Judge Mack.

Will Sell Association of Com- 
merece Building Bonds. 


QUICK SUOCESS IS PREDICTED 


Large Blocks Already Sold, but Real 
Work Begins This Week, 


If past records can be counted on to indi- 
cate future performance, there ought to be 
no doubt about the success of the bond selling 
campaign of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce. The self-constituted body of sales- 
men comprises an organized selling force that 
any bond nouse in the country would be glad 
to take over when the association is through 
with them. , 

Among the men who have pledged their 
services, not as “ executives’ but to get out 
and sel) bonds, are the following eleven men, 
compoging the committee headed by Fred- 
erick Bode: John G. Shedd, president of the 
association in 1906; D. R. Forgan, president 
in 1907: Richard C. Hall, president in 1908, 
and Edward M. Skinner, now president; Wal- 
ter h, E. 8. Conway, Bdward G. Fore- 
man, Mason B. Starring, H. I. Miller, and 
Arthur Meeker. 

These “salesmen ’’ will start out Monday 
morning to tackle the big prospects. They 
will meet Monday noon to report progress. 
and every noon after that until the campaign 
is closed. These men will look after the rail- 
road interests, the board of trade, the Union 
stockyards and packing interests, ané- will 
also have the names of about fifty-six big 
individual concerns to whom they are ex- 
pected to sell large blocks of the bonds. 


Groups Take Big Blocks. 

There were some pretty well defined ru- 
mors yesterday that several large blocks of 
the bonds will be taken by certain interests. 
No official information can be obtained yet, 
because the definite amounts have not beef? 
specified, but rumor says that at least two 
groups have made up their minds to take 
blocks of $100,Q00 of the bonds, and there

GETS $100,000 ON “NERVE”? 
FOOLS POLICE OF WASHINGTON. 


Charles L. Foxwell, Accused of Swin- 
dling Mining Concerns, Lived in 
Fashionable District. 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—[{Special.}]— 
Charles L. Foxwell, who claims both New 
York and Paris as his home, was @grrested 
today in the Connecticut, a fashionable 
apartment house, charged with swindling 
mining companies out of more than $100,000 
during the last few months. 

His wife, who was with him, was not 
molested. She is reputed to be a relative of 
F. Augustus Heinze, now under indictment 
in New York on a charge of having appro- 
priated more than $2.250,000 of the funds 
of the Mercantile National bank. 

At.a late hour Foxwell had not found a 
bondsman and was still locked up in a cell. 

Foxwell, according to the story on which 
the police acted, has represented himself 
in this country as a representative of the 
Société Génerale, a powerful wealthy French 
organization. As such he has gained entrée 
to exclusive social circles, especially in Bos- 
ton, where he is said to have been assisted 
by two brokers, and in Washington. The 
Boston brokers probably will be placed under 
arrest. before morning. 

Because of his pretended connection Fox- 
well is alleged to have mulcted his victims 
in various sums. the total of which is not 
known to the local authorities. Several] 
months ago Foxwell fied from Boston, and 
although the Washington authorities were 
asked to keep a close watch for him, the 
fugitive has lived in a fashionable neighbor- 
hood and moved in a select set without de- 
tection. 

The Boston police were advised of his ar- 
rest and word was received tonight to hold 
him until a detective could arrive and take 
him back.

Club Loyal to Hartzell. 

Charles L. Sullivan, secretary of the Doug- 
las Neighborhood club and a member of the 
South Park Avenue church, said that mem- 
bers of the organization would attend Dr. 
Hartzell’s church, though not members of 
the congregation. 

“Many of the influental members of the 
club belong to other churches in the neigh- 
borhood,” he said, *‘ but they feel that their 
president has been attacked, and desire to 
make a show of loyalty.

“I want to state emphatically that the pas- 
tor has beeen a great benefit to the church.

Mr. Hartzell does not think it would 
be proper for him te give out an Interview.” 

It is the reform preacher's habit to indulge 
in a game of golf each week or to take a long 
bicycle ride. Both were omitted last week.

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TELL HOW TUCKER TIPPLED 


Depositions Declare Intoxica- 
tion Lasted Six Months.

TRIP TAKEN WITH A WOMAN. 


Attorney Testifies the Colonel Traveled 
With Mrs. Platt. 


Col. William F. Tucker, U. 8. A., retired, 
was drunk every day for six months, used 
unbecoming language to his wife, and occu- 
pied a drawing room in a Pullman car on a 
trip from Portland, Ore., to the east with 
Mrs. Myrtle Platt. according to testimony 
contained in six depositions filed in the Su- 
perior court yesterday morning. 

Close on this action came the filing of an 
affidavit of his wife Mary (Dolly) Logan 
Tucker, daughter of Gen. John A. Logan, 
asking that Col. Tucker be compelled to pay 
her costs of suit, solicitors’ fees, and tem- 
porary alimony during the pendency of her 
suit against him for divorce on grounds of 
drunkenness and desertion. 

The allegations in the affidavit are that, 
while prior to his desertion of her two years 
ago, Col. Tucker paid his wife $150 a month 
of his salary, since that time he has failed 
to contribute anything toward her support. 
She expressly denies she has ever tried, by 
working for his dishonorable discharge, to 
curtall his income. ‘ 

The gist of the affidavit is found in the 
statements concerning a “ certain woman,”’ 
unnamed, with whom the colonel is said to 
Nave traveled over the country. 

The affidavit and depositions were filed by 
Haynie R. Pearson, attorney for Mrs. .Tuck- 
er. The hearing on the motion for alimony, 
costs, and solicitors’ fees will be heard by 
Judge Albert C. Barnes tomorrow morning. 

The depositions, which were taken in Wash- 
ington, under the direction of Attorney 
Pearson, indicate that Logan Tucker, a son, 
will come to Chicago to testify in person in 
behalf of his mother at the trial of the case. 
The witnesses were subjected to cross ex- 
amination by Leo J. Doyle, attorney for Col. 
Tucker. The principal! deposition is that of 
H. Prescott Gately, former counsel for Mrs: 
Tucker. 

“Detectives Watch the Colonel. 

‘‘In the spring of 1907 I was employed by 
the complainant_in this case to represent 
her,”’ says Attorney Gately. ‘* Certain §n- 
formation had come into her possession 
which led her to belleve that her husband, 
Col. Tucker, had returned from the Phil- 
ippines to the United States and was then in 
San Francisco. She ascertained through the 
war department that he was there and was 
going to Portland, Ore, 

‘In her behalf I employed detectives at 
Portland. Ore., to watch Col. Tucker and 
Mrs. Platt and report to me the result of their 
investigation. 

“Upon receipt of those reports | accom- 
panied "Mrs. Tucker and her son to Chicago 
in the latter part of May, 1907. I called upon 
Col. Tucker at his office in Chicago and ad- 
vised him that I had come to Chicago with 
Mrs. Tucker and his son for the purpose of 
securing an explanation of his conduct and 
in the absence of a satisfactory explanation 
to adjust, if possible, the marital differences 
existing between them. He stated that he 
was about to leave the city for the week end 
and that he had not time to talk with me 
about the matter. 


Report Visits to Mrs. Platt. 


“We met subsequently at Mr. Doyle’s of- 
fice—his attorney. I told Col. Tucker detec- 
tives had reported to me what had taken 
place between him and Mrs. Platt during the 
ten days they were at the Portland hote!) in 
Portiand, Ore. I told him they had reported 
he and Mrs. Platt had been constantly to- 
gether; that they had dined together; that 
they had been to theaters together; that he 
had almost daily sent flowers to Mrs. Platt, 
and had purchased articles of jewelry for 
her; and that he had frequented her rooms 
both day and night; that they had left Port- 
land together for the east and were assigned 
to a drawing room in a Pullman car on which 
they traveled. 

“1 told him that tf in view of this state- 
ment he never intended to live with Mrs. 
Tucker again it seemed to me the best thing 
was for Mrs. Tucker to file a bill for divorce 
agajnst him on the ground of desertion only 
rather than on other grounds which would 
give rise to scandal. : 

‘I also advised him at that time that I had 
in my, possession a letter from the war de- 
partment to Mrs. Tucker stating that while 
on board the transport returning from the 
Philippines he was in the hospital, under 


of ten days, when he returned to duty.” 


Say Drink Made Him Cross. 
- Augusta Nichols; 1510 H street, northwest, 
Washington, D. C., an osteopathic physician, 
testified concerning Col. Tucker's drinking 
habits. 

She testified she was employed as a4 trained 
nurse by the Tuckers for one year, from 
April, 1898, to 1899. ; 

‘““Do you know what his habits were with 
respect to the use of intoxicating liquors?’ 

‘*He was intoxicated all the time I ever 
saw him.”’ 

“When in that condition what was his 
attitude or conduct towards his wife?” 

“Tf he was much under the influence of 
liquor he would be irritable and cross, and 


. would use languege that was not becoming a 


gentleman.” 

Attorney Doyle cross-examined the physi- 
cian. When asked for idea of how she 
knew Col. Tucker to have been intoxicated 
she replied. 

“ Well, he had dreamy eyes.”

Try to Dodge Interviewers.

Noted Analyst, in Poorhouse. 


DRINK CAUSES DOWNFALL. 


Dazed and Half Starved When Found 
in a Street in Elgin. 


Prof. Duke H. Bashford, formerly head of. 
the department of applied chemistry in the 
London Polytechnic college, has become an 
inmate of the Kane county poor farm at 
hiigin. He arrived in Elgin on Friday, hun- 
gry and emaciated, and after failing to re- 
ceive alme sufficient to buy food and lodging 
be threatened to commit suicide. 

City Physician H. C. Waddle found the 
dazed chemist wandering In the streets. He 
remembered Bashford as the English chemist 
who several years ago was employed by the 
city for the purpose of analyzing the city’s A 
drinking water. 

Bashford was taken to Dr. Waddle‘s office, 
where restoratives were administered, and 
later he was turned over to the police, who 
gave him lodging for the night. 


Intended to Commit Suicide. 

**T would have killed myself if you had not 
found me and taken care of me,”’ said Bash- 
ford. with teara in his eyes when Dr. Waddle 
visited him yesterday. ‘“‘I wason the way to 
the Fox river to throw myself into the wa- 
ter when you met me.” 

Bashford then was taken to the poor farm, 
where he will remain until he has recuper- 
ated. He told a story of having wandered 
throught the country between Chicago and 
Elgin without tasting food in four days. He 
had been on his feet most of the time in that 
period, as the farmers along the country side 
took him for a common tramp ancirefused to 
allow him to sieep in their hay lofts and 
fields. 

Bashford is 55 years old. At one time he 
was sought by. many of the leading manufac- 
turers of England and the United States for 
the purpose of making analyses of food and 
drug products. 


Result of Periodic Sprees. 

He has crossed the ocean thirty-one times 
in response to calls from American food and 
drug manufacturers, who prized his services 
on account of the accuracy of his work. He 
also has been employed by many large Eng- 
lish and American municipalities on water 
analysis. It is said he knows the formula 
of every standard drug and food preparation 
in England and the United States, and that 
he is the only person who has an expert 
knowledge of the ingredients of practically 
all of the proprietary medicines on the mar- 
ket. 

He has’no relatives in the United States 
and his wife deserted him in England three 
years ago. He blames his downfall on his 

wanderlust”’ and his proclivity for in- 

ulging in periodic “ sprees." His connection 
with the London Polytechnic college was 
severed several years ago.

Victory at Springfield. 


BATTLE FOUGHT OVER AGAIN 


Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch 
Finds Lobbying Dignified. 


The great event at Springfield in which the 
suffragists won their point in the charter 
hearing was celebrated yesterday by those 
who accomplished it—celebrated in the Audi- 
torium banquet hall, first in soup, sweet- 
breads, and chocolate glaze, and later in 
speeches telling how it was done. 

One hundred and eighty celebrants par- 
ticipated, 170 of them belng women, and the 
other ten, by the infrequency of this mas- 
culine presence, their taciturnity, and their 
general docility suggesting the rdle-of the 
oyster in the inexpensive soup. 


Fight the Battle Over Again,

Says Boys Should Sew and Cook. 

“ Sewing is as much of a culture ag either 
art or music. A large coarse needle on can- 
vas should be used by both boys and girls 
in the first and second grades.

Jacob H. Prost Answers Flood of 
Inquiries About Trees. 


TELLS HOW TO TRIM THEM. 


Explains in Detail Best Methods of Car- 
ing for Shrubbery. 


Jacob H. Prost, the recently appointed city 
forester, yesterday issued a set of instruc- 
tions for the guidance of householders and 
property owners in taking care of shrubbery 
and trees. 

Since he took office ten days ago .Mr. Prost 
‘has been besieged with almost every imagin- 
able query concerning the removal of 
unsightly trees, the treatment of trees at- 
tacked by insect pests, and similar subjects. 
His set of instructions is aimed to meet the 
needs of the majority of these cases. 

His first directions bear on the removal of 
dead or unsightly trees and the trimming of 
dead or obstructing branches—part of his 
work to which he is giving his first attention. 
In many instances he has called the atten- 
tion of property owners to the objections to 
the presence of such trees and branches, but 
in many others the owners themselves have 
come to him for advice. 


Hints to Tree Lovers. 
His firat set of instructions follows; 
“The great number of inquiries received 
by the city forester indicate clearly the lack 
of information as to how dead trees and un- 
sightly trees may be properly taken out or 
trimmed. 
“If every oltizen having a dead, dying, or 
unsightly tree in the parkway abutting his 
home will simply make up his. mind to give 
up an hour in the morning and one in the 
evening for a few days to the taking out 
and trimming of these unsightly trees he 
will, I am sure, feel fully compensated by the 
enjoyment of more beautiful surroundings 
near his home, besides having done some- 
thing that will add civic pride to his exist- 
ence. 

“The thing te do is to obtain a permit 
from the city forester’s office, room 503 in 
the city hall, 200 Randolph street. Thie per- 
mit will give authority for the removal or 
trimming of the objectionable trees and can 
be had by mailing a card or by application 
to the city forester’s office in person. 


Remove Trees with Caution. 

“All dead trees must be taken out care- 
fully. In the case of a large tree the largest 
branches should be sawed off eo as to lessen 
the weight of the tree and prevent these 
branches from doing damage when the tree 
All trees to be 
removed should be grubbed out by the roots. 
** ‘The first thing to be done is the fastening 
of a reasonable strong rope somewhere near 
the top of the tree, and with the aid of @n 
assistant holding to this the tree can be 
guided and brought to fall where it wil] do 
the least damage. [If the rope is drawn tight 
in the direction in which the tree is to fall, the 
pull also will aid materially in loosening the 
root system. 

“The earth should then be removed from 
around the trunk of the tree go as to expose 
the roots for several feet from the base, the 
distance depending largely on the size of the 
tree. The main roots should be cut off at a 
distance of two or three feet from the trunk. 

“The process of trimming a tree is a more 
difficult problem and requires more careful 
attention. The cutting out of a dead branch 
is as essential as the grubbing out of dead 


the year, so there is no excuse for delay in 
this work. The extensive pruning of living 
branches, however, should not be done while 
the tree is in sap or growing. 

Use a Strong, Sharp Saw. 

“In cutting out dead and dying branchesa 
good, strong, sharp saw, preferably a pruning 
saw, should be used. Where the branch is 
large make the first cut at a distance from 
three to four feet from the parent trunk. 
This cut should be made upward. This is 
done to prevent tearing of the mark. Then 
follow with the cut downward to meet the 
out from the upper side. By making this 
out the bulk of the branch is removed and 
the remaining stub then can be safely re- 
moved and a smooth cut made. 

*“ This stub is removed by making a first cut 
upward close and parallel] to the main trunk 
an@ there meeting this cut with a similar cut 
downward. After the removal of a branch 
the wound should be painted with coal tar, . 
white lead, or yellow ochre to prevent the 
attack of rot spores until the wound is healed 
over.’

SPLIT OVER LIQUOR ISSUE, 


One Festival Is Arranged by ‘* Drys’’ 
and Another by ** Wets.”’

Talks of Ancient Ireland. 


Prof. A. J. Hogan of the Tuley High school 
was applauded when he asserted that the 
cardinal principles of the congress and con- 
stitution of the ‘United States and repre- 
sentative government in Europe sprung from 
the government of Ireland in the the sixth 
century B. C. He declared that historians’ 
inability to trace the source of the principles 
of many European governments was due to 
their not directing their researéhes to Irish 
history and certain Latin and Greek docu- 
ments which the Irish preserved after the fall 
of Rome. 


One Cradle of Civilization. 


“During the time of representative goy- 
ernment in Ireland,” he said, * there were 184 
small kingdoms with elective representation. 
Though most of the men who went to the 
parliament were of the wealthy class, tha 
people had the power to defend themselves 
if they so desired. 

“This form of government existed 1,800 
years. During this time lawyers, explorers, 
and scholars ventured into barbarian sec- 
tions of Europe and did much to bring about 
that civilization which culminated in the 
foundation ofthe Charlemagne empire. Many 
of the scholars and officers of this monarch’'s 
court were Irishmen and he depended a great 
deal on them for the codification of laws and 
the like. To any one interested in represen- 
tative government, and particularly the 
American people, Irish history will be in- 
tensely interesting.” -

Committee to Meet Tomorrow. 

Following the conference of Chairman 
Charlies M. Foell and Ald. C. Edward Mer- 
riam of the harbor committee with John M, 
Ewen, special harbor engineer, it was deter- 
mined to call a meeting of the committee for 
tomorrow, and al! the elements in the harbor 
situation will be taken up at once. 

The principal factor that is to be considered 
ig the status of the Pugh TJ'erminal company 
and its rights on the lake front. The ques- 
tion of the vaHdity of the old charter—dated 
1857—whereby the state gave the Chicago 
Dock and Land company the right to build on 
the submerged land opposite its holdings 
north of the river mouth, is to be taken up 
thoroughly. 

The possibility of having the unexercised 
rights of the company revoked by the state 
legislature is to be considered, and at the 
same time the rights of any other claimants 
to similar authority are to be analyzed by the 
law department. It already has been deter- 
mined to bring every force to bear for the 
legislation thought necessary by the cor- 
poration counsel's office for harbor develop- 
ment. tai 


Proposed Amendments to Law. 


The proposed amendments to existing laws 
are as follows: 


Grant of fee or license to occupy the submerged 
lands of Lake Michigan, Lake Calumet, and other 
navigable lakes within the city. 

Grant of power to construct and operate in 
connection with docks, etc., public warehouses. 
elevators, vaults, and all necessary and proper 
terminal facilities. 


Grant of plenary power to defend. regulate, con- 


trol, maintain, and improveharbors and tributary 
navigable streams and canals 

Grant of more comprehensive power to exercise 
the right of eminent domain. 

Grant of the rights of the state and United 
States in that part of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal within the city for railway terminal pur- 
poses. 


Most of the desired changes are to be found 
in charter bill No. 3, and the others, it has 
been explained, with the exception of the 
grant by the federal government, could be 
included in amendments to the bill. 

Maj. Thomas H. Rees, chief engineer of 
the department of the lakes, who had not 
understood the cause of alarm among the 
aldermen on Friday, was the first to explain 
that the government action was no more 
than a certification that the war department 
did not oppose the pier plans, and the same 
statement was made later by Corporation 
Counsel Brundage. 


James A. Pugh Explains. 

James A. Pugh, president of the company, 
by chance went to his summer home at Fox 
Lake on the same train that took Mayor 
Busse to his brother’e farm there. Mr. Busse 
had no conference with Mr. Pugh, but having 
just read in THe TRIBUNE for the first time 
the report that a permit had been issued by 
the federal authorities, the mayor asked 
him what he understood the federal permit 
to be. Mr. Pugh told him the government's 
action was no more than a certification that 
the proposed piers would be no obstacle to 
navigation. Mr. Pugh himself told the 
mayor that he did not regard it as a “ per- 
mit.’’ 

‘Our aim to make the piers a credit and 
benefit to Chicago has been as fully empha- 
sized as our desire to develop a good busi- 
ness proporition,’’ Mr. Pugh said later over 
the telephone. ‘‘ Mayor Busse is satisfied 
that we have been frank and fair in our con- 
duct and that no effort to get the better of t 
city has been manifested. 

“All questions of compensation and privi- 
leges rest with the city council. We cannot 
take them up until the council gives us its 
judgment. The right of the city to purchase 
also will be taken up when our finished plans 
aré presented. All discussion of these topics 
is idle until the plans are in their final shape.” 


Steps for Another Pier. 

It appears now that the war department 
has put itg O. K. on plans of Fred B, McLean 
to erect a recreation pier at the foot of Thirty- 
first street. This “O. K."’ originally was 
given in 1905 and has been extended several! 
times, the latest extension giving Mr: Mc- 
Lean until Sept. 6, 1911, to begin work and 
two years after that to complete the pier. 
Senator Etteleon introduced in the legislature 
last Thursday a, bill to give the Chicago Ex- 
position and Recreation Pier company the 
right to construct, maintain, and operate the 
pier. 

The plans are for a steel pler 4,000 feet long, 
having a large convention hall at the shore 
end capable of seating 20,000 persons. En- 
trance will be by means of a ‘movable stair- 
way from Lake Park avenue, leading over 
the Illinois Central tracks. Under the pro- 
visions of the Ettelson bill no gate admission 
can be charged to the plier, the company de- 
pending upon the attractions for its revenue 

Three buildings will be on the pier accord- 
ing to the plans already made, the firef one 
teward the shore line being am amusement 
pavilion, with dance hall and other amuse- 
ment features. About two-thirds out will be 
a pavilion for band concerts, and at the end 
will be @ crystal palace capable of seating 
2,000 persons and a tower with observatory 
and other features of such a structure. Mr.

West Hammond, IIl., to Limit Saloon 
Licenses After the Present 


Ones Expire. 


West Hammond, Ill., known throughout the 
region south of Chicago for its saloons, has 
experienced a reform wave. A reform board 
of trustees and village president elected re- 
cently took their first radical step in this 
direction yesterday. 

West Hammond is to have but one saloon 
to every 500 of population. This was the or- 
dinance passed. With 4,000 population the 
town now has forty saloons. 

The complete execution of the law is to 
be postponed indefinitely, however. That is, 
the proportion of one saloon to 500 people is 
to be established by refusing to grant new 
licenses.

COURTS WIFE 14YEARS IN VAIN

Preacher Gets Divorce on Ground 
of Mental Cruelty. 


PARTED BY BIRTH OF BOY. 


After Son Arrived Spouse Grew Cold, 
Denverite Says. 


Denver, Colo, May. 15.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. J. Monroe Markley, formerly pastor of 
the First Comgregational church of Denver, 
who resigned to go with a lyceum company 
as a lecturer because he could not live hap- 
pily with his wife, was granted a divorce by 
Judge Shattuck today on the ground of 
mental cruelty. They had lived together for 
fifteen years, the last fourteen of which, ac- 
cording to Markley, were misery. Shattuck 
refused to grant a decree or hear the case 
until Mr. Markley appeared in court. 

“Do you find tn your scriptural readings 
any of the grounds you set forth against 
your wife for divorce?’ asked the judge 

“ No, sir," replied Markley. 

“Then you ask the court to do what the 
bible does not sanction?’ 


Courted as Wife 14 Years in Vain. 

‘“*I have tried fourteen years to avoid thia, 
your honor,’’ replied the minister. “ But I 
find it impossible for us to agree or live to- 
gether, and since the law allows divorces in 
such cases I have appealed to the courts.”’ 

**T am averse to granting this kind of di- 
vorces,’’ replied the judge. ‘‘ We are con- 
demned daily by everybody for granting di- 
vorceg on flimsy grounds and the ministry 
is the loudest in this condemnation.’’ 

Markley testified that trouble began at the 
birth of their son, now 14 years old. The 
preacher said he had courted his wife for the 
last fourteen years and tried to win her over 
again, but that she had such an aversion to 
him she could not bear him. She also 
had lost faith in religion and his work, he de- 
clared. 

‘‘ What provision are you willing to make 
for her?’ 

**] already have done that,”’ replied Mark- 
ley, producing a contract which recited that 
he had agreed to pay her $1,000. The mother 
also is given the custody of the son. 


Parting Came with Birth of Boy. 

Markley stated that he and his wife had 
occupied separate rooms since the birth of 
the son; that she occasionally had visited 
his room prior to the birth of the boy, but 
after that came the final separation, so faras 
the relations of husband and wife were con- 
cerned, 

‘‘An inexplicable antipathy entered my 
wife's heart for me and everything I did or 
said immediately after the birth of our boy,’’ 
said Markley. ‘‘ She could not endure me 
after that. She quit the chugch, spurned 
church work, and spurned my friends. I had 
to resign my pastorate and signed a con- 
tract with a lyceum company and since have 
been on the platform.”’

- He‘ stabbed himself in th 
throat, breast, and abdomen. 


Lives After Terrible Wounds. 

Notwithstanding his wounds, Rapp was 
conscious when the police arrived. He re- 
fused to talk to them about the crime,. but 
just before he died, after being taken to the 
county jail, he said he intended to kill the 
entire family, consisting of his parents, three 
brothers, and a sister. Just before the mur- 
der occurred Rapp’s father left South Bend 
for Goshen to visit his daughter, and none 
of the other members of the family were at 
the house. 

Until Rapp fell a victim to the drug and 
liquor habit. he was one of the most popular 
young men in the city. In baseball he was 
associated with the late Dr. Powers of Phila- 
delphia. -He also was well known to nearly 
all of ‘Chicago’s amateur and semi-profes- 
sional players of eight or ten years ago. 


Aged Man Found Slain. 

Danville, Ill., May 15.—[Special.}—The body 
of George Blanton, better known as ‘* Sassa- 
fras George,’’ was found in a field near his 
home today. It was riddled with bullets. 
No weapon was found and there is little 
doubt that the old man was murdered. He 
lived alone on a little tract of land and trav- 
eled over central Indiana every year selling 
sassafras and other roots and herbs and was 
known to thousands of persons.

NO DEATH ON PENNSYLVANIA 


System Shows Clean Record for 
1908 as to Fatalities. 


NUMBER INJURED ONLY 102. 


German Girl to Interest Magnates in 
Utilizing Waste Paper. 


- 


Reports of the passenger traffi on tha 700 
miles of the Pennsylvania system disclose 
the remarkable record of 141,650,543 passen- 
gers carried during 1908 without a single one 
killed as a result of a train accident. 

The number of passengers injured in train 
accidents during the year-—102—also showed 
a decrease of 81.6 per cent from the 1907 fig- 
ures, although the lines carried 11,344,413 
fewer passengers than in 1907, a loss of only 
7.4 per cent. These figures include every 
case requiring surgical] or medica! attention, 
so that one person out of every 1,388,819 car- 
ried was injured. 

Statistics for the Pennsylvania lines east 
of Pittsburg, directly operated, show a total 
of 88,328,604 passengers carried fn 1908, with 
51 injuries in train accidents. On the lines 
west of Pittsburg. directly operated. 22,314,200 
passengers were carried during the year, and 
there were but 17 injured as the result of 
train accidents. 

Of the subsidiary lines, independently op- 
erated, the record of the Long Island road is 
the most striking. . That line carried during 
the year 23,242,888 passengers, with only 17 
injured in train accidents. This road has 
now been operated for fifteen years, it is 
stated, without a fatality to a passenger due 


‘to a train wreck. 


Record of the Pullman Company. 

An officer of the Pullman company is au- 
thority for the statement that during the year 
ended July 31, 1908, the number of passengers 
carried in standard Pullman sleeping cars 
was 18,604,067, and that only one of these was 
killed. ’

Beginning this morning the St. Paul will 
operate two additional trains from Chicago 
to the Twin Citles, besides a new Sunday 
train to Milwaukee and a new train to Den- 
ver connecting with the Overland Limited 
The new treins leave here at 8 a. m., arriving 
in Minneapolis at 10:50 p. m.; and at 9:30 a. 
m., arriving at 11:10 p. m. The Milwaukee 
train leaves at 9 @. m., reaching Milwaukee 
in two hours. 

New construction work to be undertaken 
by the Santa F6, according to President Rip- 
ley, includes @ line sixty miles long from 
Plainview to Lovett, Tex., and considerable 
double tracking in Illinois and Missouri. The 
Abel pass cutoff has just been completed and 
the engineering department is now finishing 
a twenty-one mile connection between the 
Texas and Gulf and the main line in Texas.

is any great amount of the original source 
of the milk supply within the control of the 
health authorities. 

Into Chicago, for instance, every morning 
there run trains upon trains loaded with 
milk, which comes from almost every point 
| of the compass. The amount of the milk 

supply for a city like Chicago is startling. 

: The federal government could handle that 
whith comes from Michigan, Indiana, and 
, Wisconsin, but this. is such a smal) percent- 
age of the total as hardly to make it worth 
while to organize inspection in that direction 
when the vast supply which comes direct 
from Illinois and is not controlled by the in- 
terstate commerce law would have to be 
overlooked. 
In many cases in the large cities the milk 
/ dealer ig not to blame. He gets his source 
of supply from the country dairy. Frequently 
he takes the trouble to go out and inspect 
that diary. He finds it, to all outward ap- 
pearance, clean and wholesome. He goes 
back and delivers milk to his customers fully 
believing that he is supplying a pure article. 
It is not until an epidemics is traced directly 
to the milk supplied by him that he is aware 
of what he has been doing innocently. 

Tracing an epidemic in this way is dificult 
and frequently impossible. If a dairy has a 
few infected cows, part of ite milk will be 
pure and wholesome and another part dan- 
gerous. The same dairy may distribute milk 


bad supply one day and good milk the next 
while on other occasions the supply is mixed, 
the result being that the infection to human- 
ity, if it exists, may be widespread and not 
of such character 0 lend to the immediate 
identification of thé Offending dairy. 


Farmer Also May Be Innocent. 


In the same way, the farmer hi 
be entirely innocent that he roger gr 
spreading infection in a faraway city. The 
trouble is that cows may be dangerous and 
yet present no outward indication of that 
fact. The farmer is not a scientist nor a 
medical man, but he is likely to be on the 
whole Cisposed toward cleanliness Extreme 
care probably would eliminate the typhoid 
germ. but It is much more difficult to prevent 
the dissemination of tubercular milk. 

Last year when the international] tuber- 
culosis congress was held in Washington Dr. 
Koch, the famous German scientist, declared 
that the tubercle bacillus in the cow and the 
human being were too indefinitely related to 
make one a menace to the other. Recently, 
however, Dr. Muhler of the department of ag- 
riculture, in conjunction with other scientists, 
has shown that the difference between these 
bacilli is merely a matter of feeding and of 
environment. In other words, the tubercle 
bacillus of the cow when directly trans- 
plantedin the man, changes its character and 
becomes in most ways similar to those nat- 
ural to the man himself, and the contrary 
also has been proved to be true. 


What May Be Done. 


If congress directs the departnfent of ag- 
riculture to take up the subject more in de- 
tail it probably will be with the view of in- 
ducing the states to edopt new and more 
radical legislation. It may be found neces- 
sary to insist that every milch cow on every 
farm shell be subjected to scientific inves. 
tigation at stated intervals. It ig possibie' 
that the federal government may be able to. 
control the sityation in this way, because it 
can quarantine against the animals of a 
state under the netional health laws. It 
might be possible, therefore, to preveng the 
transportation of milk animals frbm eny 
state which does not maintain satisfactory 
inspection service. 
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Pitehfor Orator Says. Carnegie 
Took Money from Pockets 
of the People. 


Washington, D.°C., May 15.—[Special. ]— 
Spunk being on the free list in the new tariff 
bill Mr. Johnston of Alabama, in the senate 
today. sprung the obvious pun. He said if 
there were more spunk in congress the Re- 
publicans would make a better tariff bill. 

“So far as I have observed,” said Mr. 
Johnston, “ not a single Democrat has advo- 
cated protection for @ single article, and in 
no case so far as I have observed, has a pro-- 
posal been made to impose a revenue duty 
greater than 20 per cent, whilet the average 
wate under this bill is néarly 45 per cent. 
Reductions have been méde in this bill in only 
three schedules and it is notivedble that two 
of these include articles largely produced in 
the south, and in the other the reduction is 
less than 1 per cent. Protection has enough 
sins to answer for without adding to "them 
unfair discrimination.” 

When the steel schedule was taken up Mr. 
Aldrich wéthdrew the amendment of the 
committee on finance increasing the duty on 
structural steel from 3-10 to 4-10 of l centa 
pound and the house provision of 3-10 of 1 
cent per pound was adopted. 


Aldrich Defends Steel Rate. 
Referring to an amendment to this para- 
graph not permitting structural ‘stee] to be 
assembled when imported, Mr. Aldrich said:

But he has 
made more money than the entire bunch of 
us here put together, and there are some rich 
men in this senate. He has given away more 
money than all the Democrats of this body 
possess—tem times as much, I expect.” 

Saying , Carnegie had faken his great 
wealth f the pockets of the people, Mr. 
Tillman added: 

*T use nails and wire fencing and other 
products of Bis corporation, and when I! buy 
those things he takes money out of my pocket 
and puts it in his.” 

Mr. Bacon in a colloquy with Mr. Aldrich 
concerning the effect of the protective tariff 
on prices insisted that the United States Stee!

Consideration of the resolution was post- 
pohed until Monday.

Former Bishop of Peoria Appointed 
Titular Archbishop of Scyphopolis 
by Order from Vatican. 


Peoria, Ill... May 15.—The Right Rev. John 
Lancaster Spalding, who resigned as bishop 
of the Peoria diocese last fall, is created titu- 
lar archbishop of Scyphopolis by a decree of 
the vatican at Rome, news of which was re- 
ceived today. '

ecclesiastical duties, Fathers Keating of 
Ottawa, Weldon of Bloomington, Duffy of 
Danville, and Frank J. O'Reilly of the St.

WEEK’S STRIKE LOSS: $66,000 


Liverymen, Drivers, and Under- 
takers Deprived of That Sum. 


BIG CONCERNS HIT HARDEST. 


Idle Employes Complimented for Good 
Conduct During Struggle. 


Loss estimated from $65,000 to $75,000 has 
been suffered by the liverymen, undertak- 
ers, and striking carriage and cab drivers 
during ,the first week of the strike. Of this 
loss from $50,000 to $60,000 represents the loss 
in carriage business to the employers and 
from $15,000 to $20,000 represents the loss in 
wages to the drivers. 

These figures were compiled yesterday by 
Business Agent Walter J. Gibbons of the Car- 
riage and Cab Drivers’ union, who declared 
the amounts named are conservative. From 
twenty to thirty livery concerns out of a total 
of 400, he gaid, control virtually one-half of 
the livery business in Chicago. The loss to 
these larger concerns, it is estimated 
amounts practically to $30,000, and the re- 
mainder of the loss is shared by the smaller 
concerns and the undertakers. 

Gibbons declared the strikers are com- 
pensated for their loss of wages by the fact 
that they have enjoyed the first week's va- 
cation In many years, and have had an op- 
portunity of “ getting acquainted with their 
families.”’ Only three strikers, he said, de- 
serted.the union during the week, and nearly 
300 strikers returned to work for employers 
who have signed the agreement calling for 
$12 a week of six days. 


Praise Given to Drivers. 

This leaves from 700 to 800 drivers still on 
strike. No driver has been arrested during 
the conflict, and no funerals have been inter- 
fered with. Business Agent Gibbons in the 
afternoon gave a lecture to the strikers in

Committee Agrees on Meas- 
ures Giving Cities Greater 
Powers of Legislation 


REFUSES TO BIND CLUB. 


Attorney for Automobile Organ- 
ization Declines Official Coun- 
tenance for the Bills. 


Sidney 8S. Gorham. attorney for the Chi- 
cago Automobile club, surprised OCorpora- 
tion Counsel Brundage yesterday at the close 
of a conference on automobile legislation 
by stating that he was present only to gather 
information for the club and not to take part 
in the conclusions or agreements reached. 
The little meeting in the city hall was called 
to consider several bills now pending or to 
be introduced in the legislature. Mr. Brun- 
dage:was of the opinion that an agreement 
between all interests involved would facili- 
tate matters, and he invited to the confer- 
ence representatives of the Chicago Automo- 
bile Trades association and the Chicago Au- 
tomobile club. 

Attorney Edwin L. Harpham represented 
the dealers and Mr. Gorham represented the 
club., All went well, an agreement on three 
bits of legislation was reached, and then 
Mr. Gorham announced that he could not 
bind the autgmobile, club to any agreement, 


Will Urge Passage. 
State Representative Anton Cermak and 
Chairman Fred E. Erickson of the house 
committee on municipal legislation were 
present and said they would urge the passage 
of the three measures approved in the meet- 
ing. The most important of these is to give 
the municipalities the right *> examine and 
license all machine oyperators—owners as 
well as professional chauffeurs. 
Attorney Harpham—and Mr. Gorham, un- 
OLeamety—demanded protection from pos- 
sible wheel tax exactions by more than one 
city or town. The law they proposed will 
require the payment of the wheel tax only 
in one town—in the case of an individual to 
the city of his residence and in the case of a 
corporation to the city where its principal 
office is located. 
The third measure will be that urged by 
Coroner Hoffman at the suggestion of two 
coroner's juries. It will forbid an automobile 
going im the same direction as a street car 
from passing the car within fifty feet of a 
crossing unless it passes to the left or first 
comes to a.stop not less than five nor more 
than fifteen feet from the rear of the car. 


Blow for Tent Shows. 

The law department issued an opinion that 
practically means the elimination of moving 
picture shows in tents. That variety of show 
has become frequent with the advent of sum- 
mer and the owners of the traveling machines 
have insisted that they should pay no more 
than a circus permit—$2aday. The corpora- 
tion counsel's office finds that they can be 
compelled to pay $10 a day, and further, that 
they cannot be brought within the regula- 
tions of the building department concerning 
moving picture theaters.

Minister of Justice Present in 
Next Room When Child 
Is Born.

' LONDON, May 5.—Princess' Juliana, the 
“Dutch baby.” as she is universally known, 
is five days old and every_one still speaks 
weil of her. The * Orange Bud,” as herown 
people delight in calling her, has, like most 
babies, blue eyes and fair hair, and although 
Prince Henry, he: father, is reported to have 
exclaimed: “‘Unly a girl!” the queen, her 
mother, greeted the announcement that the 
child belonged to the fairer sex with a smile. 

Juliana is not a common name in Holland, 
and practically every one expected asa mat- 
ter of course that the baby would be named 
after her mother. But the parents preferred 
te give her as first name that of one of her 
most ill: strious ancestresses. Juliana, count- 
ess of Stolberg, wife of William of Nassau- 
Dillenburg. was the mother of the five broth- 
ers,. William the Silent among them, who 
helped to free Holland from the Spanish 
yoke. 

The baby’s other names are Louise, 
Emma, Marie, \Wilhelmina, the first after 
Louise de Coligny, William the Silent’s 
fourth wife, who, like Juliana of Stolberg, 
is noted in Dutch history for her piety and 
charity.. The two next are the names of the 
baby’s grandmothers and the family name 
of Wilhelmina comes last 


Astrologer Casts Baby’s Horoscope. 

An enterprising Dutch astrologer cast the 
horoscope of the little princess twenty min- 
utes after her birth. This is what he says: 

“Princess Juliana will be trustworthy, 
honorable, and prudent in word and deed. 
She will possess great power of will. which 
however, will not be uselessly employed. She 
will be sympathetic and philanthropic, and 
will work disinteresfedly and quietly for 
others without desire for yeward but seeking 
perfection in all things. The princess will 
also follow art and science and will havea 
special talent for music and poetry. Com- 
panionable and eloquent of speech, she wil] 
possess the knack of getting on well with all 
sorts of people.”’ 

Photographs of Queen Wilhelmina with 
the infant in her’arms were placed on sale 
on the day after the birth took place, and 
the only ‘disappointed people are those who 
put on the market medals with the baby's 
effigy inscribed ‘‘Born March -——,"’ the date 
being left blank for insertion later. 

By the way, newspapers and the writers of 
congratulatory addresses have been officially 
reminded that the new born princess is not 
the “princess of Orange,” as she has often 
been called, that title belonging exclusively, 

according to the constitution, to the consort 
of the prince of Orange. 


Minister Present in Next Room. 

The Dutch minister of justice was merely 
required to be present in an adjoining room 
when Queen Wilhelmina gave birth to the 
Princess Juliana. The child was shown to him 
immediately so that he might certify to her 
birth. 

Once upon a time his duties would have 


been less of a formal character. It used to be_ 


the practice at royal courts to fill the sick- 
room with witnesses. In France the custom 
was not mitigated until after the first. con- 
finement of Marie Antoinette, on which oc- 
casion the crowding reached the proportions 
of a scandal. ; 

Even then the custom, which was of course 
intended to prevent the danger, real in me- 
dieval times, of a substituted child, died hard. 


When the duchesse de Berri was confined one 


of her ladies in waiting, the duchesse de Goy- 
tant had to run through the pallace collect- 
ing witnesses from anywhere and every- 
where. Even the guards stationed in the 
corridors were pressed into service and com- 
pelled to enter the royal sickroom. 

They were scrupulously examined the next 
day by the king and cabinet and made to sign 
their depositions. The chila@, the comte de 
Chambord, would but for the’ fickleness of the 
Paris population, have been king of France.

PARIS, May «5.—Dr. and Mrs. William 
Workman have arrived in Paris after an ex- 
pedition to the border of Turkestan. No 
effort was made on this trip to break the 
mountain climbing records, but Mrs. Work- 
man, leaving her husband below, climbed 
the peak on the watershed between the His- 
par and Biafo glaciers, in Pamirs, a feat 
never before attempted. It was a dangerous 
climb. 

Mrs. Workman said the peak was 21,350 
feet high. The last 2,000 feet wash a most pre- 
cipitous shoulder, not being more than eight- 
een inches wide in places, and this was 
capped with treacherous overhanging snow. 
Just as she was nearing the top« storm 
broke. 


Husband Takes a Picture. 

Dr. Workman took:a photograph with a 
telephotographic camera which shows his 
wife and two guides on the pinnacle sure 
rounded by clouds. The couple with their 
party were in the mountains sntil October 
working in conjunction with Prof. Brunhes 
of Freiburg university, Dr. Count Calciati, 
an Italian, and Dr. Dekoneza, a Pole, special 
glacier experts, who mapped the country, as 
has been done for the Swiss Alps. Mrs. 
Workman said: : . 

“We made curious and important discov- 
eries in regard to the ice formation and cer- 
tain pinnacle formations that have been found 
in the Andes and South Africa. We found the 
wildest tribe we have yet encountered. They 
threatened to kill our agent, who had hired 
some of them as coolies through the Rajah 
of the district, because he would not pay 
thrice the price agreed upon. 


Servants Go on Strike. 

“ But in that wild country the people are not 
nruch different from those in civilized Europe. 
Our coolies went on strike just as if they were 
the French postal employés. Our cooks and 
helpers stole our food. One day by luck we 
secured fourteen chickens, but the next day 
only two could be found. Our natives blamed 
the foxes for their chsappearance. 

** We took only six bottles of whisky and 
brought back four. At one time we were 
seven weeks on the ice. Alcohol, in my opin- 
ion, is bad for people attempting mountain- 
eering. We never take stimulants before or 
during a journey. After a particularly hard 
day we may take a couple of teaspoonfuls of 
whisky in a cup of tea to remove the soreness 
from our limbs.” 


AEROPLANE IS GRAVE FACTOR 
TO EUROPEAN GOVERNMENTS. 


Many High Authorities Admit That 
Airships Will Soon Dominate All of 
the Armies and Navies.

MRS. ASQUITH GETS PROTEST 
FOR DISPLAYING FRENCH GOODS 


Idiosyncrasies as to Luncheon Parties 
and Dressmakers Followed by Re- 
ceipt of Message from Bradford.

LONDON, May 15.—Mrs. Asquith’s idlo- 
syncrasies have, from time to time, caused 
no little bother, as, for instance, her luncheon 
parties in honor of a Salome dancer. Now 
her championship of a French dressmaker 
whose creations were exhibited at No. 10 
Downing street, the historical residence of 
the British premier, have got her into an- 
other variety of hot water.

PROVING POPULAR 
John C. o'Laughlin Thinks 


Help by U. 8. Government 
Will Be Agitated. 


GERMAN SYSTEM SOUND. 


Suffering of Millions Relieved 
_ Through Appropriations 
Started Years Ago. 


‘ 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D, C., May 15.—[Special }— 
The people of the United States should take 
a deep interest in the socialistic program of 
the British government, which has been re- 
vealed in connection with the submission to 
parilament of the budget of the empire's 
expenses for the next fiscal year. 

The chief features of importance are those 
relating to pensions for old age, state aided 
insunance, and insurance againat unemploy- 
ment. These ideas were not bern in Eng- 
land. They were borrowed from continental 
Europe and have spread to the island king- 
dom. It is hardly probable that the Atlantic 
ocean long will be a barrier against their in- 
troduction, at least in the way of earnest 
discussion, in thie country. 

In connection with its army and navy the 
United States has granted pensions for age 
since the organization of those two branches 
of the government service; and, by a law 
passed during the last administration, pen- 
sions for age are granted to veterans of the 
civil war. 

The entering wedge toward civil pensions 
is seen In the agitation by clerks in the gov- 
ernment department for retirement upon pay; 


but congress has refused to consider such 


action. Beyond this, no proposition has been 
seriously advanced to pension civilians on 
account of age, nor would it be thought of at 
this time. 


Taft Unable to Act for Unemployed. 

The farthest step contemplated in connec- 
tion with insurance has been government 
regulation; but this proved impossible be- 
cause of lack of constitutional authority. 
President Taft was besought a few days ago 
to interest himself in a movement to provide 
work for unemployed, but he can do nothing 
tangible in that direction. In many of the 
states there are public gmployment bureaus, 
and they have been operating successfully. 

The public employment bureaus will not, 
however, settle the question of lack of work 
or provision for the old. There are few pub- 
lic men in Washington who do not believe 
the time is not far distant when there will be 
a determined agitation for the adoption in 
this country of the British reforms. Conse- 
quently it is interesting to study the argu- 
ment made in their defense by Mr. Lloyd 
George, chancellor of the exchequer, tn the 
course of a speech delivered in the house of 
commons. 

Last year a law was enacted by the Brit- 
ish parliament authorizing old age pensions. 
Mr. Lioyd George said he had found that 
there are between 200,000 and 300,000 paupers 
over 70 years of age in England. At this 
time these paupers cost the local authorities 
something like $10,000,000 a year, and it is 
the desire of the ministry to raise these peo- 
ple from’ the slough of pauperism into the 
more dignified and comfortable position of 
state pensioners. 

Tells Dominating Causes of Poverty. 

“What are the dominating causes of pov- 
erty among the industria! classes?” he asked. 
“For the moment I do not refer to the pov- 
erty which Js.brought about by a man’s own 
fault. I am only alluding to causes over 
which he has no control. Old age, premature 
break down in health and strength, the death 
of the bread winner, and unemployment due 
either to the decay of industries and season- 
able demands, or the fluctuations or depres- 
sions In trades. 

“The distress caused by any or either of 
these causes is much more deserving of im- 
mediate attention than the case of a hgalthy 
and vigorous man 56 years of age who is able 
to pursue his daily vocation and to earn 
without undue straim an income which {is 
quite eonsiderable enough to provide him 
and his wife with a comfortable subsistence. 

“When Bismarck was strengthening the 
foundations of the new German empire one 
of the first tasks he undertook was the or- 
ganization of a scheme which insured the 
German workman aad their families against 
the worst evils which ensue from these com- 
mon accidents of life. And a superb scheme 
it is. It has saved an incalculable amount 
of misery to hundreds of thousands and pos- 
sibly millions of people who never deserved it. 


Citizens Praise German System, 

“ Wherever I went In Germany, north of 
south, and whoever I met, whether it was 
employer or workman, a conservative or 
Wberal, or socialist, or trades union leader, 
all of one accord spoke in the most praise- 
worthy terms of the excellent effects which 
have been achieved by this great system. 

“The employers admitted that at first they 
did not quite like the new burden it cast upon 
them, but they now fully realized the ad- 
vantages which even they derived from the 
expenditure, for it has raised the standard 
of the workmen throughout Germany and, by 
removing the elemert of anxiety and worry 
from their lives it had improved their effi- 
ciemy. Benefits which in the aggregate 
amounted ta $200,000,000 a year were being 
distributed under this plan at a cost to the 
state of something bike $15.000.000. 

“When I was in Germany the government 
was contemplating an extension of the 
scheme which would extend tts benefits to 
clerks and to the widows and orphans of 
workmen. The cost of the whole scheme 
when complete would be $265,000,000 and of 
that they anticipated the government's con- 
tribution would be something like $25,000,000. 


Compulsory Protection Is Needed. 

““at the present moment there is a hetwork 
of powerful organizations in the country, 
most of them managed with infinite skill and 
capacity, whose main business it is to induce 
workmen to insure themselves against the 
ordinary troubles of life—benefit and friendly 
societies of all kinds. 

* But in epite of all the ability which has 
been expended upon them, in spite of the 
confidence they generally and deservedly 
command, unfortunately there is a con- 
siderable margin of people in this country, 
amounting in the aggregate to several 
millions, who either cannot be persuaded, or 
perhaps cannot afford to bear the expense, of 
a systematic contribution, which alone makes 
membership effective in these great institu- 
tions. 

“ The experience of this and of every other 
country is that no plan short of a universal 
compulsory system can ever hope to succeed 
in adequately coping with the problem. 

“In England we have trusted until re- 
cently to voluntary efforts, but we found 
that for old age and accidents it is quite in- 
sufficient. In Belgium they have resorted to 
the.-plan of subs‘dizing voluntary. organiza-

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OPTIMISM RULES IN ENGLAND 


People Now Thvesting Money 
Which Has Been Hidden. 


BUDGET THE ONLY PERIL. 


German War Scare Offset by Fact Gen- 
eral Conditions Are Good. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 15.—Optimism, the real 
thing which is willing to back itself heavily, 
reigns in Europe this week. Even thegroans 
of the budget victims and the Jurid threats of 
the French strikers are unable to suppress 
or discourage it. 

The truth is that pessimism has exhausted 
itself, and that the reaction was bound to 
come. Long yearsof political and sociological 
upheavals have lost, for the time being at 
any rate, their power to hold the financial 
and commercial enterprise in check. and 
the result is that, after fourteen years of 
steady depression, the London stock ex- 
change, and the continental bourses also, wit- 
nessed a genuine boomin the last few days 

This sudden return of public confidence is 
largely a psychological movement. There is 
more idle capital in England today than per- 
haps ever in its history. It is widely dis- 
persed, chiefly among the middle classes. 
who have been waiting years for conditions 
which would make investments attractive 
and their patience now is exhausted and the 
uses whereto their savings are being 
put are significant. 

South Africans the Favorite. 

South African investments are popular in 
the market, and there is no mistaking the 
genuineness of the movement. The critics 
of the government already are vindicated in 
their declaration that the budget would 
drive capital out of the country. Consols are 
unmoved despite the cheap money, and home 
railways and other domestic securities are 
only affected slightly by the sudden rush of 
investors to the stock exchange. 

The American stocks are finding many 
purchasers, but the popular idea seems to 
be that the reorganized South Africa offers 
sounder economic conditions and better op- 
portunities than any other market. The 
leaders of finance are of the same mind as 
the public regarding the general situation. 

The chief factor, of course, is,the easy 
money, which seems likely to continue. 
Next. it is argued, the power for mischief 
of the present socialistic government,is well- 
nigh spent. It is a political certainty that 
it will be driven out the moment the coun- 
try gets an opportunity to exercise its wil). 

German War Scare Forestalled. 

There remains the gloomy future peril fore- 
shadowed by Germany’s immense war prepa- 
rations. This danger can hardly become Im- 
minent for two or three years yet and the 
financial world believes in making hay while 
the sun shines, 

Yesterday’s meeting of the two emperorsin 
Vienna was an unpleasant spectacle for Eng- 
land, inasmuch as it marked the celebration 
of a, severe diplomatic defeat of the triple 
alliance. It had another important sig- 
nificance and equally unwelcome to those 
powers. It ostentatiously recorded the recon- 
solidation of the triple alliance. This has 
been officially accomplished, it is true, but 
the reconciliation between-Italy and Austria 
is only official. The spirit of antagonism be- 
tween the people of the two countries cannot 
be destroyed by the exchange of telegrams 
between the sovereigns. 

It is clear, however, that the revised situ- 
ation will impose a heavy adit /urden 
upon England. It will be compelied tospain- 
tain a large fleet in the Mediterranean, as 
well as an overwhelming force im home 
waters to meet Germany’s entire arrnament. 

Finance Ready to Share Cost. 

Even of this tremendous expenditure finan- 
cial London approves and is willing to share. 
It objects only to the government’s appor- 
tlonment of the burden. Lloyd-George’s pre- 
mature boast that the financial world did not 
seriously object to the budget was demor- 
alized by the crushing protest delivered to 
Asquith by all the great banking houses in 
London. 4 

But these evils, as already explained, are 
regarded as temporary and are fully dis- 
counted by the ablest financiers when they 
pronounce the general conditions favorable 
for a su tial advance in the prices. 


COUNTERFEIT ART SHOWN UP 


London Dealers Have Been Sell- 
ing Collectors Bogus Antiques. 


BUYER TO BE PROTECTED. 


Movement After Revelations at Trial 
to Form Association. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 15.—A case which possesses 
interest for collectors all over the world oc- 
cupied three days of Justice Grantham’s time 
in the king’s bench division this week and 
possibly may have a sequel in the legislature. 
The action was brought by the executors of 
the late Charles John Dickins, member of 
a well known drapery firm in Regent Btreet,. 
against a Bond street dealer in antique’china 
known as Joseph Philpot, from whom dam- 
ages were claimed on the ground of fraudu- 
leat representation and breach of warranty 
in regard to a sale of Dresden Sévres china. 

Some sensational disclosures were made in 
the course of the trial as to the prices Phil- 
pot paid for the spurious china which he 
foisted upon Dickins ag valuable pieces. 
Dickins was an old man and collecting china 
was the hobby of his declining years. He 
paid Philpot $65,000 for twenty-eight pieces 
which at the highest estimate were not worth 
$5,000. In another case he was induced to 
purchase for $2,500 an article which could be 
bought for $5 a dozen. 

It was further shown that Philpot acted as 
an intermediary of other dealers who simi- 
larly swindled Dickins, palming off upon him’ 
‘modern antiques.”” The jury returned a 
verdict of $51,710 damages for the plaintiff 
and the judge intimated that the case ought 
to have been tried in the criminal court. 


Fear for National Collections. 


The case has drawn ajtention to the fact 
that the manufacture of spurious articles in 
recent years has been carried to a fine art, 
and it is admitted that probably the British 
national collection may contain many doubt- 
ful specimens. Disclosures at the trial 
showed the necessity of some organized body 
to protect the collector, and steps are being 
taken to form an art collectors’ protective 
association, which, among other objects, will 
endeavor to secure special Jegislation to safe- 
guard the well intentioned but inexpert ama- 
teur. 

It was shown also during the trial that 
there exists a gang of unscrupulous dealérs 
who band together to keep down public auc- 
tion prices and enable one of their number 
to secure art objects for lesg than the recog- 
nized value. Even the leading firms of auc- 
tioneers are not secure against the manipu- 
lations of the ring, and legislation in this dl- 
rection is suggested. One of the best author- 
ities sums up the situation succinctly by say- 
ing that no amateur can be quite sure. The 
safest and best plan is to put himself in the 
hands of a reputable dealer.

Suits Won’t Stop Congo Agitation. 

The action of the Belgian government in 
instituting a suit for libel against American 
missionaries based upon their published re- 
ports of the existence of terrible conditions 
in the Congo region, will not cause the United 
States government to cease its efforts to im- 
prove the condition of the natives of that part 
of the world. 

King Leopold is no longer the sovereign of 
the Congo Free State, except.as king of 
Belgium, the Belgian parliament having vot- 
ed last year a law for the annexation of the 
African territory. “It was announced by the 
Belgian ministry that it intended to take 
measures for improving the lot of the natives 
as soon as annexation occurred, and the 
crown prince of Belgium has started for tRe 
Congo for the purpose of ascertaining wheth- 
er the reforms adopied have been put into 
effect and what further reforms should be 
made. 

The state department has received a re- 
port of an inspection of the Congo region 
made by Consul General Wilfred G. The- 
siger of the British consular service, which 
fails to show any change for the better in the 
condition of the Congoese. © Mr. Thesiger 
says the state agents appear to have no idea 
of the meaning of the word administration. 
Their duties consist in apportioning out the 
amount of produce to be delivered by the 
various villages, seeing that it is brought in 
regularly, and harassing the natives if there 
is any shortage. 

That they have any responsibilities with 
regard to the genéral welfare of the popure- 
tion mever seems to occur to them. The 
principal complaints of the natives. which 
Mr. Thesiger considers to be fully justified, 
are that they are overburdened, that the 
taxes are unequally distributed, some vil- 
lages having to contribute far more than 
Others, and that they never know when they 
maybe called upon to furnish additional 
rubber or carriers if a state agent passes 
through their district. 

Natives Regard Whites as Robbers. 

The state agents adopt all kinds of tricks 
to increase the output of rubber and ac- 
celerate their promotion. Such acts are not 
calculated to raise the prestige of the white 
man, and Mr. Thesiger says the native looks 
upon the whites as robbers and liars from 
whom he can expect neither faith nor jus- 
tice. The administration acknowledges that 
domestic slavery exists in the villages, and 
this system is fostered by the collective meth- 
od of taxation. 

Consul General James A. Smith, the Ameri- 
can representative’ at Boma, sought last 
year to obtain some information which would 
enable an increase of American trade in the 
Congo. He wrote a letter to the vice gOV- 
ernor general asking under what conditions 
would &n American commercial house of 
financial responsibility be permitted to es- 
tablish itself in the region for the purpose of 
buying various products from the natives. 

The reply he received was vague, it being 
stated that the conditions under which a 
commercial house could be established de- 
pended upon the general organization of the 
land system of the state. 

In another letter it was added that it was 
undesirable tn the present circumstances to 
give any opinion in »regard to the sale or 
lease of state land, and that a company 
would be refused permission to make any 
such arrangement. At the same time it is 
a fact that concessions of large areas of ter- 
ritory have been granted to American com- 
panies in which Messrs. Morgan, Ryan, and 
other financiers, are interested. the ap- 
parent object of this action being to arouse 
influential Americans in defense of the meth- 
ods pursued by the Belgian authorities. 
Bills of Exchange Conference Important. 

The conference which has been called by 
the Netherlands government for next Se p- 
tember cig gar uniformity in the laws 
regarding ls of exchange is of much great- 
er. importance to the business community 
than would be indicated by the amount of dis- 
cussion which the subject thus far has re- 
ceived. 

The secretary of state has designated as the 
sole American delegate Mr. Charles A.

“The primary aim is to bring about as 
great uniformity as possible in international 
law in relation to the liability of indorsers, as 
well as makers and accepters of bills of 
exchange drawn between different countries.

New Policy Regarding Expositions. 


In connection with the exposition to be held 
in Brussels in 1910 the British government 
has inaugurated a new policy with regard 
to official participation in foreign interna- 
tional expositions. For some time past it 
has been felt that British exhibiters were at 
a disadvantage compared with those of other 
countries owing to the absence of any per- 
mapent organization for preparing British 
participation. 

A committee of the boar@of trade made an 
investigation, and as a result of its recom- 
mendation a bureau was created to deal with 
all matters relating to the participation of 
Great Britain in foreign international exhi- 
bitions. This bureau has made arrange- 
ments with the exhibition authorities at 
Brussels, Rome, and Turin, Italy.. The 
Brussels exhibition will opeh in April of next 
year and will continue for a period of about 
six months. 

Congress refused at the last session to pro- 
vide for American participation, but the 
president is anxious that this should be done, 
and it is likely a bill will be passed for this 
purpose during the present session. 

The exhibitions at Rome and Turin will 
open in April, 1931. They are being held to 
commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of the 
proclamation of the kingdom of Italy. The 
Turin fair will be devoted to industry and 
labor, and that at Rome to arts and archez- 
ology. 


Japanese Now Protecting Inventors. 


The Japanese government has begun to 
realize the importance of giving every en- 
couragemént to native inventors. There is 
now in progress in Tokio an exhibition to 
encourage the spirit of invention, to arouse 
interest in all forms of industrial property, to 
inculcate in the minds of the commercial 
world the true significance and sacred char- 
acter of the trade mark, to use the influence 
of the higher class of merchants in encour- 
agement of reform among the dishonestly 
inclined, and to foster helpful commercial 
competition while checking all forms of. dis- 
honest practices. 

The exhibition presents the inventions of 
600 Japanese, who have patented 1,500 differ- 
ent articles. 

The government recently revised its laws 
s0 as to protect patentees and has made 
treaties with the United States and other 
nations to safeguard patents and trade- 
marks.

Should Charge More. 
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PLEADS CAUSE OF CUBA. 


United States Urged to Give Bet- 
ter Tariff on Products of 
the Island. 
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[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 15-Sir William Van 
Horne, builder of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way and who'since has built hundreds - 
miles of railway in Cuba, expressed some in- 
teresting views relative to the American rail- 
roads in the course of a conversation today. 

“There is one thing certain about the rail- 
ways of North America,” said Sir William. 
“ Their charges are much too low. They are 
not earning as much as they should on the 
capital invested. I do not feel hopeful of the 
increased percentage of earnings. The rail- 
ways of America are doing more for less 
money than any others in the world. I think 
the present low rates simply absurd. 

“It has been the aim of railway Managers 
for as far back as I can remember to act in 
union in the matter of rates, but they never 
have succeeded in doing so for any consider- 
able length of time. 

‘The solution of the problem will not be 
government ownership. No government ever 
has run railways as cheaply as private man- 
agement could.”’

“ As always in the past, preference at such 
times must be given to certain kinds of goods 
and other kinds must wait.” 

Future for Cuba Bright. 

As one deepiy interested in the material de- 
velopment of Cuba, Sir William spoke in 
most enthusiastic terms of its industrial and 
political future. 

“ ‘The Cubans are,”’ he said, ‘ entirely capa- 
ble of governing themselves. They are fru- 
gal, industrious, ambitious, and imbued with 
a great dea! of national pride. The disturb- 
ance of two years ago was only a political 
accident and had no serious sigtiificance, and 
I think there will be no further need of inter- 
ference by the United States.

The people are 
busy and contented, and the feeling towards 
the United States is ex®ellent.

LONDON, May 15.—The Lancet has dis- 
covered another danger—that of the use of a 
tumbler or other drinking vessel which pos- 
sesses neither a handle nor a stem. 

“It doesn’t require the refinements of bac- 
teriology or chemistry,” says the Lancet, “to 
indicate that in the common places of re- 
freshment the tumbler would be a source of 
contamination to the drinker.”

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, Judged by surface indications, there was 
something of a lull in the real estate market 
last week, especially in the south Michigan 
and Wabash avenue district, which for sev- 
éra)] weeks past has been the scene of a stead- 
ily incteasing activity and advance in prices 
which have been without a parallel since the 
activity incident upon the world’s fair boom. 
Each of these weeks have brought to the 
surface an interesting array of transactions 
which have overshadowed all other features 
-of the market and attracted widespread at- 
tention on the part of both investors and 
brokers. 

Last week the showing of sales was not s0 
g00d, but there is little doubt that much 
was doing in that district, and if reports cur- 
rent in brokers’ offices are to be believed sev- 
eral valuable properties were placed under 
contract, an increased inquiry on the part of 
investors was reported, and it is expected 

at some important announcements will 
be made during the coming week or ten days. 
As indicated in this column a week ago, oper- 
ations undoubtedly are being materially re- 
tarded by the high ideas of owners in the 
way of values. In some cases they have 
turned down offers showing fairly startling 
advances over prices current only a week or 
two before, while some have declined to 
listen to any offers at all. All this reflects 
the eagerness of irvestors to get in and the 
confidence which they have in the future of 
the district. What this means in a concrete 
way is illustrated by the experience of one 
investor who acquired a considerable hold- 
ing on Michigan avenue about two weeks 
ago on the basis of about $1,200 a front foot. 
Last week he is reported to have refused an 
offer of a 99 years’ lease on the basis of 5 
per cent on a value of $1,500 a front foot, se- 
cured by proposed valuable improvements. 


Precursor to Broader Market. 

The movement in this district is being 
watched with much Interest by both investors 
and brokers\in many cases interested in 
property in other parts of the city, and there 
are not a few who believe it is likely to bethe 
precursor to a broader movement which will 
eventually assume the proportions of @ gen- 
eral market. In support of this the marked 
and rapid improvement of late in the general 
business situation is pointed to, which to- 
gether with the remarkable growth of the 
city and the comparatively low standard of 
land values generally throughout the city, 
except in the more favored parts of the cen- 
tral district, make for most inviting condi- 
tions in this direction. t ) 

Money, too, is abundant andtheap, more so 
than for several years past, as evidenced by 
two loans mace last week by Edgar M. Snow 
& Co., one of $130,000 in the central district 
at4percent. Of more significance, however, 
Was another of $30,000, also at 4 per cent, on 
outside property, the chunch of the Immacu- 
late Conception on North Park avenue, near 
Schiller street. This is the first time that a 
4 per cent loan has been made on outside 
property in several years, and testifies tothe 
marked tendency toward lower terest rates. 
This favors both real estate investment, as 
well as building, and promises materially to 
stimulate conditions in both of these fields. 

Small properties also are moving freely, 
especially in the northwest and the more 
northern parts of the city, including the more 
distant north shore suburban towns, wherea 
good inquiry and firm vaiuesaretherule. In 
other parts of the city the lot trade is not uni- 
form, a good inquiry being reported in some 
sections, while it seems to draginothers. But 
on the whole the general situation is healthy 
with a slowly brdadening and increasing 
volume of business. 

An interesting event of the week was the 
filing for record of a notice by John Borden, 
owner of the fee under the Taylor building at 
140-146 Monroe street, to the effect that notice 
has been served on the heirs and legal repre- 
sentatives of George H. Taylor and all per- 
s0ns claiming rights under him, that, owing 
to defaults having been madein the payment 
of ground rent and taxes, he has elected to 
take possession of the property. It indicates 
that Mr. Borden was behind the recent ac- 
quirement of the property by E. A. Spinkar 
as suspected. It also is thought to be a move 
to block the alleged claim of James Donovan 
to the property.

‘Sta ge. American Abroad 
Libel on Business Men. 
By W. L. Hubbard. 


Wanted—an American playwright who in a drama will take some of his country- 
pen to Burope and let them appear there as gentlemen and ladies. | 

| it would be interesting to know if our native dramatists down deep In their large, 
eapacious hearts really believe the American when he goes to Burope actually has 
po appreciation or understanding of what constitutes common decency, not to mention 

r behavior and good manners, where others are concerned. Do they really be- 
lieve this or do they work on the theory that a well behaved American has no stage 
yalae just as certain playwrights argue that a virtuous woman possesses no at- 
tributes that make her dramatically interesting or available? 

It would seem the American who represents what is our national type as nearly 
gs we have as yet produced anything typical, hae quaKties which if properly used 
and contrasted with the characteristics of European men and women, would be of 
worth and effectiveness from a dramatic viewpoint. Surely our mental makeup, our 
grasp of conditions and attitudes, our manner of seeing and doing things are suffi- 
cently different from those of the continental, to supply the intelligent dramatist 
with available stage material without his being obliged to caricature and exaggerate. 

There is no woman in the world quicker to adapt herself to the conditions around 
ber than is the American woman of even moderate degree of refinement and culture. 
Place her anywhere in any social surroundings and she will carry herself with ease 
and deftness. 

And the American man who has in him the instincts of a gentleman and possesses 
the keenness of mind which mark the successful business map will, although he may 
pot have the quickness of adaptability which distinguishes the American woman, prove 

_ pimself equal to meeting the requirements of good society abroad and appearing there- 
ip without becoming fidiculous. He occasionally may seem slightly awkward or may 
a6 a thing that is not exactly as it should be, but he will not make himself absurd. 

Yet our native dramatists seem unable to take an American man or woman to 
Purope and not have them commit every blunder possible and do and say things 
whiclf are so wholly preposterous that the impression given is that the person por- 
trased never had known even the commonest conveniencés of existence or associated 
with anything other than wild animals. 

One of the latest examples of this caricaturing of the American has been ‘on 
exhibition during the last week at Powers’,,.where Rupert Hughes’ “My Boy” has 
been presented. The central figure in this comedy ie an American who, hailing from 
Jowa, has amassed a fortune of $100,000,000, who owns the fastest yacht that crosses 
the Atlantic, who has donated $100,000 to the sufferers from the Vesuvius disaster, 
and who spends his leisure cruising about the world. It is reasonable to suppose 
that a man who in a few years could raise himself thus from absolute poverty to 
being one of the wealthiest men of the world must possess at least a modicum of 
brains and must know how to handle men and shape them to his purposes. Yet in 
“My Boy” this man is pictured as one who feels wholly ill at ease in an evening 
dress suit, who in changing from his street clothes to the more formal ones has for- 
gotten his money and overlooked his gloves, and who, when he comes to sit down 
to talk with a woman ‘either sprawls all over the chair or sits with one knee drawn 
up and clasped about with both hands.

DONDON' —{ Special Correspondence: J—Ak” 
thoigh productions have followed in rapid 
suceession during the last week, there is but 
little’ to record in the way of Bubcess. The 
mest pronounced failure has been made at 
the Lyric theater, where Maxine Elliott and 
Lewis Waller appeared in Constance Fletch- 
era new play, “ The Conquest.” The ulti- 
mate fate of the piece is in curious contrast 
with its history. Waller has had it in his 
posgession for quite a considerable period 
and only delayed its production, because of 
the difficulty of finding the right actress to 
play the leading part.

for Others’ Mistakes. 
By Moore. | 


The public seldom if ever 
gives a thought to the stage manager of the 
company when attending a play, though he is 
in large measure for the play's 
smooth presentation. 

If anything goes wrong behind the scenes, 
the curtain Gatley te Goecent or rise gt exactly 
the proper time, or the play’s effects do not 
work properly, it is up to the stage manager, 
and he is saddled with the blame. In “ The 
Traveling Salesman" we have a number of 
stage effects that all have to be worked in 
unison, and if one of the men working a par- 
ticular effect happens to miss or forget his 
cue, the result is disastrous. 

The train effect in the first act of this play 
is effective when worked properly, but let any 
hitch occur and the effect is absolutely lost. 
Often unjustly the stage manager is roundly 
criticised for nightly occurrences behind the 
scenes over which he has absolutely no con- 
trol. Particularly is this so if he also plays 
a part which necessitates his leaving the 
stage in charge of others while he is making 
a change of costume. The position of stage 
manager is a most unenviable one, ali things 
considered. Sometimes he is the one called 
on to meet any and all emergencies at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

One of the hardest trials a stage manager 
has to meet is assigning the dressing rooms, 
which in traveling are always different in 
every theater. 

In making an extensive tour of the south 
some years ago with “ Richard Carvel,” we 
played a place called Poplar Bluff, Mo. 
Alighting from the train, the first thing I 
had to do was to endeavor to locate the 
theater, formerly a livery stable. I found the 
stage so small it was impossible for us to put 
in any of our scenery, and there were only 
two dressing rooms for our company of twen- 
ty-five people. The place looked so bad the 
star promptly refused to play. 
scenery car moved two miles out of town. 
As the house was sold out (capacity about 
$300), the manager of the theater sent the 
sheriff after us with a warrant compelling us 
to play. We — the trunks from the 
ear containing Sur costumes, leaving the 
scenery intact In the car. 

One of the tw dressing rooms was a smal! 
equare one. In this we hung ea curtain, di- 
viding the room into two parts. One part was 
occupied by the star, the other part by the 
four women of the company. The rest of the 
company dreased in the other room, and when 
we had our trunks placed in the same we had 
to stand outside and take turns at making 
up. Theroom contained one window, minus 
glass, through which the cold wind whistled. 
It reminded one of a Turkish bath, hot room 
and cold plunge together. 

When I was with Arnold Daly in “ Arms 
and the Man,” in which I played a part and 
ran the stage, at the Lyric theater, New York, 
I met with an amusing experience. The stage 
manager of the company is responsible al- 
ways for the lowering and raising of the cur- 
tain, and be takes a position in the first en- 
trance from where he can watch the people 
on the stage. At the climaxes of the acts he 
pushes a button which notifies the fyman 
when te allow the curtain to descend. 

Near the climax of act one, I gave the 
warning bell for the curtain; which never 
moved. As the people on the scene were 
holding their positions waiting for it to de- 
scend, I rang again and again. At last I 
rushed from the stage up the stairs that lead 
to the fly floor and there found the men who 
were responsible for the raising and lowering 
engaged in a penuchle game. One player had 
just melded 150 trumps and the other was 
anxiously waiting to lay down 100aces. Both 
were so excited they had completely forgot- 
ten that such a thing asa performance was 
going on. 

There was a five mimute wait and when the 
curtain eventually did falkthe climax of the 
act was utterly ruined. The next night two 
men strictly opposed to carmnis took their 
places. Mr. Daly and I had a heated argu- 
ment over this incident and though the occur- 
rence was one over which I had absolutely 
no control, he remarked that it didn’t make 
any difference; the fault was up to the stage 
manageranyway. ~

COMMON GROUND IN RELIGIOUS 
_ WORK, 
The time of the year is at hand when 
the great meetings of religious denomina- 
tions are held. Some of the workers 
assemble in Boston, some in Portland, 
Ore. _In cities between these geograph- 
ical extremes, still others meet to hear 
reports, to interchange views and expe- 
riencesy and to plan forward movements. 
That there is a vast amount of di? 
‘plication of effort every one of them 
recognizes, A small community often 
contains several weak churches of differ- 
ent creed where one strong body might 
accomplish far more in real effective 
work for the betterment of mankind. The 
lines of denominations have.proved dif- 
ficult barriers to break down. The his- 
tory and traditions of past years 
have stood in the way of unity of action 
and harmony of effort in seeking ends 
for which all declare themselves to be 
working. 
The idea of centralization of power 
which marks the business world is slow 
to gain a foothold in religious circles. 
The Protestant denominations do not 
study the economic savings which bring 
success in secular pursuits. Yet there is 
a steadily growing feeling among them 
that there ought to be a common ground 
of effort. Earnest workers are lament-. 
ing the duplication everywhere apparent. 
The “ brotherhood” plan of organization 
is making headway among the leading 
denominations, and a certain attendant 
of its growth is the‘ desire for oa 
operation in many fields of endeavor. 
Representatives of thirty-three Protest- 
ant denominations organized a_ federal 
council in Philadelphia last December. 
They are seeking the common ground. 
Chicago workers are getting interested 
and a committee of prominent citizens 
has been appointed to make plans. It 
may be a long and steep path before ali 
difficulties are surmounted. But there are 
many thousands of people in this city and 
its great cantributing territory who wiil 
rejoice that preliminary consideration 
even is being’ given to a problem, beth 
religious and. economic, which must be_ 
solved before many years. 


AND NOW 28,000 TONS. | 

When cofigress met last fall the Amer- 
ican battleships then under construction 
exceeded in size those in the shipyards 
of any other country. Those which Ger- 
many was building had a displacement 
of 19,000 tons and the English ones of 
19,250 tons. The Florida and the Utah 
are 21,825 ton ships.. Congress was not 
content with the lead the American ‘navy 
enjoyed in this particular, and author- 
ized the construction of two battleships 
which were described in the debates as 
“elephants,” “leviathans,” and “sea 
monsters.” They are to have a displace- 
ment of 26,000 tons, being twice that of 
the Mississippi, which has just man- 
aged.to work its way up the river of the 
same name to New Orleans. 
What one great naval power does every 
other power feels obliged to do. The 
United States has become for the mo- 
ment the pacemaker for battleship con- 
striction, and ether nations must keep 
up whether they like it or not. It is safe 
to say that their taxpayers do not. The 
construction of 20,000 ton ships means 
the speedy consignment to the junk~ yard 
of 10,000 ton vessels, which in their youth 
were looked on as marvels of marine 
architecture and would have been se 
able for many years ‘if not crowded aside‘

battleships which could be employed in 
productive industry there is occasion for 
deep regret that the attempt to limit the 
size of naval vessels was such an utter 
failure, The rivalry in the upbuilding of 
navies would have continued, but naval 
‘expenditures would not have swelled as 
prodigious’y, 


HONORING AMERICAN EDUCATION. 
President Eliot is now a member of 
the Imperial Order ‘of the Rising Sun. 
The red and white ribbon and the jewel: 
of the order were piaced upon him by the 
Japanese ambassador as the official repre~ 
sentative of the emperor. The reasona 
for the bestowal of this high honor upon 
‘the retiring Harvard president are worth | 
noting. Primarily it was conferred in 
appreciation of the great services rendered 
by Dr. Eliot as one of the foremost eda- 
cators of this generation. And with that 
judgment of the emperor all the world 
agrees. If Emperor William adds the 
Order of the Crown of Prussia it will be 
a still further recognition of President 
BDliot’s remarkable work. 

The other reason is more significant 
from the viewpoint of the Japanese. In 
the ceremonial language it is thus ex- 
pressed: “For the making of the many 
useful men of Japan who have come here 
to study at Harvard university during the 
forty years of your presidency over that 
institution, thus largely contributing to 
the advancement of our country.” ' 

The recognition of the work done Ay 
Harvard might well be extended to Yale 
and to many other American universities 
where the picked? students of Japan have 
been carrying on their investigations for 
many years. More than one university 
graduate cherishes pleasant memories of 
association with the eager seekers after 
truth who bore Japanese names and who 
mingled with their fellow students with a 
democratic friendliness that made strong 
personal attachments. And it is eafe to 
say that no one who eyer had euch an 
experience will be found among those who 
would seek to. embroil Japan and the 
United States in hostilities. 

Returning from this country to their 
native land, these Japanese students have 
honored the degrees conferred by Ameri- 
can universities. They have made their 
impression upon education and etatecraft 
alike. They are occupying positions of 
commanding importance. They have had 
much to do with the shaping of affairs in 
the new Japan. ‘The conferring of a 
famous order upon President Blict ie a 
gracious act of international courtesy. It 
also pays just tribute to the influence of 
American universities upon the “ Yankces 
of the orient.” @

Sir Frederick Frankland, who has been 
presented with another son by his second 
wife, will be remembered over here as mar- 
ried to Miss Charlotte di Zerega of New York. 
She was a beautiful woman and attracted 
the warm interest of the late Queen Victoria 
in the south of France. The queen, whose 
attention had been aroused by Lady Frank- 
land’s fragile appearance during the last™

nti! now the chancellors of the great Eng- 
lish universities of Oxford and Cambridge 
have regarded their lofty office as more or 
less of an honorary character. Lord Curzon, 
however, takes his obligations as chancellor 
of Oxford seriously indeed. After having 
succeeded in raising a large sum of money 
for enlarging the endowments of this ancient 
city of learning he has put forward an almost 
revolutionary project of reform of the entire 
institution and of its methods, his object be- 
ing to enlarge the scope of its activity and 
to bring it into closer touch with modern 
requirements. 

He aims to reform the @nstitution of the 
university with the view of rendering its 
council a more representative body. He 
wishes to increase facilities for the admission 
of poor men, both of the artisan and profes- 
gional classes, to university courses. He in- 
sists upon the distribution in @ broad and 
systematic manner of existing endowments, 
so as to make more adequate provision for 
newer needs. He pleads for greater facilities 
of advanced study and research and a radical 
reform in the expenditure of funds and man- 
agement of estates, and, In one word, of the 
existing financial machinery of the uni- 
versity. 

There ig not a single item in Lord Curszon’s 
program which will not appeal to thoughtful 
men with modern ideas devold of class 
prejudices and aiming at the growth of 
reas and enlightenment. But of course he 
will have to contend with that powerful ob- 
stacle known as “the vested interests,” 
which here, as in every other case of reform, 
oppose everything that can in any way im- 
pair their prerogatives, their perquisites, and 
their emoluments. 

Perhaps one of the principal grounds of 
their antagonism to his projects will be found 
in the fact that the latter savor distinctly of 
the great American universities; from which 
one would be tempted to believe that the for- 
mer viceroy of India has derived inspiration 
in the matter. ’

No sooner had Abdul Hamid been congrat- 
ulated on his emancipation from the thral- 
dom of the Y Turks than the latter, tem- 
porarily downed, recovered their supremacy, 
and after storming his palace, removed him 
from the throne. His brother, Reshed, has 
been invested in his stead with the attributes 
of sovereignty. But there is no telling 
whether he be filling the role of sultan a 
year, six months, or even six weeks hence. 
In fact, those people entitled by their experi- 
ence of the orient,to speak with authority 
are of the opinion that his reign will be short 
lived and that the hour is near at hand 
when the prophecies of the dismemberment 
of the Turkigh empire and its disappearance 
as such from the map of the world will be 
fulfilled. 

Every great power of Europe is girding its 
loine and preparing for the fray which is 
likely. to ensue in connection with the parti- 
tiom of the Turkish empire and the division 
of the spoils, and Emperor Francis Joseph's 
words were full of meaning when in discuss- 
ing with Francis Kossuth the other day the 
demand by the majority of the Hungarian 
parliament at Pesth for the establishment of 
a national Magyar state bank, in lieu of the 
now existing Austro-Hungarian state bank, 
he declined to sanction the project on the 
ground that the time was not propitious, and 
that any such move would be likely to in- 
juriously affect the monetary credit of the 
dual empire at the momént when extensive 
military measures may become necessary, 
requiring effective financial backing. This 
may be taken in conjunction with the fact 
that, although the war department at Vienna 
has freed the reservists which it had sum- 
moned to join the colors early last February 
and March, it still maintains along the Turk- 
ish, Servian, and Russian borders armaments 
which are so altogether out of proportion to 
the ordinary peace footing as to indicate 
a bellef at Vienna in the imminence of more 
international trouble, 


From every part of Turkey comes news of 
| more or less open rebellion against the sub- 
lime porte. In Syr e people, who’ long 
have enjoyed the rigit guaranteed to them 


Christian governor general, instead of by a 
Mosiem, are clamoring for independence. 
The Arabs, who always have resented the 
yoke of the Turks, which has weighed upon 
their necks with particular heaviness. have 
been encouraged by the confusion which pre- 
vails at Constantinople and by the impotency 
of the imperial government, to break out ina 
more extensive and far reaching insurrec- 
tion than ever before, and, according to the 
reports of Capt. Mark Sykes, who has just 
returned to London from the east, are busily 
engaged in destroying and obliterating the 
recently opened railroad to the holy city of 
Medina. 

The Greeks believe that the time has ar- 
rived for their annexatigh of that portion of 
the province of Epirus which still remains in 
the hands of the urks, and also of Crete; 
while the Bulgarians are awaiting with im- 
patience the moment to march into Mace- 
donia, for the purpose of adding it to their 
newly proclaimed kingdom. Bulgars figure 
largely among the population of Macedonia, 
and Ferdinand and his government have 
made a point of tnsisting in a marked man- 
ner that his new title should be, not “ czar 
of Bulgaria,” but “ czar of the Bulgars,”’ so 
as to indicate that his sway extended beyond 
the present borders of his dominions into 
Macedonia, and over the Bulgarian towns 
and villages there. 

The Albanians, who were specially favored 
by Sultan Abdu! Hamid, and who. now find 
themselves shorn of many of their former 
advantages, are determined upon a restora~ 
tion of their old time independence; and the 
Armenians are putting forward analogous 
pretensions, and agitating in favor of a re- 
vival of the former kingdom of Armenia. 

On the island of Samos the people have 
arisen and killed the Turkigh governor gen- 
eral; while.from Asia Minor come not only 
reports of sanguinary massacres ‘of Chris- 
tians by the Moslems but also the announce- 
ment that the latter are dissatisfied with the 
new order at Constantinople, which they 
regard as a usurpation of supremacy by the 
Rayahs, or subject Christian races, and are 
bent on restoring all the former power of 
Islam on the shores of the Bosporus. It has 
‘been impressed upon them that although 
Abdul Hamid’s deposition had been effected 
by means of a Fetvah of the Sheik-ul-Isiam, 
yet that it was in reality the work of the 
Christian embers of the national legisia- 
ture, where ‘the bulk of the votes for his de- 
thronement were cast by Armenians, Jews, 
Greeks, Bulgars, Macedonians, and Servians. 
It is they, moreover, who formed the over- 
whelming majority of the legislative delega- 
tion appointed to announce to Abdul Hamid 
his downfall and to notify Resched of his 
accession to the sovereignty.

That Christians and Jews should have it 
in their power to deprive a Moslem sultan of 
his rulership over a Mohammedan empire 
on the pretext that he had tampered with 
the sacred books of Islam, has aroused the 
indignation of the followers of the Prophet 
in all parts of the world, even in Afghanistan 
and tn India. while in Turkey itself it is likely 
to speedily develop into a general rising of 
the Mohammedans against the pregent 
régime on the shores of the Bosporus. 

With regard to the accusation brought by 
the Young Turk party against Abdul Hamid 
of having tampered with the sacred books of 
Isiam, and which was the first and main 
charge, on the strength of which they were 
able to extort the Fetvah from the Sheik- 
ul-Islam, declaring that a monarch gullty of 
such practices was unfit to rule, it relates 
to his Pan-Islamic dreams, and to his preten- 
tions, generally admitted, to the Caliphate— 
that is to say, to spiritual supremacy over the ~ 
entire Moslem world.

Of course the principal issue between the 
various powers when the moment arrives 
for the partition of Turkey will be the dis- 
position of Constantinople, which the great 
Napoleon described as ‘‘the key of the 
world,”’ and the control of the Dardanelles. 
Constituting, as these do, the entrance to the 
Black sea and the sole access to all the sea- 
ports of southern Russia, neither the czar 
nor his people can tolerate their possession 
by any other powWer than the now moribund 
Turkey. Some of Russia’s richest provinces 

‘are in thegsouthern portion of the empire, 
where both the.already developed resources 
and still latent wealth of the country are 
enormous. 

These depend for exploitation upon access 
to the open sea, which can only be obtained 
via the Dardanelles; consequently the Rus- 
sian people, whose one great national dream 
for hundreds of years past has been to se- 
cure possession of Constantinople, and to re- 
store the cross in lieu of the Crescent on the 
Mosque of St. Sophia, will never allow any 
other country to rob them of what they cen- 
sider to be their heritage. Austria, Hungary, 
Roumania, and Bulgaria, who carry on an 
important and ever growing maritime trade 
with foreign nations, via the Danube, the 
Black sea, and the Dardanelles, are equally 
positive that Russia must under no circum- 
stances be in a position of mastery at Con- 
stantinople. Moreover, Austria realizes that 
Salonika, 7 which she has long had de- 
signs, woul be relatively useless to her with 
Russia at Stamboul. 

There is such a large amount of Germans 
capital now invested in Turkish enterpnises, | 
and Germany has such vast interests in the 
Ottoman empire, that Emperor William may 
be relied upon to object in the strongest pos- 
sibje fashion to any other power than Ger- 
many becoming supreme on the shores of 
the Bosphorys. In 1877 Great Britain threat- 
ened instant war upon Russia if the latter'¢ 
victorious army, then within sight of the, 
minarets of Stamboul, advanced a mile be- 
yond San Stefano, or made any attempt to 
take the city, and, although an alliance has ~ 
been negotiated between England and Rus- 
sia, it is doubtful whether tt would withstand . 
the strain of the uproar which would be cre- 
ated in the united kingdom if the czar were 
to take Constantinople 

> 

It is possible that an attempt might be 
made to arrange for the division of the Turk- 
ish empire, and for the disposition of Con- 
stantinople by means of an international 
congress. But it is extremely doubtful 
whether any satisfactory result would be 
obtaimed thereby, owing to the impossibility 
of reconciling the exaggerated pretensions 
of each of the powers with regard to the 
share to which they consider they haves 
long standing right. 

France wants Syria, and Italy Tripoll. 
Servia’s territorial aspirations at the ex 
pense of Turkey are of the most extravagant 
description, and even in little Greece the 
people there are absolutely convinced that 
Constantinople should belong to them rathe? 
than to Russia, on the ground that they are 
the logical heirs of the former Greek em- 
pire of Byzantium, on the shores of the 
Bosphorus. 

That the partition of the Ottoman empire 
can be accomplished without a Europeas 
war is improbable in the extreme. This is 
.thoroughly appreciated in every capital of 
the old world, and goes far to explain the 
feverish: efforts which are being made bY 
all the great powers to place their military 
and naval strength on the most efficient foote 
ing.

N Europe one is fond of speaking of the “ bar- 
barian extravagance” of the Americans. One 
even studies the psychology of this supposed 
extravagance, its causes and effects. Yet 1 
have not been able to find this “ barbarian ex- 
travagance” anywhere. American life, and es- 
pecially the life of the higher classes, gives 
one the impression of being relatively simple. 
Naturally, there are men and women. in 
New York, Philadelphia, and Chicago, just as 
there are such men and women in Paris, Lon- 
don,’and Berlin, who delight in spending their 
money foolishly. It is perhaps even true that 
there are more of that class of men and women 
in America than there are in Europe. But it 
jp equally true that this class of people in America as well as in Bu- 
pope form only an insignificant minority and their folly could not be 
taken for @ normal phenomenon of American life in genera). 

One rarely sees real palaces in America. One of the mansions 
reputed to be among the largest in New York is that of Mr. Vander- 
pitt on Fifth avenue. Yet even this house is far from’ attaining the 
proportions of real palace as we understand that word in Hurope. 


Man’s Mind 


E are gradually and inevitably drawn to the 
conclusion that mind is everything and matter 
but an expression of the universal mind.

OST young men entering business should pre- 
pare for an almost inevitable depression 
which follows the elation natural upon secur- 
ing a first entry into a chosen work. In pro- 
portion as this untried work i@ the ambition 
of the young man, the novice has reason to 
anticipate this mental reaction. In this way 
often the first few weeks of the young mans 
apprenticeship may be the most trying and yet 
the most influential period of his life. 

“Yes, 1 made a mistake in not sticking 
there when I had the chance,” is a typical ex- 
pression of regret that many a man has had to 
make when, later in life, he has been able te 
look back upon an opportunity which he has 

let slip him because of its undervaluation. 

When it is considered that thousands of young men, too, take up 
their life work with no great attraction to it, this problem of prepara- 
tion for the discouragements of the undertaking becomes especially 
momentous. In. the life of most young men prior to entry iuto busi- 
ness, most of their actions have been prompted wholly by the sense 
of enjoyment and pleasure to be found in them. They have culti- 
vated intolerance for the disagreeable facts of life. In the case of 
guch a young man, drawn to an especial work through rosy anticipations 
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The home of Mr. Morgan is much smaller and does not surpass in 
magnitude or luxury many of the beautiful hotels which ‘embellish the 
elegant quarters of Paris and which are inhabited by people who have 
much gmaller fortunes than the great New York banker. Near his 
house Mr. Morgan has built a large librar}?, where he amasses various 
collections of books, manuscripts, and relics which ought to cost a 
great many millions. But this library is not a part of his house; it is 
a sort of a public monument. “ 

Mr. Carnegie has built immense palaces all over America for’ li- 
braries, museums, and schools. Yet for. himself he has reseryed a 
house in New York which a European would consider hardly worthy 
of a mag of such great wealth. = ~ ‘ 

I haye not seen Mr. Rockefeller’s house. But I have seen in Chi- 
cago the house of his daughter who had married a great manufacturer 
of machinery, Mr. MeCormick. Everybody says that the house of 
Mrs. McCormick is much midre beautiful and lavish than her father’s 
mansion; and it is indeed a beautiful house. But it does not surpass 
in luxury the houses of many, Europeans who have not got nearly as 
many millions. . 

Kuropean journals teil frequently almost anbelievable tales of 
American iuxury, of fortunes spent on jewels, on dresses, on flowers, 
They tell of fabulous feasts given, of the caprices of the new Neroes

host visible to our human eyes. We breathe a higher and purer air, 
an air of freedom, of infinite life and power and greatness, unfettered 
by the shackles of our earthly existence. Many of the sons of 
men, in all ages, have caught glimpses of such a higher existence, 
It is open to all of us, and, I believe, destined for all. But its possi- 
bility and prospect need not draw us away from the present phase 
prematurely. Like devotees of chess or football, we descend into the 
arena and consent to be bound for a time by more or less absurd re- 
strictions. We play the game. And that game has always been 
played and will always be played. It is a necessary discipline and 
liberal education. 

Of one thing we may be certain—no universe exists which is en- 
tirely unconnected with this of ours. We know that the fruit of our 
slightest act goes thundering down the ages, that nothing is ever ef- 
faced, that everything is of infinite and eternal consequence. And if 
it leaves a permanent mark on the material universe it will affect 
also all invisible universes. This reflection may give a new zest to 
our present form of existence. To pierce into the innermost recesses 
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on the other side of the Atlantic. Like everynody else, before going to 
America I read these reports with implicit faith in them. Now, how- 
ever, I-confess I have become skeptical and I do not consider these 
journals as reliable sources of information regarding American ex- 
travagance, ‘ . 

In New York, toe example, the luxtiry of jewels is much smaller 
than it is in Paris, and it is, on the other hand, much larger than it 
is in Philadelphia and Roston,g whith are rich cities. 1 can say con- 
fidently that in all the rich houses that I visited in Philadelphia and 
Boston I have seen many books and few jewgls. This may seem 
rather strange, but jt is easily explained} Americans bought in the last 
fhirty years more jewels than Europeans because they had less. Pre- 
cious stones do not wear out quickly_and Europe has been buying 
jewels for at least five centuries. It has therefore numerous quantities 
of them. , > : 

As for the elaborate and luxurious feasts of the Americans which 
the European joarnals described! For three months I have been in- 
vited to luncheons, dinners, and receptions. Everywhere I have found 
elegance, riches, and luxury, but I have not found a single scene of 
extravagance like those I read about in European journals. While [ 
was in New York a millionaire whose name is as well known as that 
of Rockefeller or Morgan gave an elaborate dinner. The papers de- 
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of nature, to mold natural forces to our will, to make life happy and 
glorious for ourselves and our kind, to assert our supremacy over 
disease and death, to conquer and rule this universe in virtue of the 
infinite power within us, such is our task here and now.

The individual suffers and dies 
a million deaths, but his misery“fs but a drop in the ocean of his hap- 
piness. His pain is never infinite. Like all bodily sensations, it has

entails the physical and mental weariness which so easily leaves the 
worker open to the -intrusion of depression. The condition is abso- 
lutely normal, yet often it invites the. abnormal nursing of such a 
feeling until the victim has lost all sense of proportion with reference 
to himself. 

It is accepted everywhere that no organizer worthy of the name 
cares to carry the dissatisfied man upon his pay rolls. He is a poor 
worker. to that extent, but even more he is the figurative wet 
blanket, acting as a deterrent upon others susceptible to his influences, 
Personally, he is in the position of the bored guest at the feast. That 
the grouchy employé appreciates this position is shown in the fact that 
he conceals it jf he can from his superiors. But in the presence of 
those fellow workers in whym he feels he can confide he may become 
an active sower of disaffeciion. 

What is the trouble with this dissatisfied young man? 

Belfeve me, there is no question’ set for solution over which the 
young. man himself may ponder more seriously and sanely. This 
typical young man always is quick to invite the judgment of his 
friends in pointing the way to a business opportunity. So Jong as the 
quest for a place is before him he is likely to be most susceptible to 
advice of friends and acquairtdices. But once in a position In which 
he has soured, he is most likely to seek a friend only that he may 
confide just how impossible the position has become. He is willing 
to explain in detail why he can’t stay where he is while he may be 
ready to accept his friend’s most abstract suggestion as to where else 


something is wrong. To determine just what that, trouble is and 
to correct it as soon as possible is essential. If the young man is 
at fault he cannot discover the truth too soon. If the employer is at 
fault, the change cannot be made too speedily. 

The serious trouble with the young and inexperienced man, how- 
ever, is that nursing his intolerances he may have an exaggerate. 
view of his own hard position which his lack of experience elsewhére 
cannot serve to restore to an equilibrium. What is the true basis of 
the disaffection? Should the young man set himself the task of 
making concessions, here and there? Or should he break with the 
whole situation and leave it? For .these are the practical solutions 
of his difficulties. e 

How easily this inexperienced young man may make a mistake 
in the diagnosis of his case may be illustrated in the lives of thou- 
sands of mengin all walks of life. These men, gray and seamed with 
years, so easily look backward feeling that if they were to live life 
over again they would choose an entirely different occupation to that 
in which often they have .madt worldly success. As fathers, most 
of them have other choice for their sons. These men have gone 
‘through the troubles and trials of. the apprenticeship period only to 
discover late in life that they are dissatisfied. They have friends who 
wonder at the disaffection. Their positions are not-understood. And 
yet it is the stand that presumably has been taken by a ripened judg- 
ment.

gance had its origin not in Europe, but in Amer 
ica, and it is rather proof of American democ- 
racy. This cry about extravagance has been 
raised by Americans wlio have been brought up 
in the spirit of puritanism and democracy and 
could not look indifférently upon any growth of 
luxury whick followed the growth of great riches 
in the last century. The luxury of the rich 
Americans could not appear nearly as great to 
Europeans who have been accustomed to see 
among themselves equal if not greater luxury.

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American Water Color at the Hrt Institute. 


HE water color exhibition is de- 
lightful. Among the 436 pictures 
in the south galleries at the Art 
institute there are exceptionally 
few banalities. and the average 
of quality is surprisingly good. 

Certain exhibiters give an air of distinc- 
tion to the collection—men like Murphy, 
Hopkinson, Hyde, Grant, Clifford Beal, 
Wiles, Gruppe, Eaton, and Browne; women 
like Alice Schille dnd Mrs. Dressler. If the 
average Chicago picture buyers—people of 
moderate incomes who know a charming lit- 
tle thing when they see it—are awake to 
their opportunities a large proportion of 
these pictures will hang on our neighbors’ 
Walls when the show is over. 

The May exhibition is always alluring in 
this way to the modest and discriminating 
ediiector. And this year there are more than

| ART NOTES HERE AND THERE. | 


The beautiful *‘ Judgment of Paris,’’ by 
René Ménard, which has ettracted much at- 
tention at the Carnegie institute exhibition in 
New York, will familiarize many Americans 
with the special manner of this gifted French 
artist, a manner that combines marked gen- 
eralization of form without sacrifice of truth. 

An interesting article in the current num- 
ber of L’ Art et les Artistes gives many of the 
details of his career. 
in 1862 of a straightforward, sterling bour- 
geois family. His father was an art critic 
of serious merit, open minded, and of hal- 
anced judgment. A favorite maxim with 
him was that no one should ever attempt 
anything not in accord with nature. 

René Ménard’s uncle was Louis Ménard, 
author of a famous book on Hellenic poly- 
theism, and the writer of the article, M. 
Louis de Fourcand, declares that whatever 
antique sentiment or illusion is found in the 
talent of the nephew has its source in the 
uncle’s temperament. . 

—~- 

Ménard studied first under Bouguereau in 
the Julian academy, but his style was de- 
veloped outside the schools. His father’s 
serene moderation.and love of the cold truth 
and his uncle's ardor for the glory of ancient 
Greece have cOmbined apparently to produce 
in him his curious union of the real and the 
symbolic. His early themes were borrowed 
from the bible and from Greek legend. Amid 
landscapes inspired by the noble fields and 
forests of the Barbizon neighborhood or the 
slag crowned with oaks of Brittany's wild 
shore he placed his mythical figures, lovely 
in drawing and impressive in their abstract 
quality. 

About 1897 Ménard began a series of pil- 
grimages to the countries of ancient history 
and visited in turn Siclly, Greece, Palestine, 
and Italy. 

Thence he brought the impressions and 
studies which he used to such advantage in 
the pictures of ruined temples exhibited be- 
tween 1898 and 1004. ~~

Kewanee Fighter Makes Short 
Work of Hugo Kelly. 


CHICAGOAN WELL THUMPED. 


Blows Se Severe Italian Is Unconscious 
at Finish. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 15—One minute 
and thirty seconds of a scheduled forty-five 
round contest was sufficient to demonstrate 
that Hugo Kelly of Chicago is no match in 
speed or skill for Billy Papke, the Illinois 
thunderbolt. : 

At the end of this brief period, after half 
a dozen short railies. Papke stood unmarked. 
wiile Kelly lay unconscious in the center of 
the ring. with a deep cut over his right eye 
and his chances for the middleweight cham- 
pionship gone glimmering. 

Faster and stronger than he has appeared 
since his memorable battle with Stanley 
Ketchel at Los Angeles, Papke virtually 
toyed with his opponent. In the several 
clinches he smothered Kelly’s attempts at in- 
fighting and pushed him away, only to land 
stinging rights and lefts that found the 
Italian almost unprotected. 


Finish Comes Early. 

Kelly lost the battle when Papke landed his 
first clean right and leftto thejaw. He went 
to the floor for the count of nine and arose 
without sufficient vitality to resist the finish- 
ing punches, Prior to this Papke had shot a 
terrific left hook to the temple which laid 
open an inch long gash just above Kelly's 
right eye. The blow was the opening wedge. 
Kelly appeared to weaken, and Papke, with- 
out an Ynstant’s hesitation, rushed him tothe 
ropes, shooting lefts and rights Into his mid- 
section. Kelly fell, face downward. and was 
counted out by Timekeeper Hasting. 

As Referee Eddie Smith counted ten Kelly 
struggled to raise himself on his elbow, but 
the effort exhausted his last spark of vitality 
and he lurched back unconscious. His sec- 
onds carried him to his corner in a state of 
unconsciousness, while a hundred spectators 
climbed into the ring to smother Papke with 
congratulations. 

Papke's wonderful speed and strength was 
the feature of the brief contest. His taller 


opponent appeared weak and awkward in

Hats Off to Tommy Ryan. 


Jeff's greatest strides towards cleverness 

were made under the watchful eye of Tommy 
Ryan. And right here, fight fans, take your 
hats off to Tommy, for that little combina- 
tion of French and English blood, who is 
often classed with the Jewish fighters, for 
gome reason—just why I do not know—be- 
yond doubt was the greatest piece of ma- 
¢hinery in the world during his time. 
, One good look at Jeff the first time he met 
him was all that was needed for Tommy to 
see what the big fellow first needed. Jeff 
stood up and stopped most of hie opponent's 
blows with some part of his anatomy. He 
would take a punch to give a punch, and 
always got the better of the trade. 

Tommy showed Jeff that there was such 
a thing as standing in the ring with him 
and staying away from his return blow. 
But Tommy could stand in the ring with 
almost any fighter and manage to land a blow 
and then escape the counter. 

Tommy got Jeff's mind in a fairly recep- 
tive mood for a lesson and then showed him 
the crouch that has protected Jeff from pun- 
ishment more than any other thing that he 
has ever learned. Jeff learned to double his 
head up under his shoulder in such a manner 
that he could protect his jaw at all times 
without thinking about it. 


Hard Task for Johnson. - 


With all his boasted cleverness, Johnson 
would have a hard time to land an effective 
wallop on big Jim's jaw. Burns had a 
crouch, but it was nothing like Jeff's. 

Take the fight Jeff had with Sharkey, To 
this day Jim talks and kids about it. Time 
and again he would trade blows with the 
sailor, and probably the balance of wallops 
were in favor of the latter when the Ifmit 
was reached. Jeff would start haymaker 
‘after haymaker away back of his shoulder, 
and he would come down often after the 
manner of swinging a sleige. The specta- 
tors of the fight will tell you to this day of 
one mighty wallop Jeff started away back 

in the neighborhood of his spinal column 
and let it go at Sharkey. Had it hit Tom 
it would have driven him through the floor. 

Had Jeff known what Ryan taught him the 
night he fought Sharkey the sailor would 
have lasted about as long as the proverbial 
snowball. On that one fight Sharkey’s great 
reputation hinges, and it was all because 
Jeff had not the cleverness. 

Another point in Jeff's development that 
should be credited to Tommy Ryan was the 
improvement in the use of his two hands. 
Jeff always did have a lot of power in his 
blows. but often they did not land right. 
Ryan taught him along those lines and then 
how to cover up, whether retreating or ad- 
vancing towards his opponent. I honestly 
believe that James J. Jeffries acquired more 
ring knowledge than any big man that ever 
a after he had fought two of his greatest 

ghts. 


Sees Jeff the Victor. 


I have come out on several occasions since 
Jeff announced his intention to fight Johnson 
and said that the boilermaker would win. 
In fact, I have been mere pronounced in my 
Predictions than any fight writer in America 
and it is because I know that Jeff, if in any- 
thing like his old shape, will not only be able 
to protect himself against Johnson's attack 
but will be successful in reaching the vulner- 
able points on Johnson's body and face. 

Johnson has no crouch, and he stands up 
and depends upon his shifty and awkward 
cleverness to worry his opponent into open- 
ings. Johnson strikes his blows ip an entire- 
ly different manner than Jeff and Starts many 
of them much like a side arm pitcher. In 
uppercutting alone might Johnson have a 
shade on Jeff. And if Johnson hits Jeff 
effectively at all it will have to be by means 
of the uppercut route. 

While the big negro is playing for Jeff's 
Jaw he will have to take an awful mauling in 
the regions of his solar plexus. And the 
chances are about 10 to 1 that Jeff will land 
his deathlike blow before Johnson knows 
what has happened. 


Boilermaker Is Careful. 


Jeff is always careful, no matter whom he is 
fighting. On the other hand his opponent will 
grow tired and a bit careless when he finds 
that blow after blow directed at Jeff’s head 
and heart do no damage, as they never land 
squarely because of the crouching position 
of the boilermaker. 

Johnson has never shown any wonderful 
Wallop. He may have one stored away in his 
right or left arm some place saving it up 
for thé supreme test of his life. Jeff, it ig 
known, has a punch in either hand and can 
land it, or always hag landed it at least once, 
in every great fight he has ever fought. Of 
course the possibility of Johnson winning 
under these conditions is small. But should 
Jeff be away off in shape and unable through 
his supertiuous weight to fight in the form 
and same manner as he used to, then Johnson 
Would have a good chance to win. 

While Johnson is confident that he can beat 
Jeff, despite the talk-that he will hunt cover 
now that Jeff has spoken, Jim is also con- 
fident and the white man will take greater 
pride In preparing himself than ever before, 
as he realizes the white people of the nation 
look to him to bring back to himself the title 
that he threw away. :

New Haven, Conn., May 15.—Yale beat her 
rival from Cambridge in the annual dual 
games on Yale field this afternoon. The total 
score was, Yale, 55% points; Harvard, 48%. 

Three dual records were broken, and in two 
other events better than record time was 
made, but in one instance the figure was not 
allowed and in the other the time was made 
in a trial heat. Of the three records broken 
the notable one was in the two mile event, 
when H. Jauques of Harvard made the dis- 
tance in 9:464, which Is :6% under the record. 
Cooney of Yale tossed the hammer 150 feet 
10 inches, 6 feet 1 inch farther than Shevlin 
put it in 1904. 

In the 220 yard dash Foster of Harvard 
made the distance in !2135, one-fifth of a sec- 
ond better than the record of Schick of Har- 
vard. A splendid performance was that of 
Howe of Yale in the high hurdles, which he 
took In two-fifths of a. second better than 
F. B. Fox did in 1899, but, unfortunately, in 
making the ninth flight he tipped over @ 
hurdle and the record will not stand. 

Victory hung on tbe result of the thirteenth 
event, the broad jump, for had Harvard 
taken aj! places she would have won, but Kil- 
patrick of Yale won first place by beating 
out Little of Harvard by a singleinch.

It is estimated by President E. S. Osborn 
of the W. P. B. A. that in the neighborhood 
of $100,000 will have been spent on new boats 
in Chicago alone by the time the season Is 
under way. The fleets of the local clubs will 
be augmented by scores of craft represent- 
ing the most approved types of motor boat 
construction. A number of boats are nearing 
completion at Weckler’s yard. W. H. Samp- 
son of the Columbia Yacht club is having 
built a fifty foot raised deck cabin cruiser 
which will be propelled by a thirty horse 
power, four cylinder engine, and Harry 
Young of the same organization will have one 
of practically the same type. 

One of the fastest boats to be seen in local 
waters thie season will be owned by L. W. 
Oekes of the Columbia Yacht club. This 
boat, which soon is to receive the finishing 
touches at Weckler’s, is forty feet in length 
and is equipped with an eight cylinder engine 
of 100 horse power. The contract calls fora 
speed of not less than twenty-five miles an 
hour, but the builders expect the craft will 
be able toe hit a thirty mile clip. Mr. Oakes 
will race his new boat. in all the important 
western contests. 

Another fast boat for the Columbia fleet 
will be placed in commission by Wiley H. 
Lau, who ie having a thirty-two footer bulit 
at Cuthbert’s on the north branch. It will 
be driven by a four cylinder, four cycle en- 
gine, and is expected to make from sixteen to 
eighteen miles an hour. At the same yard 
two other members of the Columbia club are 
having boats built. W. W. Nugent hase fine 
craft that now is ready for service.

| SEE CHANCE FOR MICHIGAN 
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TO RETURN TO CONFERENCE. 


Step by Wolverines, It Is Declared, 
‘Would Not Be Surprise—Up to the 
Students to Decide. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., May 15.—[Special.)}—As 
the close of the last year in which the retro- 
active operatjon of the three year eligibility 
rule and. the time when Graduate Director 
Baird's resignation is to become effective ap- 
proaches talk of Michigan reéntering the 
conference is again heard, and for the first 
time since the question was first agitated 
three years ago student sentiment seems to 
favor a return. 
Nothing defmite has yet been done, and 
it ie probable nothing will be accomplished 
until Phil Bartelme reaches Ann Arbor and 
assumes contro], but prominent undergrad-. 
uates and faculty men who are conversant 
with the situation intimate that e formal ap- 
plication to the “big eight’ for reinetate- 
ment within the next four months would oc- 
casion no surprise. 
About three months ago, shortly after the 
amnouncement of the contract between Mich- 
igan and Minnesota for a two years’ football 
agreement, Prof. George W. Patterson, chair- 
man of the athletic board of control, admit- 
ted the board would like extremely well to 
schedule a series of games with Illinois at 
baseball, and intimated that. Michigan might 
be willing to make whatever reasonable con- 
cessions were necessary in order to bring 
about the meeting. However, the Michigan 
schedule at thet time was practically filled, 
and the matter was dropped, althoagh Prof. 
Patterson intimated that In case student sen- 
timent favored « return to the conference, 
by the close of the present academic year it 
was possible that their wishes would be 
granted by the board of control. 
Bince that time there has been no open ex- 
pression of opinion, but there has been a 
sufficient. undercurrent. to show which way 
the wind is-blowing. -Accordingly, {t . is 
thought the biggest ubstacle to a renewal of 
old ties will be Michigan's pride. The board 
practically has admitted that ifthe initiative 
cauné from dn outside source Michigan would 
be glad to accept an invitation to return 
to the conference, but that it- would be .too 
big a strain on the bio hurig-wead Pride to be 
forced to bow and ask for forgiveness and 
reinetatement.

Heroine of History. 


Princess Gorgo.

So he came to the court of Gongo’s 
father, King Cleomenes, to persuade the king. 

Cleomenes could read easily the character of Aris- 
tagoras and saw that he, was weak and selfish, more 
eager to overthrow the other Greek princes and make 
himself powerful than to check the Persians. When 
Cleomenes refused to lend his aid Aristagoras did some- 
thing which showed plainly that his motives were not 
honest; he tried to bribe Cleomenes. Gorgo, the king's 
little daughter, about § years ol, had been leaning 
against her father’s knee during the interview, and the 
vieltor now asked that she might be sent from the 
room.

Aristagoras would rather have made his offer to the 
king alone, but sinee he could not do that, he spoke 
out doldly and offered the king what would be sbout 
$10,000 in our money if he would give him soldiers.

Much of Lincoln's success was owing to 
his mighty frame, which he developed and 
kept in health by the severest of manual 
labor when a young man. His rugged 
strength enabled him to bear up successfully 
against the eneers and calumnies and criti- 
cisms of his enemies and carry the whole 
responsibility of the war upon his own 
shoulders. 

The greatest of European statesmen were 
built on heroic lines. Bismarck, “‘ the iron 
chancellor,”’ bullt the greatness of the Ger- 
man empire and mapped out the course which 
made the fatherland one of the great world 
powers. 

In England Burke and Sheridan swayed 
the commons by their mighty eloquence. 
Both were big men, whose stentorian voices 
made the old rafters of Irish oak resound to 
their impassioned oratory.

Ancestry Tells Mightily in Career. 

Crab trees don’t produce luscious apples, 
nor do we pluck roses from sloe bushes. 
The eggs of an ordinary hen can be bought 
for 25 cents a dozen; those with a pedigree 
are worth $1 apiece. ZTwo dogs may be of 
the same species, the one takes a prize as a 
perfect specimen of his kind, the other is 
kicked as a cur in the streets. 

Some people are unfortunate in their birth. 
A long line of ancestry, virtuous, cultured, 
and refined, is a factor which tells mightily 
in the career of the offspring. 

We must make an allowance for heredity, 
but often heredity can be counteracted by 


environment. Chiluren of criminals have 


been known to turn out good men, an honor 
themselves and country. Most people 
come into the world with sound bodies, and 
this is the best asset at the beginning. 
Heredity can be controlled, environment 
can be overcome, but the body must be kept 
healthy for action, otherwise it can accom- 
plish little or nothing. It is within the reach 
of almost all to enjoy the blessings of health 
A sound body ts the fruit of sunshine, fresn 
air, curbed appetite, and plenty of exercise. 
It is but the resultant from the dictates of 
reason, a compliance with the laws of God 
and nature. From which it follows that 
men's lives for the most part are in their 
own hands. They can make them sunny and 
serene, useful and successful, or they can 
wreck the creft of life on the rocks of dis- 
sipation and wrong doing and go down be- 
neath the waves of Lethe, leaving the world 
no better than they found it. 


work, and, no matter how much 
risk there is in it, you'll always find 
plenty of fellows ready to take a 
chance. Men who've got to make 
a living for themselves and a family 
aren't particular about running @ 
little risk in doing It. 

“Tt isn't always their own fault, either. 
There are any number of causes likely to 
contribute to an accident. Look at this case 
this morning. Now, Nelson's a pretty likely 
sort of young fellow. So far as I know, he’s 
sober and means well. But he’s a beginner. 
We don’t allow beginners on the platform 
or let them have anything to do about rig- 
ging the scaffold until they've shown that 
they’re careful. A man never is careful 
enough to be safe until he’s been In the game 
long enough and seen enough of its dan- 
gerous side to make him afraid. 

* *Tisn't cowardice that you want, but cau- 
tion. The old fellow seldom hurts himself. 
It's the new ones who introduce the element 
of risk into the game. I thought Nelson was 
safe enough to trust by this time. But I 
guess he isn't. He must have tied a loose 
knot somewhere in his ropes. Well, I'll see 
to it myself now. Ought to have done it in 
thé first place, anyhow.”

Weak Spot Most Significant. 

And with that the painter began to ex- 
amine the tackle to discover just where the 
weak spot was that had yielded enough to 
warn him to scramble back to safety. That 
was the most significant thing to him about 
his way of making a living. 

Sometimes—often—this sixth intuitive 
sense failg the worker in his second of need. 
Then the papers chronicle in small, obscure 
sentences ‘ Another accident to painter.’’ 
But in time, if he lives, he learns. Constant 
vigilance is the price of his existence. There 
is no apparent strain on him. But all the 
while the old timer is watching his ropes, 
his hooks, and his platform with a careful- 
ness learned in the school of bitter expert- 
ence. Caution becomes a second nature to 
him. That is why every once in awhile he 
is able to snatch himself out of the jaws of 
death, as did Thompson, and continues to 
swing, year after year, above earth on his 
narrow scaffold, earning his living by pur- 
suing what is at once one of the worst and 
one of the best trades that the young map 
can follow. 


One thing serves to make the trade of the 
painter a good one to be in. “ There's a 
chance for good money in it.” The ordinary 
painter doesn’t get high wages, but the star 
does, The rough workman makes from $18 
to $24 a week for an eight hour day. The 
high class painter may earn $60. Other 
trades have narrow limitations as to wages. 
In them the journeyman may look forward to 
a certain set scale and to little more. With 
the painter his earning capacity is limited 
only by his ability. For the interior dec- 
orator—the highest grade of painter—be- 
comes an artist and earns an expert's pay. 

* o 


Accidents Not the Only Danger. 

Against opportunity are arrayed half a 
dozen disadvantages which serve to make 
the work anything but favorable. The dan- 
ger from accidents we have seen. This is 
only one of several dangers to which the 
painter is subjected. 

Perhaps it is not the most serious when 
all is said and done. For accidents can be 
guarded against; but nothing that he can 
do can guarantee him immunity from the 
bane of the painter, bodily poison from con- 
tact with the material which he handles 
in his every day work. The throat and the 
stomach are the spots where he is most lia- 
ble to suffer. White lead is unhealthful 
stuff to handle. Few old painters escape 
its injurious effects upon the vocal and di- 
gestive organs, and many men are 80 con- 
stituted that to enter the work is fatal. 
Exposure to chilling winds, that bring cold 
and pneumonia, danger from poison, and 
accidents; these are the things that affect 
the chance to earn “ big money.” 

* You make a living,”’ says the pessimistic 
painter, “ but you kill yourself doing it. The 
trade is overcrowded. There’s no chance in 
it. Stay out if you've got common sense.” 

* You've always got a chance to learn in- 
terloér decorating,’ says the young hopeful. 
“When you've got that down pat you can 
make your sixty per.” 

Both statements are true. differing only 
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through the worker’s point. Many do kill 
themselves earning a living at the trade, 
and it is quite possible to work into the high- 
er branches. 

To begin with, there is the period of ap- 
prenticeship. It last three years, usually 


- begins @t $6 a week, and ende with approxti- 


mately $3 a day. Thetis the painter’s period 
of probation. Before he has undergone a 
three years’ test he will know if he is fitted 
for the work or not. Then he may becomes 
journeyman. As a house painter he can 
earn on an average $22 a week when he has 
work. If he works on signs $24 probably is 
a fair figure for the average workman.

Then there is*the matter of the dul season. 
Spring and summertime are the painter’s 
only harvest times, and lying between these 
seasons is a long period in which jobs are 
scarce and far between. The painter who is 
able to work the year around at his trade is 
the great exception. ‘There are 10,0U0 of him 
in Chicago, and too often he is, forced to be- 
come a member of the great army of out of 
works through no fault of his own. Then 
he has his choice of waiting for another 
chance to work at his trade or of seeking em- 
ployment in other lines. 

During the winter scores of painters find 
work in the wholesale wail paper houses. 
Others join the crowds of the*unskilied and 
contend for a chapce to work at $0 or $10 a 
week. But springtime usually finds them 
looking for a chance to swing up on a hang- 
ing platform and resume their work where 
they left it tn the fall swearing that they

Old Timer Gives Usual Advice. 

“It's a dog's life.” says the old timer. 
“ But after you've been in it this long what 
are you going todo? Would I advise my son 
to begin it? I would not I would break 
his head if ever I saw him mounting a scaf- 
fold.” 

But, just the same, if the son happens to 
have a chance to go to work painting, the 
chances are that he will do it in spite of the 
old man’s opposition. 

“It's good, free work,” says the young 
man. “It doesn’t coop you up in a factory 
or store. You can work all over the coun- 
try, wherever signs are put up or buildings 
built. No. I'll admit that the old timers 
don't seem to have made much money out of 
it. But it certainly does’ sult me—being 
young.” ‘ 

And there you are. It isn’t an idéal way 
making a living. But nothing is that. The 
painter and his job maintain about the same 
relations as the average worker and his 
employment. He doesn't like it, but he stays 
with it only because he can’t do better, ang

Eye Sign Proves Puzzle. 

‘As an ad for an occulist there was a large 
eye—now seemingly gone biind—which was 
wont to wink solemnly and at regular inter- 
yais at the passers by. A better eye sign, and 
almost as simple, is one with few lights but 
go confusing in its simplicity that at first 
one stops and tries to work it out as one 
would a puzzle. 

First appear two white lights set on the 
end of two revolving arms, resembling a 
dumbbell. These two arms revolve in the 
game direction. Then out pop two red lights, 
giso set on the end of revolving arms. Thus 
far the movement is easy to follow. But 
then one of the red lights goes out and the 
arms of the red light and the two white ones 
revolve in different directions. On comes the 
ether red light again and the confusion is 
greater. First one thinks that the red and

The easterners en- 
thused over the grandeur of the mountains 
and of the great expanse of waste country. 

“Never mind about those things,”’ said 
the western man. ‘“ ’'ve something to show 
you that will make your eyes stand out. You 
just wait until we reach Cheechaukee and 
then you'll see what you'll see.”’ 

They waited until they reached Cheechau-

Lack Due to Taste. 

The all knowing New Yorker who visits 
Chicago makes invidious comparisons be- 
tween the electric signs on Broadway and on 
State street. He doesn’t know. however. 
that the lack of lights on this street is due 
to the esthetic teste of the more cultured 
west. Some months ago an agitation was 
started by the State street merchants upon 
whose artistic eyes these glaring lights grat- 
e@ to have the signs which extended over 
that thoroughfore removed. On behalf of 
the State Street Merchants’ association an 
agreement was made with the commissioner 
of public works that all signs which ex- 
tenced over the street and thus marred its 
beauty and endangered pedestrians should be 
removed. Fiat signs against the buildings, 
however, were permitted to remain. 

An enterprising jeweler soon after put tp 
a clock with his name on it in large letters.

Walk down a streetin 
the loop district where the city lights flourish 
alone and the lighting Ie inadequate. Then 
pass to a street where the @lectric sign is in 
evidence, and the effect is like noonday. 
Streets like Madison, Randolph, and Halsted 
on the west side have an air of life and even 
gayety lacking in the streets devoid of such 
lighting. And the city gets the benefit. 


} Beware of Torn Currency; 


It May Be Hard to Redeem. 


By John Franklin. 


N the hands of John Doe or of Richard Roe 
any mutilated note of legal tender in the 
United States is redeemable at its face 
value, provided a clear three-fifths of its 
physical surface be presented at the re- 

demption window of the United States treas- 
ury department. 

Doe or Roe may have to Submit to a little 
questioning, perhaps, as to how he got it or 
how the accident happened, lopping off that 
other two-fifths. But if he doesn't stammer 
and choke, or attempt a clean cut forit, he'll 
get the full value of the mutilated bill. 

By inference, then, neither Roe nor Doe 
may expect anything doing if he shall present 
less than the prescribed three-fifths of the 
piece of currency. But the national govern- 
ment, still liberally disposed toward Roe and 
Doe, will accept a fragment that may be less 
than three-fifths, but clearly more than two- 
fifths of the original note, paying just half 
the value of the original bill, however, as 
penaity for the accident. 

. 
Must Establish Good Character. 

In the case of James Brown Smith, Esq., 
known and respected in his home city, he may 
recover the full value of his note thatis under 
two-lifths measure, provided he will appear 
before an officer of the law qualified to ad- 
minister oaths and make affidavit as totime, 
Manner, and place in which the mutilation 
Was accomplished. This affidavit will be at- 
tesied by the official seal of the officer, who 
also must be prepared to attest in like man- 
ber the good character of the affiant. Ex- 
cept in the above instances insufficient por- 
tions of a note or notes are returned to the 
person presenting them for redemption. Pa- 
per currency which has been destroyed, to- 
tally, is not redeemable under any circum- 
Stances. 

At. the window of Cashier Russell in the 


Chicago subtreasury the other day a small 
messenger from a South Clark street house 
laid down two ends of two $10 bills, with the 
explanation that his employer would like to 
have them redeemed. In explanation the boy 
said that a woman had come intoa store with 
a $10 bill and a customer had grabbed for 
the money, leaving the two ends in her hand 
and carrying away the middle of the note. 
The two ends would have constituted a prob- 
able two-fifths of a single note—but unfortu- 
nately for the small messenger's story, they 
were the same right hand ends of two sepa- 
rate kinds of currency 

Which recalled to Cashier Russell the time 
that three men came in with a delegated 
spokesman holding three split bills. torn al- 
most exactly down thg middle for their full 
a: The story of the spokesman was that 
ome one had snatched at the bills in the 
spokesman’s hands and escaped with the 
remnants.

It Was 
not satisfactory and fite men with six halves 
of three notes of national currency went to 
the cellroom at Harrison street station. 

Beware of torn currency in general. A 
bank ought not to pay it out to you for the 
reason that the government is so willing to 
exchange new currency for it. And if you 
have torn it accidentally yourself, you ought 
to save the pieces and go to the subtreasury 
to effect the redemption.

No, this odd man of the ledger is certainly not guilty when it comes to an indictment 
on the, score of shiftlessness. His whole place smiles up at you in all the glad brightness 


of a clean, wholesome-faced child. 


If there’s anything better to look at than this little place of theirs it’s the inside of it 
at night, with Mr. Bookkeeper and his wife sitting beside the reading tuble, the soft light 
of the red-shaded lamp rosily flushing their faces as he reads aloud while she sews. To 
catch a glimpse of them through the unshaded window is enough to make a seasoned 
bachelor sick with jealousy—they look so cozy and comfortable and so radiantly content 


with the world—on fifteen dollars a week! 


One day the bookkeeper took me into his confidence. 


“You see, it’s this way,” he explained, as he scoured his spade. “I was always am- 
bitious to get the most out of life. If I hadn’t been I’d be doing manual work of some sort, 
for all my people were laborers. But I worked hard in school and fitted myself to become 
a bookkeeper. Then I met Mary and we were married. My position only paid ten dollars 
then, and I said to Mary, ‘We must have more money; we must get on!’ 


“And what do you think Mary said? Just this, ‘Are they the same thing, Frank?’ 
That set me to thinking—the hardest thinking I’ve ever done! At first I felt that there was 
only one answer to her question; of course they were one and the same. Wasn’t the whole 
world rushing and scrambling and fighting to get more money, and didn’t everybody say of 


the man who got more money, ‘He’s getting on?’ 


“Then Mary and I began to talk it over. She said that of course I could get money 
if I went out after it as other men do. ‘But,’ she said, ‘money is worth only what it will get 
How funny it is that mren don’t seem to understand this. 
willing to do’ and to give up for money, and then more money, look to me mostly like bad 
bargains.

He is at first acquainted with 
the doctor through companies’ physicians 
and hospitals. Later he learns how to find’ 
the physician himself.

Manner of Living Responsible. 

“But industry alone would not make the 
Slav immigrant the most lucrative patient tn 
the physician's office or the most desirable 
customer in the drug store. His manner of liv- 
ing is responsible for a great many of his 
visits to physicians. Stale bread and decom- 
posed meat in his stumach and scant clothing 
and damp rooms on the outside of his body 
soon bring him around to the physician’s of- 
fice with internal troubles. It is not only 
from crushed arms. broken Iimbs, or blood 
poison that the Slav immigrant suffers. He 
suffers also from chronic stomach diseases, 
from chronic rheumatism, and from a thou- 
sand other little ailments or complications of 
diseases which cannot be grouped and clas- 
sified. 

“However, when a Stav worker having 
such a more or less chronic disease is cured 
he is the most grateful than on earth. Not

New Forester to Make the City Beautiful. 


O teach the citizens of Chicago why they 
should plant trees, and to teach them 
how to do it. 

To encourage, direct, and regulate the 
efforts of those who seek to beautify 
the city through the/preservation and culture 
of shade and ornamental trees in the streets 
and public places/y 
This. briefly. is the mission of the new city 
forester, Jacob H. Prest. when he assumes 
the duties of his office. The task will 
not be easy or short. It will be educational! 
work ofa difficult orfer. But with its coming 
will come a beginning in deep, dead earnest 
of the campaign for the city beautiful, 
Beauty Chicago certainly needs: trees cer- 
tainly lend to a city’s beauty as nothing else; 
and trees, plenty of trees ‘of the right kind 
properly planted and cared for, will be the 
slogan of the newly created department. 
“The public doesn't know the value of 
trees in the city.’ gays Ald. A. W. Beilfuss, 
who as chairman ofithe special park commis- 
sion is one of those most deeply Interested in 
the new movement! ‘* When it does, when 
the importance both from a practical and 
esthetic standpoint of a scientific and artistic 
system of tree culture fully is appreciated, 
Chicago will become a city of trees, its popu- 
lace rejoicing in the manifold advantages of 
this feature of municipal! beauty.” 
: 


Must First Educate Public. 


“Tt will be the work of this department, 
first of all,’ says Mr. Prost, the forester, “ to 
educate the public up to these advantages. 
The field is large and the opportunity for im- 
provement great. First of all we need a sur- 
vey of tree conditions as they exist at present 
in Chicago. Then @ systematic campaign to 
improve upon the present systemless mode of 
planting trees. The result should be that 
Chicago will take first rank among the cities 
where trees are cultivated and loved.” 

There is no question of the largeness and 
opportunities of the local field. Chicago has 
lots of trees. A tree census of the city would 
be surprising in its total figures. But Chi- 
cago’s tree “ farming "’ has been done on the 
system, or rather lack of it, of the old fash- 
ioned, unscientific farmer who plants the seed 
easiest to get and lets things grow about as 
they please. The uniformity of Chicago's 
tree system is remarkable chiefly for its ab- 
sence. Trees and buildings in the city runa 
close race for variety in style and location. 
The effect is what ig to be expected and what 
is achieved. 

“Where are your great avenues with a 
vista of shade trees?’’ queries the visitor 
from foreign parts. ‘‘ With your splendid 
distances, your grand, long streets, your open 
spaces, your opportunities are boundless. 
Where are your trees?” 

* * 

Uniformity in Planting Disregarded. 

And echo angwers: ‘ Where, indeed?’ 

Like the splendid bulldings of the city, 
their cumulative effect is lost through hope- 
less scattering and diversity. Treesin plenty 
there are sure enough. But thet beautify! 
feature of more fortunate capitale of the 
world, tree lined streets reaching before one 
as far as the eyesican see, is missing. The 
Chicagoan has planted as he has builded, 
without regard to the work of his neighbor 
or the first principles of street effects, which 
is uniformity. There has been no regulation, 
no instruction, ne encouragement. Now 
things are to be different. 

With the creation of a department of city 
forestry the council passed an ordinance 
covering the plantiog, culture, and care from 
Ato Z. No longer may the careless property 
owner plant before his lot a bunch of trees 
that will spoil an otherwise beautiful street. 

“The special pack commission shall have 
full power and authority over all _ trees, 
planta, and shrubs planted and to be planted 
in the streets and public highways Of the 
city of Chicago, including the right to plant 
new trees and to care for the sarne—to super- 

regulate, and encourage the preserva-

tion, culture. and planting of trees—to direct 
the time and method of trimming the same— 
to advise without charge owners and occu- 
pants of lots regarding the kind of trees, 
plants, or shrubbery, and the method of 
planting best adapted to, or most desirable 
on particular streets—and to take such meas- 
ures as may be deemed necessary for the 
controd and extermination of insects and 
other pests and plant diseases which may 
injuriously affect trees, plants, and shrubs 
that are now growing or hereafter may be 
growing in the streets or public highways of 
the city of Chicago. 

. 

Planting Tree Requires Permit. 

*‘No tree shall be planted in any street or 
public highway of the city of Chicago at a 
distance of less than twenty-five feet from 
any other tree standing in the same street, 
except by written permit from the city for- 
ester, or at a distance of less than two feet 
from the established sidewalk line of said 
street. 

‘‘No shade or ornamental. tree, plant, or 
shrub shall be planted In any of the streets 
or public highways of the city of Chicago 
until the city forester shall have first ap- 
proved the kind or variety thereof and des- 
ignated therefor and granted a permit for 
the planting of the same. 

‘No person shall, without written permit 
of the city forester, remove, destroy, break, 
cut, deface, trim, or in any way injure or 
interfere with any tree. plant, or shrub that is 
now or hereafter may be growing in any 
street or public highway of the city of Chi- 
cago.” . 

These items in the new ordinance the prop- 
erty owner will have to bear in mind when 
he prepares to plant his trees. They are 
prepared with a view to obtaining through 
supervision by the city forester uniform tree 
effects on all streets... 

- 


Ample Safeguards Provided. 

To guard the trees of the present and those 
to be planted in the future ample provision 
has been made. The ways in which a tree 
may be hurt and killed are many and varied. 
The enforcement of the new law will provide 
protection for the treeg and punishment for 
offenders. 

** No person shall hitch or fasten any horse 
or other anima! to any tree or shrub, or to 
any device intended to protect the same, or 
cause or permit any animal to stand or be 
near enough to any tree, plant, or shrub, to 
bite or rub again, or in any manner injure or. 
deface the same. Nor shall any person at- 
tach or place any rope, wire, sign, poster, 
handbill, or other thing on any tree, or any 
guard or protection of the same; nor shal) 
any person deposit or throw upon any street. 
alley, or public highway, or into any gutter 
thereof, any salt or salt water, or deposit in 
any such gutter any receptacle containing 
salt or salt water.” 

That takes care of the careless teamster 
and housewife. For the larger offenders, 
corporations which are moved to carry on 
business without regard for the welfare of 
trees along the street, there is epecial and 
ample provision. Gas pipes Which buret and 
kill the roots of a tree, electric wires which, 
with the insulation worn . May prove 
fata] to the ee. me kdep hands off. 


Violation Subject to Fines. 

No one without a written permit from the 
forester must place or maintain upon the. 
ground any stone, cement, or other material 
which will impede the free passage of water \ 
and air to the roots of any tree. And in the 
erection, alteration, or repair of buildings 
the owners shall place or cause to be placed 
about all nearby trees such guards as are 
necessary ¢o their protection from injury. 

“any person who violates any of the pro-

visions of this ordinance shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than $5 nor more than 
$100 for each offense. It shall be the duty 
of the city forester to see that the provisions 
of the ordinance are obeyed.” 

“But diplomacy will govern the work of 
the department,’ says Ald, Beilfuss. ‘“ The 
authority of the commission is broad and 
complete, but the tree planter will be han- 
dled in a way to make him see that it is to his 
advantage to fall into line with the plans of 
the movement.”’ 

Why he should plant trees. Which kind 
he should plant. How and where to plant. 
To spread this information will be the first 
efforts of the forestry department.

Tree Real Health Giver. 


“The value of the tree as a health giver 
never has been appreciated in Chicago,”’ is 
Mr. Prost’s first statement in his plans. *‘Par- 
ticularly in a locality where the atmosphere 
is apt to be smoky and impure is the tree 
worth while. Through its leaves it absorbs 
the carbonic gases and smoke, retains the 
carbon and other injurious matters, and gives 
off in surprising quantities health giving oxy- 
gen. It is an oxygen producer. It cools the 
atmosphere, and with its absorption of mois- 
ture vapor tends to give to the air the clear 
effect, which is one of the chief charms of 
life in the country. In fact, extensive tree 
planting is bringing one of the most desirable 
features of country life right into the heart 
of the city, and the benefits, especially in the 
unfortunate crowded districts, are inestima- 
ble. The planting of trees is work that will 
be blessed by the generations to come. 

‘‘The kinds and varieties of trees that 
should be planted vary with the conditions 
as they’ exist in various parts of the city. 
There are only three kinds to be condemned 
and which should not be planted at all—the 
cottonwood, the willow, and the box elder. 
For narrow streets, where the spread of 
branches and roots necessarily will be limited 
the poplar or ash is to be recommended, 
while on broad streets, where there is no re- 
striction above or below ground, the wide 
spreading elm and maple are the trees to

Yet so 

dominant is the plains feature locally that 

the mountain ranges, bold and lofty as they 

often are, rise sharply from tne level expanse 
as do volcanic isles out of the sea. 

Bo characteristic is this aspect that in the 
Bouth African deserts it is appropriately 
denominated the “ inselgeberglandechaft,’’ 
or island mountain formations. Dr. Keyes 
thinks deserts worthy of more attention than 
they receive. 

The chief feature of desert regions like 
western United States and Mexico is the in- 
terrupted plain rising about 5,000 to 7,000 feet 
above the sea. Out of it the desert mountains 
ascend to similar heights. Four-fifths are 
plain, one-fifth highland. The vastness and 
evenness of the intermountain plains puzzle 
the scientists and the laymen alike. They 
@re supposed usually to be the arid relic of 
long ago lakes. 

Another remarkable feature of the deserts 
fs the complete isolation of the mountains. 
in most parts of the world there is more or 
less relationship between neighboring moun- 
tains which often are united by foothills. Not 
go in the deserts.

To become an expert in hairdressing re-. 
quires more time. But here, too, one-can 
make a simple beginning. A few lessons in 
shampooing, the reading of the latest books, 
and having the hair dressed several times 


‘would put a clever girt in the possession of 


sufficient knowledge so she could earn some- 
thing. She should frankly state to her pros- 
pective customer what services she can 
render and could make charges accordingly. 

The outfit required for manicuring is two 
pairs of curved scissors, one pair fine and 
slender, the other pair shorter and heavier, 
a fine, flexible file, some orangewood sticks, 
some antiseptic cotton, emery boards, polish- 
er, a box of tinted polishing cream, and a 
box of polishing powder, a bottle of iemon 
juice for bleaching the nails, « nailbrush; a 
jar of cream for softening the nails, a bot- 
tle of toilet water, a smal) bottle of peroxide, 
and a little talcum powder. 

To manicure the nails, place the customer 
on one side of a small table just high enough 
for her arms to rest on comfortably, a little 
cushion or a bath towel folded several times 
to act as a pillow or rest for the arm. The 
operator sits facing the patron on the oppo- 
site side of the table. 

Fill a smal! hand basin with warm soapsuds 
and soak theréin the endsof the customer's 
fingers until the nails are thoroughly soft- 
ened; then file them smooth until they are 
no longer than the fleshy ends of the fingers, 
taking care to keep them a perfect almond 
shape by filing them down at the sides. Wet 
the orangewood stick in the suds, which is 
made by dissolving liquid soap in the warm 
water, to soften it slightly, and pass It ¢are- 
fully between the nail and the cuticle at 
the base, pushing down and away from the 
nail until it is thoroughly separated and the 
crescent at the base of the nail shows plainly. 
Rub the cuticle gently with the stick, around 
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In hairdressing the outfit required ts « 
comb, with large, heavy, wide teeth, another 
finer one, a etiff bristle brush. a smal} brush 
for applying the shampoo mixture, an fron 
for waving. an alcohol stove for heating 
iron, a smaller iron for curling the shorter 
hairs, and abundance of all sized hairpins, 
especially invisible ones, a bottle of alcohol, 
and the shampooing preparations. A small 
bath spray to thoroughly rinse the hair is also 
necessary. 


When shampooing, let the customer occupy 
a low seat, without a back if possible, so 
nothing will interfere with the handling of 
the hair. Put one or two towels around her 
neck and tuck well in. Put a towel roll on 
the edge of the basin for her to rest her head 
on. Let down the hair and brush it gently 
until it all lies straight down and is free from 
knots and snarls. Rub the shampoo mixture 
in carefully, separating the hair into strands 
for this purpose, until every portion -- the 
head has had a thorough application. Then 
rub the entire head gently but thoroughly 
until every particle of dirt and dandruff has 
been loosened and the scalp completely mas- 
saged. 

Have the customer then lay her head on 
the towel pillow and the scalp and hair must 
be thoroughly washed and rinsed. At least 
ten minutes must be given to the rinsing as 
the greatest point in a successful shampoo 
is getting the soap all out. If a white sedi- 
ment clings to the comb you may be sure the 
soap is not al! out. 

The hair should be first separated into 
strands and dried with the towel and later 
with a fan. After the hair is dry it should be 
brushed for at least five minutes.

Foreign Colonies the Explanation. 


Yet nothing extraordinary has happened. . 


Chicago, ‘the most wonderful city in the 
world,’’ has not receded to the epoch when 
“the whole earth was of one language and 
of one speech.’’

Suffering and Humiliation Saved. 


** It is, of course, gratifying to see a profes- 
sional man land among his own claes of peo- 
ple immediately upon his coming to Amer- 
ica,”’ said a prominent foreigner. “ It saves 
one a great deal of suffering and humiliation 
in the beginning of one’s career in America. 
But it frequently is followed by distressing 
results. Thus, the pharmacist or nurse who 
settles down to his or her profession from the 
first among his people does not get a chance 
to become Americanized and to learn the 
English language as quickly as did the first 
comers who had to labor and to wait. 

‘‘ They are better off in the first year or two 
of their stay in Chicago. But they are in- 
jured for the rest of their days. Once they 
get their start in a foreign colony and do 
not become Americanized in the first few 
years of their American life and experiences 
they will most likely have to remain in that 
colony or among their own nationality gen- 
erally the rest of their days. They are thus 
limited to a certain class of people, to a cer- 
tain territory, and have not the opportunity 
or the chance to try their luck elsewhere.’”’ 

Not only in certain professions but in 
business, too, has the want of knowledge of 
the English language ceased to be a bar to 
success. In the foreign colonies one fre- 
quently finds men who came to this country 
and immediately started a business, small, to 
be sure, with thé money they brought with 
them from the old world. These are men 
whose children and relatives have all emi- 
grated to America.

Over on the great west side of Chicago ts 
@ cigar factory which through thirty years 
of growth is far short of the possibilities 
which its proprietors hope for it.

“letting well enough alone,” waiting for 


fhe same honest opportunity in the future 
which has invited them and encouraged them 
in the past. 

It was in 1879 that the two proprietors were 
cigar makers, working at the bench for $14 
or$ija week. One day they had about $300 
between them and dreamed of a partnership 
business But $300 will not buy much 
Havana tobacco suitable for a 10 or 15 cent 
cigar of the first class. Each of the men 
had families, and they decided to begin 
manufacturing cigars at home, nights, Sun- 
days, and holidays, with a view to increasing

ter of a meal of well cooked food properly 
served. These two men had ambitions to 
make only a standard cigar of merit virtually 
to sell itself. Only when they had made such 
a cigar did they have a cigar to sell. 

Im the rst six months of extra time at 
home they found time for about 1,000 cigars 
up to their standard. Friends told friends of 
these cigars, but no pressure of demand ever 
induced the beginners to substitute Havana 
stock below specifications or led them into 
hurried work turning out the manufacture. 
One day when they had $1,500 capital they 


.auit the work bench and opened a small 


factory for themselves. 

This was the beginning. After thirty years 
of progress along this line of good business 
these men are working up 150,000 pounds of 
Havana tobacco every year. Last year they 
turned out 5,500,000 cigars, largely of two 
brands. There are 110 cigarmakers on the 
pay roll and fifty other employés are strip- 
ping tobacco and preparing it for the skilled 
workmen. I was shown the books of the 
house showing countless purchases of tobac- 
co stock at $250, $300, $350, and even $400 for 
bales of tobacco weighing an average of only 
ninety pounds. Twenty thousand dollars’ 
worth of tobacco on one purchasing trip for 
the shop is not a large item, to say nothing 
of the tobacco held over, year after year, for 
fear of a short crop on the island.

Quality Always Kept in Mind. 


But after all these years, and with a bust- 
ness developed to such magnitude as these 
figures indicate, the house discovers that it 
must let thousands of dollars of prospective 
business wait upon the ability of the factory 
to produce the goods. Two years ago, when 
the proprietors were just ready to branch 
out, to meet this vast demand, the tobacco 
crop in Cuba went short because of rain. Not 
only this, but in the curing processes it mold- 
ed and was so much below standard that such 
of it as could be procured had to be mixed 
with reserve stock which had been held over. 
Last year, with a normal crop on the island, 
the two men found themselves obliged to 
abide by a hampering lease on the property 
in West Madison street. ’ 

Week after week, today, the house files its 
written and telephoned orders in the posi- 
tion of first come, first serve, denying new 
customers in behalf of the old who have been 
with them for years. One of the partners is 
the ostensible “ salesman "’ for the business. 
most of the time with nothing in hand to 
sell. 

No sanitary inspector feels called upon to 
enter that particular shop to discover if the 
health laws are violated. Men at the bench 
turning out the select manufactures are paid 
$25 to $37 a thousand, merely for the making. 
Two hundred and fifty of these finished ci- 
gars a day constitute a day’s work. No 


- workman is harried into trying to do more. 


More could be sold every day, but in their 
wisdom the proprietors have been waiting, 
and they are willing stillto wait. Harly suc- 
cess with them simply has impressed its 
obligations upon them.

Wisdom Not Seen by All. 


But to the unwise this waiting is not un- 
derstood. One of the proprietors, speaking 
for the business which ha# grown up in these 
thirty years, recalls the occasion not long 
ago when a high salaried salesman for a big 
mercantile house picked up a conversation 
with him, on atrain. The salesman was in- 
tolerant of such a situation in the business 
man. 

“ Say,”’ exclaimed the salesman, ‘“‘ if I had 
a snap like that I tell you I'd go right in and 
make a killing!”

$1 & 1.25 Dress Suitings at 55¢ 


nama cloth 
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HE girl or woman of today who can make 
her own clothes has a distinct advantage 
over the woman who either has to buy 
everything ready made or pay a dress- 
maker or seamstress for doing the work. 
One can hardly have too many clothes in 
summer, and no wash material for the 
dresses need cost over 25 cents a yard, 

and the majority of materials can be bought for from 
12% cents to 15 or.20 cents a yard. In nearly every 
case ten yards will be found to be sufficient, and in 
many instances eight yards will be enough. 

Lace of various kinds, braiding, or embroidery in 
gome form are all popular styles of decoration—the 
most of the elaboration being expended on the waist 
and sleeves. If lace is to be used there is hardly a 
month in the year now when decided bargains cannot 
be found, and if the other forms of trimming are to be 
the choice most wemeén will manage to find thé time 
to do the work themselves. Consequently much figuring 
will not be necessary to prove that the actual money 
spent on each dress is decidedly a small sum. 

Materials, even among the inexpensive qualities, 
are finer and softer in finish than ever before, and the 
range of colors and designs is almost endless. For 
guits there are the Indian head cottons, in white and 
a good variety of colors, mercerized cotton poplins, gala- 
tea; and other cloths; and for other purposes there are 
percales, ginghams, madras percales, lawns, muslins, 
cotton crépes or voiles, and one might continue almost 
indefinitely. Mention must be made of the chiffon cot- 
tons, sheer and soft as silk, dotted swisses, the cotton 
directoire cloths, which come in all the fashionable 
shades—the most fashidnable of which are smoke and 
taupe shades, greens, both on the olive and myrtle 
shades, blues, and pinks; all these, even in the wash 
materials, looking as if they had been smoked or dusted 
over. 

* * ' 

As the majority of the season’s models show the 
one piece frock in some form—on the princess or em- 
pire order, with a waist line at least slightly raised— 
the question naturally suggested itself as to what was 
to be done in the way of skirts. The usual lingerie pet- 
ticoats, with a separate corset cover or chemise, seems 
out of the question for some of the dresses, and the 
best thing will be to use a pattern.of a princess slip— 
combining petticoat and corset cover—and make as 
many as necessary out of lawn or muslin. 

This will cost less and be better than a silk which 
washes, for the latter will turn yellow with the neces- 
sary laundering. Of course, under the morning dresses 
of percale and gingham, the perfect fitting wash petti- 
coats can be worn. In making these princess slips it 
will be absolutely necessary to thoroughly shrink the 
material before cutting into it at all. 

Three different style suits are shown on this page, 
all of them suitable for wash materials. The first one 
ig made of 15 cent percale in a emall black and white 
check. The skirt is a nine gored, with an easy fitting 
habit back and there is a plait let In each seam at grad- 
vated distances, beginning twenty inches down from the 
waist line on the front gore, eighteen and one-half 
inches down ory/i™ first side gores, and so on, making 
@ difference of¢ na one-haif inches in the distance 
down from the’ Wi. >on each seam. The coat in the 
back is cut without & ¢€ middle back seam, but instead 
there is one from the -hiddle of each shoulder. Across 
the back at the bottom fhe coat takes a rounding, 
pointed shape, and the lines in the front will not be 
dificult to copy. 

Seams of these unlined coats may be finished In one 
of two ways: A half inch seam is allowed, the stitch- 


ing of the seams is done, the raw edges of the seam are 
bound together with the binding ribBon, then the seam 
is turned towards the front, basted in position, and a 
row of stitching is put in, three-eighths of an inch from 
the first stitching of the seam. The other way is to 
make what is really a felled seam, three-eighths of an 
inch wide, when finished. The brai@ing is done in the 
cotton soutache, and the fancy vest is of red and white 
checked linen. This is undoubtedly a striking suit, and 
many will not care for it. But where one has several 
it would not be out of place to have one suit which is 
® little unusual, and if well made it will be good 
looking. 

The second suit is made of poplin in a metal gray, 
the skirt is cut from a circular, gored pattern—five 
gores—and ig untrimmed, but instead of being finished 
at the waist line it goes up over th@ shoulders in a 
jumper effect. The plain coat is one of the season's 
best models, and it should not be difficult to find a pat- 
tern the general lines of which will conform to those 
of this coat. The collar has a facing of black satin 
and the buttons are jet and are made with a shank. 
There should be buttonholes made in one side of the 
front, and eyelets on the other side to put the buttons 
through. 

The third suit is of white linen, or Indian head may 
be substituted, and is made princess fashion. The 
panel front is soutached in a simple design and there 
are insertionlike panels df coarse white net set in. The 
sides and back are plain, excepting for the net insertion, 
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with the braiding on either side, which ig set on nine 
inches up from the bottom. The waist line across the 
sides and back is slightly raised, and the sleeves are 
long and close fitting, and the upper parts are braided, 
and a shallow cuff of the net is let In underneath at the 
‘lower edge. The coat is. long and fits easily, and the 
game idea of decoration is used there as on the dress. 
A removable chemisette of tucked net is worn with 
the dress. 

A simple and pretty dress is made of percale in 
pink, with dots shading on an old rose. The front gives 
the princess effect, going, as’ it does, from the yoke line 
to the bottom of the skirt In an unbroken line. The 
balance of the skirt is cut in six gores, which come to 
the natural waist line. The seams of the gores are 
covered by narrow, stitched bands of the percale The 
back of the waist is cut plain without any seams, and 
the Gress buttons up the back, from the collar to the 
bottom of the placket. A pretty and unusual feature 
are the two narrow belts, each one an inch wide and 
starting where the front gore ends. These are held in 
position by small pearl buttons. The long sleeves are 
on the order of the leg 0’ mutton. The neck is cut 
out in @ small square, and a detachable guimpe of 
tucked batiste is worn. n 

One of the most practical morning dresses is the 
model shown, buttoning from neck to hem. Skirt and 
waist dre made separately and then put In to the same 
band. A nine gored pattern is a good one to use for 
the skirt, and it can have an inverted plait each side 
of the middle back seam, or it can be made with a habit 
back. The opening can either be in the middle of the 
front or where the front gore joins the first side gore— 
the opening in the waist matching that in the skirt. 

Make the waist with a perfectly plain back, with 
slight fullness at the waist line, and the fronts should 
be plain alsd, except for one or more plaits on the 
shoulder seam at the armhole end. Buttonholes should 
be made on the left side of the front, and eyelets on 
the right side. Pearl buttons one-half inch in diameter 
and made with a shank will be pretty, and while they: 
are an expensive item when 80 many have to be bought, 
these same buttons can in this way be made to do duty 


for severa) dresses.

The sleeves are simple shirt waist sleeves and are 
put into a two and one-half inch cuff, which ends in a 
point on the upper side. Work a buttonhole in this 
point and an eyelet in the proper place on the under 
side, and use a pearl button to fasten with. 

A gingham in dull blue and white is simply and 
prettily made. There is a five gored skirt with a 
slightly raised waist line made plain excepting for the 
inch wide band of lace which starts from the shoulder 
seams on the waist at the neck and goes down the skirt, 
outlining the front breadth until it gets to within eleven 
inches of the bottom. There it turns off and is put 
around the skirt eleven inches from the bottom the 
entire way around. 

A pretty little frock for afternoon wear is made 
of willow green linen. The skirt is made from a five 
gored circular pattern, and is entirely untrimmed. It 
has a slightly raised waist line and the opening is on 
the left of the front and is invisible. The IHttle 
jumper waist is plain in the back, and in the front the 
fullness which would naturally come at the bottom of 
the waist is taken out by means of two plaits, whose 
lines should be easy to follow from the illustration. 

As can easily be seen, the jumper itself does not 
reach over the shoulders, but & piece of white linen, 
which reaches two inches either side of the shoulder, is 
set on and apparently held in place by buttons. These 
straps or shoulder pieces of white linen are quite cov- 
ered with a design in embroidery—an idea which will 
give the girl who is fond of these dainty touches a 
chance to do some beautiful hand work. It would be a 
good idea to have two under blouses to wear with this 
dressa—one of white batiste, simply tucked, and the 
second of one of the new nets, matching, if possible, 
the shade of the dress. Dull red, the Chinese blue, or 
the dull shade, or a delicate shade of lavender would, 
any of them, be pretty for a dress of this character.

Long, two piece sleeves are so much worn and are 
such hard propositions for women who do not clearly 
understand putting them together that a few sugges- 
tions about the work may not come amiss. 

It is necessary that the pattern be right, In the first 
place, and where a foundation pattern is to be used as 
much as this would probably be, it would be an excel- 
lent plan to go to some reliable place and have a per- 
fectly plain pattern of a two piece sleeve cut to one’s 
own measures. It is necessary to. lay the two pieces on 
the cloth exactly right—which means that the upper or 
larger piece must have the outside seam from the top 
to the elbow laid exactly on the length of€ the cloth, 
and then, holding it in place at the top, swing it in to- 
wards the front at the elbow three-quarters ef an inch. 

The upper and under sleeve parts are on the same 
grain of the material at the inside seam at the bottom, 
so in order to tel how to lay the under or smaller part 
on the cloth, fold back a corner of the upper sleeve 
part at the inside seam at the bottom, so that the fold 
is parallel with the straight of the cloth. Lay the 
uncer sleeve part on thé upper so the inside seams ex- 
actly meet, then make a corresponding crease on the 

eeve part. 
under si —" 

Now lay the under sleeve part on the material so 

that the crease just made on the straight of the 


ng and General Wear. 
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one-half inch seams on the front or inside seams and 
three-quarter inch seams on the outside seams, and a 
half inch should be enough to allow across the top and 
bottom, if the lengths are right. The pattern should 
have distinctly marked elbow lines. 

Never attempt to put the seams together by hold- 
ing the pieces up in the hands. Always do the work 
on @ table or lap board. Lay the upper sleeve part on 
the upper so that the inside seams meet. The elbow 
lines must alao meet at the inside seam point. 

Pin the seam together, pinning it first at the elbow, 
then from the elbow to the top, and from the elbow to 
the bottom. Turn the sleeve around so that the inside 
seam is next to you. In pinning the outside seam 
together always keep the under part flat on the table. 
This seems to be a difficult thing for novices to ac- 
complish, and it is an important point to remember. 

Bring the outside seam of the upper part of the 
sleeve over to the outside seam of the under part at 
the elbow line and pin together at this point, putting 
the pin in so that it points towards you, in this way, 
simply holding the seam at a given point. Then bring 
the upper over to the under part from the elbow to 
the wrist, and shift the position of the upper part until 
the two parts are brought together in such a way that 
the fold made in the upper part at the outside is a 
perfectly smooth one: This will throw some fullness 
below the elbow. | 

To go back for a moment. On the outside seam of 
the under part of the sleeve make a small mark one 
inch above the elbow and one and one-half incheg below 
the elbow, then, when adjusting the seam, let the full- 
ness below the elbow come between the elbow and. thc 
mark below the elbow. Bring the seam of the upper 
part of the sleeve above the elbow over to the outside 
seam of the under part and shift the same way, until 
the fold on_the outside is a perfectly smooth one, then 
pin the seam together from the dot above the elbow 
to the top. This should throw some fullness between 
the elbow and the dot one inch above.

In handling the seam below the elbow the handli 
must be of the lightest, for both parts are b 
part and can be easily stretched.

What Women Are Doing. 


Elizabeth Beardsley Butler— 

Has been making thorough researches into 
the conditions among the working women 
of Pittsburg and she finds the popularity of 
salesmanship among would-be employés to 
supply the reason for the low wages of sales- 
women. Some stores, not always the best 
paying, have a waiting list of applicants. 
Miss Butler asked one girl who was paid $8 
why she did not change to another store 
where wages were higher, and she said, “ The 
fact is. it's so hard to get a job anywhere that 
when you do get one you hang on to it for 
fear you might be months getting another.” 
Competition for positions in department 
stores is often so keen as to create a shortage 
of women workers in factory districts. ‘Al- 
though mercantile houses offer but slight 
financial inducements and although the ir- 
regularity of work during the dull summer 
season lowers the saleswoman’s total yearly 
income, the higher social position of the shop 
girl draws to the ranks of the applicants all 
those who are ambitious for the self-respect 
that thrives on the heightened regard of 
others. 

Of shop girls without friends or family 
ties Miss Butler finds few. Of shop girls to 
whom the family tie means an additional 
financial burden she finds many. And she 
discovers many more who, with family ties 
and friends, are yet dependent upon them- 
selves for support. Miss Butler considers 
the shop girl to be engaged in @ parasitic 
industry. For three-fourths of them are re- 
celving a wage below what is necessary to 
maintain their standard of life. She believes 
that trade training is a prime factor in the 
working out of a system of peymente on a 
sounder economic basis. 

One Pittsburg store has established a 
course in salesmanship for those of its em- 
ployés who have the ambition to study out 
of hours. There is a morning class of ninety 
and ‘an evening class of thirty-six, each with 
home work and text book lessons. The wom- 
en who go through that course will know 
something of their industrial value, predicts 
Miss Butler. They will begin to have a con- 
ception of justice in industrial relations. 
With the growth of this movement in Pitts- 
burg stores, with the gradual permeation of 
the industry by women who consciously un- 
derstand their trade, Miss Butler believes 
we may look not only for a more careful ob- 


Servance of the state law with regard to 
mercantile houses, and not only a lessening 
of the unpaid for overtime, and a: marked 
increase in regular wages, but a final trane- 
formation in mind as well as in garment.

Is a sincere disciple of the simple life and 
spends much of her time in her farm home 
nestled among the Connecticut hills. “It is 
not a ‘country place,’” she declares vehe- 
mently. “I have a horror of country places. 
It is Just my little house."” She avows that 
she was determined not to make the mistake 
many of her friends have.made. They seek 
the country with a view to freedom from care, 
and then take with them all the elaboration 
of living to which they have been accus- 
tomed in the city. They seem to feel that 
simply living in the country is going to restore 
them to the simple life. But they make a 
great mistake, in Miss Tarbell’s opinion. 

When she bought her house she said that 
if the roof leaks she. will mend it, but there 
are to be no otherimprovements.

There are forty rolling acres on Miss Tar- 
bell’s farm, with meadowland, brook, wood 
lot, orchard of giant apple trees, and quanti- 
ties of old fashioned flowers and shrubs. Be- 
yond the house is the garden, where every 
summer morning before breakfast Miss Tar- 
bell is to be found, weeding, transplanting, 
hoeing, or gathering the vegetables and 
flowers. She has never quite got over her 
surprise to find that things will grow for her. 
She is in a continued state of gratitude and 
delight. Her garden is a voyage of discov- 
ery every season., This summer she is to have 
a piggery. ‘“‘Is there anything more cun- 
ning than a family of little piggies?” she 
asks with enthusiasm. 

Much of Miss Tarbell's furniture came from 
a neighboring dealer in antiques and includes 
rush bottomed chairs of ancient pattern, ma- 
hogany high boys, settees, and aristocratic 
sprindie legged tables. The parlor has been 
dismantied of all New England front parlor 
appointments and fitted up as a study, where 
most of her recent wérk has been done, al- 
though she spends many days in New York, 
which is distant an hour and a quarter's 
ride by rail and six mfles from the station.

Making Ice Cream in Tin Box. 


This is the true story of an ingenious young 
matron who had to be econgmical In her 
housekeeping, but whose pride was in her 
dainty table and excellent meals. She had 
mastered almost everything in the way of 
sensible economies, but confessed that she 
stid had to learn how to make desserts 
which would look sumptuous, but would be 
cheep. At last she hit on a plan. 

She had a half gation tin pall and a little 
round tin box in which marshmallows are 
gold. She saved half of the cream from 
the morning's quart of milk, for two days, 
leaving it, of course, in the icebox where 
it would not. sour. Then with a common 
egg beater she whipped this until it rose 
to nearly a pint of delicious foamy stuff, 
ready to be made into anything good. 

After the whipped cream was sweetened it 
was fiavored—eometimes with a banana 
pounded into pulp and sweetened to taste 
—s2metimes with a dozen strawberries jeft 
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ing of the crank of the ordinary ice cream 
freeser. If the cream seems too thin—and 
remember that it. whips easiest when set in 
a bowl of ice water—a little gelatin dis- 


solved in cojd water. can be used to help /

use of any liquid flavorings, and one can 
make a mousse of grape juice or chocolate 
or sirup left from a jar of canned fruit or 
preserves. In this case after softening the 
gelatine with water, heat the fruit juice, pour 
it on the gelatin, and beat all together well, 
let the mixture cool, and just before it is 
gelatin with water, heat the fruit juice, pour 
into the mold, and pack In the ice and salt. 

About cracking up the ice, wrap a chunk of 
ice loosely in a coarse cloth, lay it on the 
kitchen floor, and beat the chunk with the 
fiat side of a hammer or a big old fashioned 
wooden maliet until! it is sufficiently crushed, 
The cloth will prevent it from flying all over 
thé kitchen floor, yet will not prevent it from 
being well shattered.

He is in the same pre- 
carious position as any “wanted” criminal whose photo- 
graph is in the rogue’s gallery. For while he has been 
burgling a camera hasS been clicking in the wall before 
him, and when he gdes away he leaves behind a first 
class likeness for the police to use in tracing him to 
his doom. . 

The “cleptograph~" is the name of the machine that 
does the trick. It is sémething new in protection against 
burglars. It does not scald him with boiling water the 
moment he steps upon a board before a safe, nor elec- 
trocute him. It simply is a camera concealed in the 
wall in such a way as to command the object which 
might attract the modern Bill Sykes, and which is so 
arranged that no one can enter the room without dis- 
turbing the system of electric wires by which its mech- 
anism is put in ‘operation. These wires, when dis- 
turbed, instantly cause the camera to turn and focus 
itself upon the point Of disturbance. Another disturb- 
ance, and a flashlight explodes and the intruder’s Iike- 
ness is caught on a photographic plate just as neatly 
as if an operator were directing the camera’s work. 
Upon discovery of the burgiary the plate is taken out 
ye and developed, the photograph given to the police, by 
bea whom it is published in bulletins and sent broadcast 
eg over the country witff the request to arrest and detain 
oe the picture’s original, with an account of the crime for 
which he is wanted. 


The device is the invention of an Italian whose 
efforts in putting the camera to novel and unheard of 
uses have met with remarkable success.

ory Office building brings to notice the 
opporttnitias for profit offered the trustees 
of the city churches occupying downtown 
space. The average church building is a small strict- 
ure compared to the modern sky scraper. On both sides 
and above it for tWo hundred feet in the air is space 
that might be made into office room. To inclose the 
church in a building which would tower all around it 
often would yield an amount of income which would 
place the house of worship beyond all possible danger 
of want or confining economy. 

Especially is Trinity church, New York, in a po- 
sition to add mightily to its already enormous rent roll. 
The above illustration clearly shows its possibilities in 
the field suggested by the Pittsburg chtirch’s idea. 
Enormous as it is, Trinity church placed in the middle 
of a great office building becomes only 4 small part of 
the whole, and its proportions, massive and enormous 
as they are by themselves, lose much of their sigtif- 
cance in comparison with the modern builder's effects in 
stone and steel. 

A comparison of the dimensions of the big church 
and a twenty. story office building, such as is shown !P 
the picture, demonstrates the amount of rentable space 
that the new idea would bring to fill the coffers of the 
congregation daring enough to adopt the innovation. 

From the street level to the top of Trinity’s famous 
spire is 268 feet, or a little higher than the top of the 
average ten story building. This leaves toom for about 
teh stories above the steeple’s top. With the frontage 
of approximately 90 feet for the church as against 300 
feet for the office Building, the greater vastness of the 
latter structure readily wil) be apparent. The church 
practically would become a great Keystone for the com- 
plete structure. 

In adding to a church to make an office building ‘n 
this mariner it is not proposed that the original structure 
be touched or altered in any Way.

Practice By No Means Uncommon.

repeating rifie. Nor is such a practice by any means un- 
common among reformers. 

- Few persons know anythihg of the inside, intimate 
life of a Ghicago reformer; of days spent accompanied 
by a bodyguard; of nights when he knows he is fol- 
lowed and dodges home by a roundabout way; of threats 
and warnings whispered into his ear over a telephone; 
of vile, abusive letters in his breakfast mail. 

Dr. Hartzell is a young man. He is president of 
the Douglas Neighborhood aseociation, which for sev- 
eral years has been carrying on a fight against all- 
night saloons and worse evils. Today he takes threats 
against his life and attacks on his character as a part 
of his daily portion. 

“I pay no particular attention to threats, beyond 
being careful.” said he the other night. “A man in my 
position could do no work if he did. For example, I 
have just received a mysterious warning over the tele- 
phone that the word has gone along ‘the line,’ as it is 
called, to give me a beating on the first opportunity. 

“The life of a so-called reformer in Chicago is not 
smooth or pleasant. It is not the path a man mindful 
only of his own ease would select.” 


* 
Reformers‘ Not Men of Wealth. 

None of Chicago's reformers are wealthy men. Aji 
of them lead strenuous and often dangerous lives. Ar- 
thur Burrage Farwell, Morton Culver Hartzell, John- 
stone Myers, Henry B. Favill, and all the rest repeat- 
edly receive threatening letters. They say they are 
constantly misunderstood, constantly deceived, constant- 
ly harassed, but they stick to the work they have out- 
lined for themselves. 

“Hundreds of persons believe I am a grafter,” said 
Mr. Farwell. “Thousands more pretend they believe it; 
and yet I am a poor man. , 
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“Fifty thousand dollars would fairly represent what 
I have spent in time and money in my work in Chi- 
cago, and today I owe $3,500. It has been hard times 
with me all my life. I have never been in easy circuwm- 
stances financially, but I am in the fight to stay. And it 
is a fight.” 

First and foremost the Chicago reformer must be 
@ fighter. He has little rest from hattle. 

“I come by my qualities naturally,” said Dr. Hart- 
gell. “My father ‘was pastor of a northern church in 
the south just after the civil war. He started a home 
mission for negro children. He received innumerable 
letters threatening to lynch him, but he went right on 
with his work. 

“T came to Chicago in 1902. I got my first lessons 
in the work of a reformer from Dr. Lawrence of the 
Second Baptist church on the west side. ‘Never 
enter a saloon or a boarding house in answer to a call 
for assistance alone,’ said he. ‘It isn’t the opportunity 
for physical attack such calls offer so much as it is 
the opportunity for an attack on character, which often 
does more to defeat a reformer’s work.’ I have never 
forgotten that advice in the three years I have been on 
the south side.

Formation Better Than Reformation. 

“Do the police assist us? Yes, when we have all 
the evidence ourselves.” 

Mr. Farwell does not like the name “ reformer.” 

“TI am not a reformer,” says he. “I am trying to 
make reform unnecessary. The great hope of the fu- 
ture lies in the youth of the country.. One dollar spent 
in the formation of a child’s character is worth $1,090 
spent in the reformation of an adult. It is the children 
who need the care—the children and the unfortunate 
women who are, or may become, mothers. 

“Let me tell you alittle dit of personal history. 
For fifteen years I was @ traveling man. One day— 
March 10. 1888—I returned home from the road to find 
the baby ill. That night he died in a convulsion. To 
the ‘Now I lay me,’ which his mother had tanght him, 
he had added a little prayer of his own: ‘God bless all 
the little boys, and all the little girls, end all the la- 
dies.’ 

“ Already I had decided to devote my spare time to 
Sunday school and mission work—especially among chil- 
dren. I made the choice in 1877, during the riots, when 


I wanted to join the militia. I have stuck to my work. 


ever since. The future depends on our little children.” 
Mr. Farwell is the generally recognized type of the 


modern Chicago reformer. He is & —

“Phil Armour used to come to the mission every 
Sunday,” said Mr. Farwell. “He always brought 
things in his pockets for the children and greatly en- 
joyed his visits.” 

In the eighties Mr. Farwell was chairman of the 
citizens’ committee which went after Joe Mackin after 
the famous ballotbox had been broken open on the 
north side. In 1885 he moved to Hyde Park, and ia 
1889 when Hyde Park was annexed to the city he 
became chairman of the finance committee,of the Hyde 
Park Protective association, taking up the fight for 
prohibition which has continudéd ever since. 

“We have helped carry ten cases to the Supreme 
court,” says he, “nine of which we have won.” 

Mr. Farwell has just returned from Springfield, 
where he has been in behalf of the Law and Order 
league, trying to secure the passage of a bill forbid- 
ding a saloon within 250 feet of any school, church, 
library, or public building.

The 
door was unilatched and flew open. The man fell back 
into the entry with me on top of him. I had his head 
and neck twisted and jammed against the bottom step 
of a flight of stairs and could have killed him if I had 
wished to. I told him'so and let him go and then had 
him arrested afterwards. 

“T don’t think much of reform organizations. I 
used to belong to a lot of them, but I got tired of at- 
tending meetings and sitting around listening to 
schemes for uplifting humanity. There was too much 
het air. If you want to uplift humanity go out and 
lift; don’t talk about it.

Warrant Only Thing Necessary. 

“Any Uecent citizen can see that the law is en- 
foreced., All he has to do is to learn where it is Lroken 
and then go to a police station and swear out a war- 
rant. I have done it hundreds of times. The police 
are good men and willing to do their duty in a case if 
you demand“ man to accompany you. 

“Take that flat building acrosa ‘the street,” and 
Mr. Myers pointed to an apartment building almost iJi- 
rectly opposite his home at 2508 Michigan avenue. “I 
éleaned that building out some time ago when there 
were a lot of the wrong kind of peaple there. They 
are getting careless and loose again about their lessees 
and I shall be forced to clean it out once more. 

“How did I do it? Why I went to the police sta- 
tion and told them what kind of persons were occupy- 
ing &@ number of the flats. Then-I asked them to 
send a policeman with me. The policeman and I went 
to the building and I asked for the janitor. I said to 
him: , 

“*The tenants In flats so-and-so and so0-and-so— 
I named five different apartments—are not fit to live 
in this neighborhood. You know it as well as I do. 
Unless they move out of there within three days I am 
going to have this building pulled. And I am not 
going to stop there, either. I am going to have you 
arrested and the owner arrested.

“That night a big, pompous man called at my 
home. He said to me, ‘I understand that you said 
the occupants of flat so-and-so across the street were 
not respectable people. Is that so?’

“*Well,” said the man, ‘my wife lives there and 
I want. you to understand that neither you nor any 
other. man can insult her.

‘ “Chicago is 100 per cent better today than it was 
ten .years ago. The police are ready to give any citi- 
zen ald when once they understand they must do their 
duty. Some time ago I was in a barber shop on Thirty- 
first street being shaved. In a chair behind me sat a 
drunken policeman. He got out his revolver and was 
waving it around. That barber couldn't shave me too 
quickly. I left the shop, went to a telephone and got 
the Stanton avenue station. I told them who I was and 
asked them to send over a patrol and get one of their 
men. I waited until) the patrol came and the man was 
taken away. The next night the policeman came to 
my home and begged me not to file charges against him. 
He said he had a family and had been on the police 
force for years. He cried like a baby. I made him 
promise to do his duty im the future and iet him go. 

“If every man fights for and insists on decency 
and obedience to the law in his own neighborhood, there 
is no need of reform organizations that spend time in 
meeting and talking of methods for wplifting human- 
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, five years ago, John McCall, then at 
thé senith of-his power as the president 
of the New York Life Insurance dcom- 
pany, made the prediction that William 
H. Taft some day would be president of 
the United States, he little suspected that 
some day this same Mr. Taft, as presi- 
dent, might occupy the McGall palatial 

mansion at Long Branch, N. J., as a summer capitol. 

Yet if the plans and wishes of the state of New 
Jersey are fulfilled this is what will have to come to 
pass. A syndicate of New York capitalists headed by 
Joseph B. Greenhut has begun a movement to pur- 
chase by subscription the wonderful home that John 
McCall built for himself on the Jersey shore. When 
the purchase is effected it is proposed that the property 
be deeded to the United States government for use as 
a capitol during the hot summer months when Wash- 
ington is impossible as the seat of the government. 
William H. Taft as the present incumbent would be 
the first to spend his summers in the new “ white 
house by the sea,” and McCall,. were he alive today, 
might see the man whom he praised as ‘one of the 
biggest in the country,” living in the house that was 
his before insurance revolution pulled him down from 
the head of the New York Life. . 

Taft Was secfetary of war when McCall made 
his prediction regarding the presidency. McCall at the 
time was “one of the biggest men in the country” in 
his own particular line. He had just completed the 
building of “Shadow Lawn” on a scale that made it 
the wonder of American home builders and his po- 
sition in the financial world was considered as secure 
as the proverbial rock of Gibraltar. Investigation had 
mot pointed the finger of suspicion at life insuranee 
companies and exposure was not among the pessibili- 
ties of the day. John MeCall was a guest of the ad- 
ministration When he met the big secretary. His pre- 
diction followed. He saw in Taft a man of destiny;

Purchasing the McCall home at the time 
when all McCall properties were being realized upon te 
meet McCall Ifabilities, they acquired for a total of 
$350,000 the palace that cost nearly a million te build. 

But at the same time they acquired what tech- 
nically is knoWn in real eState circles as a white ele- 
phant. “Shadow Lawn,” while it might have served 
to fulfill the dreams of John McCall of what made a 
summer home ideal, is rather too large, too pretentious 
to meet the requirements of even the richest Ameri« 
can citizen searching for a place to spend the summer 
months. The title of “the white house by the sea” 
does not belie or exaggerate its magnificence ih the 
‘least. It is big enough to be a White house, and ex- 
pénsive enough. It is the most pretentious private 
home in this country—it is too pretentious. No com- 
mon ordinary United States citizen would attempt to 
use it as his home.

reserves of any port in the country. 

The acquisition of the Nashville is the last etep in 
the Chicago boys’ climb to supremacy. For some time 
they have had the best and biggest force. Now they've 
got the best and biggest ship... The Nashville, gunt- 
boat of the first class, is a real man of war. And the 
men of the Chicago battalion, Illinois naval reserves, 
are real sailors, fit seamen to man and maneuver the 
battle tried boat that fired the shot that opened the 
ball in the war with Spain.

Ship and Men Made for Real Use. 


They afé quite right. Ship and ten alike are 
“real,” made for use as well as orhament, and the proof 
is to bé had by afiy one who takes the. trouble to go 
down to the lake front and see. 

Everybody knows the Nashville. For a day in the 
spring of 1898 it was e most famous thing in the 
world. The morning of April 22 it opened the war 
that had been declared a few days before by sending a 
shell aéréss the bow of the Spanish mail  steanieér, 
Buena Verttira, and taking the ship as the first prize of 
the waf. The gun that fired this shot now is mourtited 
aft of the Na&asliville. That dopetied hostilities. The 
name of the Nasliville was flashed to the farthest cor- 
hers Of the world. ‘The war had beguti and the Nash- 
ville’s plage in-histery beet tiiade secure. In this same 
little War THinois fteserves proved themselves by going 
1,000 strong to serve on the bulldogs of the navy, and 
their record Was such that today they stand above all 
in the appreciation of the cfitical navy department. 

Now Chicago’s boys in wide trousers are proving 
their own worth by bringing the ship around from Bos- 
ton navy yard to Randolph street harbor, a journey 
of 2,500 miles on sea, river, and lakes, without a stroke 
of assistanee from the navy; and without a paid sailor- 
man aboard, From Capt. William F. Purdy, who will 
be in 60fmand, with Lieut. Com. James L. Foord 
as chief engineer, to the last stoker in the engine, room, 
the Nashville’s eémplement will be made up from the 
boys who take their drill on Chicago's lake front.

Tin Soldier Sailors’’ Not on Board. 

Navigators, engineers, machinists, seamen—all are 
men of thé I, N. R., citisen sajlote whose regiilar occu- 
pation may be dictating letters in a Jackson boulevard 
office, pleading cases in the Criminal court, or funning 
lathes in @& machine shop over on the west side, for the 
time being turned seatien in dead eartiest, assuming a 
task that requires the highest skill of the professional 
sailor. It fen’t ehild’s play, this sea, river, and lake 
navigation. No “tin soldier sailoring” here. The 193 
sailormen On boafd Will have their hands full bringing 
the boat through in safety, and there will be several 
kinds of jubilation on the lake front when at last the 
Nashville dteps ite anchor in Chicago mud. 

In all things the Nashville is the biggest ship ever 
turned over to the reservep of any state for use as a 
training ship. The Dorothea, hitherto the pride of the 
reserves on their summer cruises, is a pretty toy com- 
pared to it. Although classed as a gunboat, the Nash- 
ville approaches in size the unarmored cruisers of the 
type of 1905, and in armament it is heavy enough to 
give the lake tars ample practice in preparation for 
handling twelve inchers in real war. 

In brief, the boat is 220 feet long, 38 feet beam, 
draws 12 feet of water, has a displacement of 1,371 
tons; two funnels, twin Screws, and can steam at the 
rate of sixteen knots an hour. Its battery consists of 
eight four inch rapid fire guns, four six pound rapid 
firers, two one pounders, and two machine guns... To 
man it for practice of War requires a compleme of 
193 officers and men, or practically half a battalion.

If Nashville Were a Hostile Ship. 

Sailing into Chicago under a hostile flag and turn- 
ing its four inch battery loose on Michigati avenue, it 
could make that thorotighfate think it was struck by 
lightning in less time than it takes to get a shave. 
Tossing four inch shells over the tops of the first big 
buildings and landing them in the city hall, the Nash- 
ville would stir tip more excitement in five minutes than 
the latest graft charges would catise in a week, One 
shot from an aft port four incher hitting the cefiter of 
a meeting of Socialists would take the memory of the 
speakers back to dear old Russia if a wink, and ff the 
whole battery of eight big guns began work in earnest 
it is probable that they w6tild make the bulldog of the 
lake front himself turn tail and sprint fot the tall tim- 
ber. Against the new Dreadnought type of armer clad 
the four inch shell is compafatively innoeuous; against 
all else it is a demon of destruction. 

This fs the kind of a practice ship that the Chica- 
go reserves will have to tfain on @uring the coming 
summer, and probably for many years to come. Al- 
though the boat mertely is loaned by the navy Gepart- 
ment, it is not expected that anything short of actual 
war will cause its recall from the lakes. Mven then its 
return to seaboard is regarded a@ highly problemat- 
ical, as the time required to bring it from 
would méan considefable in a war in which naval is- 
sues may be decided in a few days of hours, 

At all events, the lake tars loék upon the Nashville 
as their ship from hence on, and they will proceed to 
make themselves at home on it With all speed ponal- 
ble. They've never had a real warty War ship before, 
and now they'll make the most of the one they’Ve got.

Chicago Battalion Could Handle Any Ship. 

Four hundred first class men-of-warsmen of all 
grades is what Chicago's muster of naval reserves would 
be if a call were made upon them tomorrow. Thefe 
are six divisions in the battalion, four being divisions 
of the line and two of the engineers. The full com- 
Dlement of a battalion is 480, or about enough to man 
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the largest battleships that Uncle Sam has on his rapid- 
ly growing list. 

in case Of war the Chicago boys could take over the 
Connestiout, the Dakota, or any.single one of the new 
monsters at the navy yard, man it, and make it ready 
for #éaj eail it around the world, and fight it through 
an engagement with an expediencey and efficiency that 
would compare favorably with that of the regular navy 
men, to whom the handling of ships is an every day 
work. 

Of few bodies of citizen sailors can this be said. 
The handling of a big ship of war is a fine science, 
Patriotiem, afi afdent desire to fight and die for one’s 
countfy, however beautiful and effective it may be on 
land, te of less importance on board a modern battle- 
ship than the trained hand and brains, and the knowl- 
edge ‘atid experience of how big ships are run and 
fought. A crowd of untrained do or die patriots tam- 
pering with the engine room of the Connecticut would 
be a thing to make engineers weep tears of pity, and 
the thought of a frenzied lover of his native land try- 
ing to be-a@ gun pointer without month of training fs 
one to make old sailors shudder. Yét this, in some 
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degree, would be the case but for organizations like the 
Chicago battalion.

Every Man Holds Governmeni License 

With them it is different, quite different. From the 
captain comsanding atid the chief engineer, down to 
the lowliest ensign, every Officer, besides his commis- 
sion, possesses his government license for the grade tn 
whieh he serves. Mvery line officer is as well an: offi- 
cer of engineers, Tliis complies with the latest de- 
cree of the navy department, requiring its regular offi- 
cers of the lige to be engineers. It means that the 
line offiéer, hitherto required only to command above 
the éngifie. foom, can g0 below and assume charge fn 
case of the disablement of the regular engine room 
staff, 

In securing their certificates as masters, chief en- 
gineers, and #0 on, the officers of the reserves have 
placed themselves on @ level with their brothers of the 
regular service, and are qualified te step into their re- 
spective positions aboard ship bearing with them the 
séal of approval of the examining boards of the navy. 
Capt. Warren F. Purdy, commanding, holds a master’s 
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mspectiori of Reserves Aboard Ship 


certificate; Lieut. Com. James L. Foord is a fully at- 
tested chief engineer; Lieut. Com. C. Y. G. King, pay- 
master, has his government license, and so on down 
through the various grades. The Chicago boys hire fie 
paid engineers when they go on a crifse. Their own 
officers are “masters of craft,” and handle the -ship 
without “professional” assistance. They dre ama- 
teurs, of course; but they could turn professional with- 
out the least trouble. 

The men, the body of the battalion, follow their 
officers in the required efficiency. The feeruit to the 
naval reserves finds that he has more to learn and must 
learn it better than any other branch of the national 
militia. The man-of-warsman must be “soldier and 
sailor, too,” with a vengeafice. The infantry militiaman 
must learn the infantry drill, the artifieryman artillery, 


but the boy {hf the faring trousers and open neck 


blouse must be infantryman, artillefymen, and sea- 
man besides. He must be Grilled in the manual of 
small arms—rifie, pistol, and ¢utlass, be taught the 
handling of cannon, and learn the art of seamanship, 
which ts rio stiap in itself.

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A Dramatic Recitat | 
of Events Connected © 
with the Big Strike 
in Chicago in 1914: 
How the Strange 
Fate of the Committee 
Terrified the Public 
and Left the Police 
Department Helpless. 


T was a hot sultry night for the entire 
town, while down by the river in the 
heart of the Ghetto district men slept on 
roofs to escapé the unbearable heat. Hy- 
erywhere people taiked of the sunstroke 
fatalitfes for the d&y. It Was the worst 
spell since ’63, and out at the yards cat- 
tle were dying by the hundreds. . The 

strike had tied up many thousafids of freight cars 
laden with produce, fruits, and vegétables. Such cars 
stood in the Bilent freight yards and their contents 
rotted. The heaith department ordered all perishable 
freight thrown into the lake far out beyond the seven 
mile crib. Men could not be hired to touch a freight 
ear and policemen Were too busy maintaining the peace 
of the city to perform the work of handling freight. 

The state soldiery was out and five thousand deputy 
marshals patrolled the streets, carrying sawed off shot 
guns. Every one eagerly ought newspapers and 
waited anxiously for new editions to come off the 
presses. Dynamite explosions were frequently heard 
and ambulances scurried through the etreets carrying 
the injured or dead to the hospitals ahd morgues. The 
situation was malignant and fear was depicted on 
every face. 

The employers of all classes of labor had banded 
themselves together into an association. They had 
fought many strikes heretofore and usually had they 
lost. Now they were determined to Win. — 

This night down in the Ghetto district fowr men 


gat sweltering in a cellar, talking low; while & dim, 


coal ofl lamp cast more smoke than light in the foom. 
One of these men was large; so lar@e that a single 
hand at the narrow point of the palm easily would 
hide three silver dollafs laid side by side. He Was 
probably 45 years of age and 6 feet 4 inches tall, large 
boned and powerful, with shoulders which sloped down- 
ward like those of an ape and worked quickly when 
he stirred, betokening great power afid nervous energy.

The world moves. Progress progresses. 
Things happen even to Chicago's bridge 
system; and the old merry-go-round swing 
bridge is doomed to make way for the mod- 
ern style, open in the middle, jackknife 
structure. Commerce demands the change. 
Great lakes shipping, particularly Chicago 
shipping, needs the whole of the river chan- 
nel for its own. The center piers are an ob- 
struction to the development of Chicago as 
the greatest shipping port in the world. So 
they must go; and with them will come a 
change that will rob that noble and his- 
toric stream, the Chicago river, of one of its 
most picturesque and interesting features— 
the people who ride on the bridges and watch 
the boats go by. 

You can’t stay ona jackknife bridge when 
it opens to let the stive excursion boat 
or the businesslike lumber barge ga through. 
If you can you belong to the pay roll of some 
big circus as “the human fiy.”" The jack- 
knife considers not the likes of the bridge 
rider, chronic or incidental. It rises up in its 
majesty like a street affiicted with a sudden 
yawn. Anything that stays on it while it's 
open must be fastened on with many nails, 
bolts, or rivets. It is good business, the 
practical jackknife, but it is hard, cru- -ell 
hard, on the chronic, enthusiastic loafers who 
haunt the river front, and now they're sigh-~ 
ing and wondering what they'll do when their 
most important — gone.

No place to loaf, no rails to lean over, no 
chance to soak for hours and hours in the 
heat of the sun and the scents of the river! 
Truly a river front is no place of joy when 
the center pier bridges have been taken out. 
It loses its atmosphere. It sloughs its best 
claim to individuality. It becomes @ harsh 
blow to artists, poets, and loafers—just like 
the rest of Chicago; and up to now it hasn't 
been, not by several degrees of strenuosity. 

It's been a place where the rush and stress 
of the city’s busy life lost its grip fora few 
precious minutes. It has been an oasis of 
loafing in a desert of business. A block on 
either side is the rush and turmoil of Chi- 
cago and business; along the river there is 
peace and the time and inclination to bide a 
bit. and loaf and invite the soul—or what- 
ever happens to pass for it along the river. 

Rush street bridge is the first bridge of the 
river. Likewise it is the headquarters of the 
subjects of loaferdom. It is a poor day on 
Rush when the long railing that fronts to 
the east is not lined with two score or more 
of said subjects, who, hands or elbows on 
the rail. turn their faces to the east, toward 
the mouth of the river, and blink, and smoke, 
and—do nothing else. Here as nowhere else 
may the difference between the river and 
the rest of downtown be seen. Not that 
Rush street bridge is any quiet, idyllic sort 
of haven for the unstrenuous. It is one of 
the busiest spans that cross the river. From 
& in the morning until 6 at night it and its 
approaches are choked with a procession of 
vehicles and pedestrians. Yet, in spite of it, 
the bridge is the — in the city.

More people of all sorts and conditions 
stop, look, and loaf on it than anywhere 
along the river. The chronic river loafers, 
the folk to whom leaning over the rail is 
the biggest part of the day's occupation, 
make it their headquarters. The passing , 
pedestrians, even the hardheaded business 
man in a hurry, fall victims to its seduc- 
tions. 

A man starts from State and Lake streets 
to go to Illinois and Rush inahurry. Thirty 
minutes later they telephone from his office 
to ask what has become of him. Then the 
Office boy goes on a still hunt along his trail. 
At Rush street the kid gets the shock of 
his life. Leaning over the extreme eastern 
boundary of the bridge. nunched up in the 
Sceepted position of the experienced loafer, 
is The Boss.

The kid follows the direction of 
the man’s gage. He sees a cloud of smoke 
and a black hull coming up the river. He 
looks more closely. A whistle blowa The 
kid settles himself comfortably against the 
rail as the warning bell rings and the bridge 
makes ready to swing and let a lumber boat 
through the draw. 

Close inspection now shows that the rail 
is lined from end to end. The makeup of the 
personnel of the bridge riding brigade in- 
cludes two other business men, three messen- 
ger boys, four females, ranging from a woman 
with a babe in arms to a frothy little thing 
who looks as if she might be hurrying to see 
her matinée idol, and thirty-six mere men, 
mainly made up of the grand old loafing 
guard that watchee the river all day to gee 
that no boat goes through without being 
properly seen. 

It is as variegated a brigade as might be 
picked up any place in town. A gigantic, 
bareheaded negro roustebout rubs shoulders 
with a poetical looking chap with thick 
glasses—a bill clerk on his half day off—and 
a retired lake captain with a beard to his 
third vest button has for his neighbor «e@ 
picturesque gentleman who, having. preju- 
dices against buttons, fastens his suspenders 
with shiny, tenpenny, nails.

All Alike Simple Loafers. 

But they are all alike in one thing; they 
have dropped their cares for the moment; they 
are loafers, pure, perhaps, and simple, per- 
haps, for the time being. The abstracted look 
of the loafer is in their eyes. They stand 
thus while the bridge swings open, while the 
boat goes past, and while the big structure is 
rumbling back to place. They stand so while 
it slowly completes the final part of its 
journey and then, when the last jar is over 
and the bridge again a part of the street, they 
—wake up. 

The chronic loafers hang on. But the oth- 
ers the fimal jar brings back to life, to Chi- 
cago. The business man looks around and 
hurries off, once more the tense, preoccupied 
man of affairs. The others follow sult. Soon 
the bridge is cleared except for its regular 
occupants. and it remains so until the next 
boat goes through. Then the same crowd, 
mace up of different individuals, over again. 
All day long this is repeated. Rush street is 
atempter. It was made to loaf on; it Is used 
to the last possibility. 

Within sight of it is State street. The State 
street bridge is done in the jackknife style, 
and it is as different from Rush as if it be- 
longed in another land. At Rush, the mellow 
atmosphere of loaferdom-by-the-sea: at 
State, the stern matter of fact business of 
Chicago. At the one the picturesque, at the 
other the practical. Rush is a swing bridge, 
State a jackknife. and, considering the dif- 
ference, no wonder the loafers bemoan the 
change in styles. 


> 
State No Spot, for Loafing. 

They do not loaf at State. When the bridge 
opens it presents a solid wall that shuts out 
all view of the river. The street lifts up, 
and while there is a chance to line the rails 
on the abutments, the charm of bridge rid- 
ing is not. The result is inevitable. Nobody 
stops at State street to loaf and dream. | 
People cross the bridge without slacking 
their regular downtown gait. Even the ex- 
perienced loafer finds himself lost in this 
atmosphere. It is no place to loaf—no place 
at all. Dearborn street likewise finds dis- 
favor with the systematic ones. Jackknife 
here, too. But at Clark street, here again. 
the center pier obtains, and here another part 
of the river army takes its stand. 

From Clark street one may behold another 
phase of loaferdom-along-the-river, It is one 
that interests the police a little, once in 
awhile. In the open space, which is where 
La Salle street reaches the river on the 
‘northern side, may be seen at any hour of 
the day one or more compact groups of men, 
mainly brethren of color. They are gath- 
ered together as tightly as may be, their heads 
touching one another, their eyes upon the 
little open space of ground in their midst. 
One man is down on his knees, shaking some 
small objects in his hand. He rolls said ob- 
jects out into said open space, at the same 
time vigorously snapping his fingers. 

O, you liddle pass!"’ says he, 
and from the ground he picks sundry small 
coins, whfch he carefully counts.

And according to the Rev. J. Aspinwall C. 
McCuaig, vice president of the National 
Christian League for the Promotion of 
Purity, who has come to Chicago to see for 
himself, ‘it is not the police force that needs 


stirring up but the ministers. 

We are much better than he expected to 
find us and far from being a hell on earth,”’ 
as he had heard, for a city of our size, we are 
petty good. 

‘Considering its widely heralded reputa- 
tion as ‘ the wickedest city In the world,’ and 
as a hotbed of vice and iniquity, Chicago is 
an agreeable surprise,” said the Rev. Mc- 
Cuaig last week, after a series of investiga- 
tions. “ It does not live up to Its evil reputa- 
tion by along way. In my Investigations of 
the vice ridden quarters of the city I have 
been surprised happily at the high degree of 
order maintained under the present city ad- 
ministration. 

“ Vice Chicago unfortunately has in plenty. 
So have other cities. But knowing condi- 
tions as I do in those other cities, I must say 
that, so far a8 my work has enabled me to 
judge, the; glaring manifestations of social 
vice do not appear in Chicago in any greater 
or even in so great an extentas may be found 
in many smaller cities throughout the land. 
Chicago has grown into the habit of claiming 
supremacy in everything. Unintentionally, 
probably, it has acquired e ve notoriety 
for its alleged wickedness, But it doesn't 
deserve it. Chicago is entitled to rank among 
the average of cities for its handling of the 
“@eplorable conditions wrought through the 
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directly ascribable to the social evil, Mr. 
McCuaig finds that: 

Chicago ranks above New York in the 
handling of its vice problem. 

Better orders is maintained in this me 
tropolis than in scores of smazlier cities. 

The churches are far behind the police in 
coping with the city’s wickedness; they need 
a good waking up to make them realize their 
responsibility in educating the rising gen+ 
erations. 

Chicago's vice problem, as elsewhere, ig 
not in its segregated districts, but in the so- 
clal life of the city, where ignorance of 
economic conditions and lack of purity make 
the existence of such districts possible. 

In his capacity as vice president of the 
National Christian league Mr. McCuaig has 
visited the most important cities on the same 
mission that brings him to Chicago, has 
plumbed the lower life of municipalities, and 
become acquainted with the forces of evil and 
the forces of betterment. He declares that 
the smaller cities, those of 100,000 te 200,000 
inhabitants, outdo the metropolis in fatalities 
of access to such wickedness. 

“o~ . 
Treatment Must Begin at Once. ~ 

“The social evil,”” he says, ‘is one that 

grows more rapidly than it can be extirpated. 


‘Municipal control and regulation ig, after all, 


but an ineffectual sort of external treatment, 
Tp effect @ cure the treatment must begin at 
the source of the malady, the appalling ig- 
norance and carelessness of the whole social 


body. 
” This is the mission of the National Chris-' 


ehurch has been too lax in its'treatment of 
this problem, It has made no effort to edu- 
cate its members in the need ror a higher 
standard in the matter. It has sought to re- 
claim rather than to instruct, disregarding 
the truth of the adage that an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure. 

“ The work of the league will be to change 
this, and to instill in the minds of the clergy 
of all denominations and educators of all 
kinds the necessity of beginning their work 
at the fountain head of the social evil—the 
ignorance of the average American boy and 
girl on this most vital of subjects. Reform 
must begin In education. The rising genéra- 
tlons must have light before.the dark en 
may be cleared away.

In 
Chicago such a thing cannot happen to any 
woman, no matter how hard her lot or un- 
fortunate her life may be, There are twenty 
or more nurseries scattered throughout the 
city taking care of the children of just such 
unfortunate women who have to go out day 
after day to earn their bread. 

These twenty putkeries. fake Gare of over 
6500 children, between tire ages ‘of 6 weeks to 


6 years, six days in the week, from about half 


past 6 in the morning till about 7 in the even- 
ing, and there is room in them for plenty 
more just such children. 

The children in the day nurseries of Chi- 
cago can be said to be * babies with his- 
tories."". Their mothers are either. widows, 
divorcees, or deserted wives. A few of them 
have husbands, but their husbands.are either 
out of vork or Sick or otherwise unable (and 
sometimes unwilling) to earn a living for 
their families. 


Nursery Children Usually **Fatherless.° 
Many of these children have been born and 
are being reared under a cloud, as it were. 
Their parents are in jail, some for petty 
offenses and some either awaiting or else 
serving out @ major sentence. Others of the 


nurse in one of these nurseries, pointing to 
four youngsters ranging) from 1 year to 5 
years of age. ‘“ They are all-brothers and 
sisters. They were at home until a few 
months°ago. Then the father got drunk one 
evening and attempted to kill his wife. He 
is now in jail serving. out an indefinite sen- 
tence. The wife had to go to work and the 


‘nursery came in just in| time to save her 


from desperation.”

Father Serving Long Sentence. 

In another instance two clean and healthy 
looking boys were pointed out as the children 
of a man who is serving out a fourteen year 
sentence for manslaughter. The man had 
been playing cards with one of his best 
friends. A little drink and a little excite- 
ment started a quarrel. They pulled out 
stilettos and the father of these little ones 
stabbed his best friend. When he awoke 
from his stupor and learned of the crime he 
almost went mad. -.But the deed could not 
be undone: So he is now in the penitentiary. 
His wife is working and his children are 
having their home supplanted by the nursery. 

More tragic was the story of another 3 
months old baby, who the nurse pointed out 
with. pride, was snatched from the jaws of 
death through the excellent care as well as 
the means the nursery had at its disposal. 
‘The mother of the child is an Itallan woman 
of about 20. She came to America some five 
years ago to some of her friends, and for 
awhile worked in a shop and saved her 
money. Then her friends left the city, leaving

Miles &. Fried, general, manager of the 
park, turned the skating rink over to Mana- 
ger H. E. Rice of the theater last Monday 
morning, and the contractors started ripping 
and tearing on the spot. To facilitate matters 
and abide by the fire ordinanees thirty-two 
feet of space was subleased from the tenant 
at the northwest corner of Cottage Grove 
avenue and Sixty-first street, leaving the big 
east brick wal! of the skating rink standing. 
through Which the proscenium arch will be 
cut. This saved the construction of the fire 
wall demanded by the city ordinances. The 
contractors are under bond to deliver the 
theater to Manager Rice, complete in every 
detail, one week from next Saturday. 

The first obstacle came Tuesday morning. 
when there was a misunderstanding regard- 
ing the new thiry-two feet that the stage 
of the theater is to occupy. The owner 
claimed the rear wall of his building was not 
to be wrecked. The contractor said the speci- 
fications called for it. At the point of two 
revolvers in the hands of husky guards the 
contractors had to withdraw their men, and 
after a full day was lost the matter was ami- 
cably settled. 

Fifteen hundred opera chairs are to be pro- 
vided; the steel curtain has already been 
ordered. The scheme of decoration has been 
accepted, but it will take three shifts of work- 
ers to finish the work in time for the opening 
night. Nearly $50,000 is being expended in 
remodeling the rink into a theater. Hap- 
pily the big building is well adapted for the 
changes, particularly for a summer house. 
The entire length of the structure is com- 
posed almost wholly of big windows on the 
north and south fronts. There will be no 
balcony. The seats on the main floor wil! 
have an incline of six feet from the stage 
to the rear. 

Miss Virginia Harned is booked for the 
opening performances in “ Iris,”” one of 
Pinero’s plays, in which she won laurels. It 
will be the first time in the history of Chi- 
cago’s amusement parks that such a preten- 
tious artist has been engaged for dramatic 
performances.

“The children whom you find here,” sald 
Miss Myrn Brockett, superintendent of the 
Mary Crane nursery, 225 Ewing street, “ are 
all children of the poorest of the poor. We 
take in only such children, as otherwise the 
nursery would defeat its own end. Instead 
of aiding the home, which it is doing now 
by giving the mother a chance to earn some- 
thing and tide over a period of illness or out 
of work. it would encourage mothers to send 
their children away from home at the least 
provocation. While we take in children 
where the mother is unable to care for them 
either — she has to work, because of 
sickness, r gimply because she do€s not 
know how “tod re-¢or them, we at the same 
time seek to 
the mother to keep the house clean and de- 
cent, to make er and fit to bring 

up children in."’ ~“«- 

The history of théchildren at the nursery, 
with the reasons for their being there, is 
best learned between 5 and 6 o'clock in the 
evening, when the mothers of the children 
come to take them home for the night.
